stroyed— Several Firemen Injured— Work 
of the Flames Elsewhere. 


CINCINNATI, O., Nov. 20.—|Special.|—The 
most disastrous fire which has visited Cincin- 
nati for a long time, entailing a loss of nearly 
$700,000, broke out in the large clothing es- 
tablishments of Mack, Stadler & Co. and of 
M. & L. 8. Fechheimer, at Nos. 107 and 109 West 
Tu ird street, at 3:30 in the morning. The two 
buildings were entirely burned out, while the 
clothing bouse of M. H. Marks & Co., adjoining 
on the west, was damaged heavily by water. 
The flames were apparentiy unaffected by the 
several streams which were poured in on them, 
and soon buret through the roof, after eating 
their way tbrough the fifth and sixth floors. 
The thin wooden partition which separated the 
two stores was burned through ina snort 
time, and in less than an hour after the alarm 
was sounded it was apparent that both houses 
witb their entire stock of goods were doomed. 
At the Burnet House, only a block distant, 
the guests were all frightened, and the win- 
dows were filled with balf-clad figures of men 
and women watching the scene opposit. It 
was long after daylight before the 
flames were under control. The employés 
of the burned establishments, some 100 in 
number, began to gather about and discuss tife 
situation. while many who had stopped on 
their way to work botherea the police and 
others with questions, the prevailing one be 
ing the oss. 

The late and more accurate statement of the 
losses ig as follows: 

Mack, Stadler & Co., on stock and fixtures, 
$306,000: building, which belonged to Henry and 
Herman Mack of the firm, $45,000; total, $850,000. 
Marcus & L. S. Fechheimer, stock and fixtures, 
$225,000; building, which belonged to the Marcus 
Fechheimer estate, $35,000. Herman Loeb & Co., 
and M. H. Marks & Co., on each side of the bura- 
ing buildings, damage by water, $10,000 each. 
Beltman Brothers, just back of Mack, Stadler & 
Co.. on Pearl street, $5,000. The total loss is 


$635,000. 

Capt. M. J. Higonson, who was injured dur- 
ing the fire, baving been pinned down by fall- 
ing joists, is still suffering from his injuries, 
but it is not believed he will die. Capt. E. O. 
Halstead, Firemen Busbkamp, Peter Kuhn, 
and John Howard were also slightly burned. 

The clothing establishments are all heavily 
stocked with spring and summer goods for the 
coming season, and the damaged firms were no 
exceptions. For the last three months Mack, 
Stadler & Co. have been receiving goods until 
their entire building from cellar to garret was 
packed to the ceiling with made-up stock, that 
on one floor alone being valued at $150,000. 
Only yesterday 815,000 worth of goods were 
received. 

Following is a detailed statement of insurr 
ance: Fechheimer Bros., un stock, $220,000; 
Fechheimer heirs, on building, $38,000; Mack, 
Stadler & Co., on stock, $177,500; Herman 
and Heury Mack, on builamgs, fixtures, etc., 
$51,000. Total, $486,500. 


A Summer Hotel Buroed, 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 20.—|Special.j— 
Fire destroyed three-fourths of the Town of 
Cape May Point, three miles west of Cape May, 
and directly at the mouth of the Delaware 


Bay, early this morning. The Hotel Bellevue 
and seventeen other houses were totally de- 
stroyed, and the loss will aggregate nearly 
$100,000. The hotel contained sixty rooms 
and was built entirely ot wood. The wind was 
blowing briskiy from the southwest at the 
time, and the residents of cottages near the 
burning hotel saw at once that there was little 
hope of saving their houses. Faddley’s gro- 
cery store, afew yards to the north of the 
cottages, also caught, and then the large ice- 
house and the lumber-yard of the Cape May 
Improvement Association took fire, Spreading 
to the eastward five cottages which stood 
along the north side of the Cape May & Dela- 
ware Bay Railroad took fire, and another cot- 
tage on Pearl avenue, east of the ice-house, 
and John Rogers’ saloon were burning at the 
same time.

GERONIMO AND HIS SURRENDER. 


Gen. Miles Says that, in Military Law, He 
Was Captured—Apaches Now Peaceful. 
WasnHinaton, D. G., Nov. 20.—Gen. Mues 

arrived in this city last night and is stopping 

at the Ebbitt House, whither his wife and 
children preceded him yesterday. In an inter- 
view Gen. Miles said that the surrender of 

Geronimo was an absolute one, and, regarded 


in military law, was the same thing as a’ 


capture. “There are only two wars,“ 
he continued, “to deal with them— 
N to punish them as a people 

to punish them as individuals. 
it they had been given overto the civil au- 
thorities they could not all bave been con- 
vioted and punished individually, and the 
civil authorities could not punish the foliowers 
for the crimes of the leaders. Every year or 
two these Apaches produce a new crop of 
warriors, and if Geronimo and one or two of 
his principal associates bad been tried and 
hanged by the civil authorities the rest of the 
band would have been left at bome in their 
old baunts and free to recommence their 
plunder and bloodshed at the earliest oppor- 
tunity. The banging of one or two leaders 
would have had no terror for the rest. They 
would only bave been aroused to new atro- 
cities by a thirst for revenge. 

As it is, they have been finally disposed of. 
They bave been crippied for lite, so far as 
their power for barm is concerned. There is 
no possibility of their making any further out- 
break, and life and property in Arizona are no 
longer in danger. These Western Territories 
have made great progress in recent years, even 
with all the bardsbips and sufferings inflicted 
on them by the brutal Apaches, and they have 
now a very bright prespect before them, es- 
pecially in mining. There ia going to be a 
prosperous era for minimg in all those States 
and Territories from New Mexico up to Ore- 
Kon.“ 

Gen. Miles spoke in warm terms of the 
courtesy shown him by Secretary Lamar and 
the Governor of Sonora. He said, in conelu- 
sion: ** We pursued those Apaches over 2,000 
miles of mountains and 300 miles into Vid 
Mexico—one mountain after another— no level 
ground, no open country, but constant climb- 
ing, often leaping from rock to rock. The In- 
dians dropped their baggage, abandoned their 
horses and mules, and even left meir arms 
behind them. They moved in tortuous and 
dangerous ways, but never fora moment did 
my command give up the continuous pursuit. 
There are now no hostile or dangerous 
Apaches in New Mexico or Arizona.”

As 
long as they coin these $2,000,000 a month in 
silver they can issue these certificates for it, 
which awounts to an expansion of the cur- 
rency of a good many millions a year.“ 

It that is the case, Mr. Knox, will not the 
people become accustomed to silver or silVer 
certificates, so that it cannot be rooted out 
whether good or bad?“ 

“That may be the tendency, but I think is 
is unsafe. As iong as we are in the midst of 
good times it does not burt, perhaps. When 
the times should get hard, bowever, then 
people discriminate about the value of their 
currency. A note professing to be a dollar, 
which only represents 75 cents’ worth of silver, 
1s hardly a sound currency. I do not see why 
the Government does not issue these silver 
certificates and make cnem worth a full dollar 
by compelling the silver, which stands for 
them, to be quoted on the basis of gold bullion. 

What Is the Difference, 
When you have got your 100 cents’ wortn of 
silver in the vaults at Washington, instead of 
75 cents’ worth of silver?’ 

[But the present silver dollar is a legal tender 
for alldebts just the same as gold, and the 
demand for it for debt-paying purposes will 
always prevent the silver doilar from much 
depreciation. Suppose it should deciine 1 or 2 
per cent. Then everybody wouid rush for 
silver to pay their debts with, which immense 
demand would quickly restore its purchasing 
power to par with gold. This fact Mr. Knox

THERE was a good demand for money at 
full rates. Sterling bills were quiet and un- 
changed. Investment securities were dull. 
The New York stock market was active and 
generally strong, though there was a decline 
toward the close of the day.—The Chicago 
produce markets were quiet, grain being firm 
and provisions easier. Wheat was strength- 
ened by the news of a good export demand 
at the seaboard and the belief that the visi- 

bie supply will not show a large increase for 
the week. Ascompared with Friday pork 
closed 5 cents lower, lard unchanged, meats 
2 cents lower, wheat and barley 3 cent 
higher, corn 3; cent higher, oats and rye 
Steady, and flaxseeds tame. ‘The receipts of 
this city last week exceeded the shipments by 
$26,000 bushels in wheat, and were less by 


| 


128,000 bushels in corn. The packing of this 
city during November to date includes about 
216,000 hogs, against 578,000 for the same 
time last year, and 422,000 for do in 1884. 


Ir is said that the discount on No. 3 spring 
wheat in this market as compared with the 
price of No. 2is not nearly so great as the 
12@14 cents stated in Tux Trigune of yes- 
terday. It is true that the difference has not 
been so great for several months past, but it 
would average not far from that for several 
years previously, and may do so again unless 
the owner of the lower grade has some facil- 
ities for competing with the professional 
cleaners. We note that those gentlemen 
have not done much business recently, as 
there has been no money in it, and that most 
of our low grade wheat that is now going to 
Milwaukee is being taken by millers there. 
But our article correctly described the condi- 
tions of the market for low-grade grain as 
they have obtained for many years under the 
present system of inspection. 


Ir is estimated that fully 80 per cent of 
the worid’s ocean tonnage is now in commis- 
sion, against scarcely 60 per cent à year ago. 


The tonnage in dry-dock is allowed for in 


both cases. This important factor in com- 
merce indicates that business is one-third 
better than in the latter part of last year, 
and that not for any one nation in particular, 


but averages so much of improvement for 


the whole of the commercial world. This is 
a wonderful growth, especially when it is re- 


membered that the current of business had 
then shown a marked revival from previous | 


dullness. It is difficult to state where and 
how the increase of tonnage is employed, but 
not hard torecoguize some of the leading feat- 
ures in the augment. Our own crops of cottcn 
and cereals and the manufactured products 
of the varied industries of the British Isles 
are prominent on the list. And the carrying 
trade is not only carrying one-third more 


goods, but is earning nearly twice as much | 


per ton on the quantity carried as it did a 


year ago. One cannot look at these facts 
without believing that legitimate business is 


active, and correspondingly prosperous, and 
that the dullness which is rather widely com- 
plained of in this country is principally ex- 
perienced in speculative circles. Can it be 
that the key to the latter phase ot the situa- 
tion is found in the fact that when a man is 
actively engaged in work he has little time 
in which to speculate ? © 


SEQUENCES OF THE STRIKE. 

The great labor strike at the Stock-Yards 
in this city is over. It was terminated by an 
unconditional surrender of the strikers, 
They were forced to it by the discovery that 
their places were being rapidly taken by 
new and willing men who sought the big 
wages, and that the arrangements for milli- 
tary protection of the latter were so com- 
plete as to leave no hope of successful resort 
to the bulldozing tactics which have cut such 
a large figure in previous struggles. It is 
gratifying to be able to note that the aspect 
of the last two days indicates less probabili- 
ty of another strike than those of any other 
time in more than a year past. Care- 
ful observers of the situation say 
they think the question may de 
regarded as really settled now and that both 
employers and employed are resuming opera- 
tions with a confidence previously unknown. 
If this be a correct interpretation of the case 
our readers are justified in expecting that 
work at the Stock-Yards will not only be in 
full swing as soon as the supply of material 
can be restored to its former volume, but that 
its activity will even make amends for the 
delay of the last three weeks. This will 
make room for a large proportion of the late 
workers who have hitherto been unable to 
return because of the presence of the new 
men. It now seems prodable that 
the effect of the influx of new 
labor will rather be felt by those 
who find employment on the lakes and dodks 
in the summer and resort to the packing- 
houses during the winter months. ‘These 
men will be all the more to be pitied as they 
had no hand in the struggle, though doubt- 
less some of them sympathized more or less 
actively with the strikers. It may be found, 
however, that a considerable number of them 
will be taken on, including all those who 
have families depending on their exertions, 
and that the difference will be made up, if at 
all, by discriminating against the young fel- 
lows who worked in the houses during the 
summer and were the most forward in the 
strike movement. A good many of the 
new men, who came to the help of the 
packers in the time of need, are leaving 
in fear of trouble if they should 
stay, and it is rumored that they are receiv- 
ing the cold shoulder from their employers to 
an extent that makes them want to go. This 
is probably untrue, and if so is all wrong. 
They ought to be protected at all hazards. 
If any are to be left out in the cold it should 
be the men who deliberately walked out of 
the houses and made way for others. These 
would only have to curse their own folly for 
the loss of a winter’s work, and might learn 
wisdom enough from the experience to pre- 
vent them from being so foolish à the future.

REORGANIZING THE COUNTY BOARD. 

It is quite probable that Mr. Murry Nelson 
will be elected Chairman of the new County 
Board. All the new members and two of 
the holdover ones favor his election. He is 
certain, therefore, to be the Republican 
caucus nominee. There will be besides the 
five new members five other Republican 
members, making ten in all. The caucus, 
therefore, may consist of ten members. If 
new members stick by their pledges already 
made Mr. Nelson will have a majority of 
two toone in the caucus, without his own 
vote or that of the rival candidate, who will 
probably as a matter of courtesy cast a ballot 
for him. 

Knowing this, it is said that some of the old 
Republican members of the board are trying 
to secure the admission of McCarthy and 
McClaughrey to the caucus. This should not 


be permitted, for, although Mr. Nelson 


would have a majority even 
caucus consisted of twelve, it would 
be highly improper to admit the 
two Commissioners named. They are not 
Republicans. Ever since their election they 
have acted with either the Socialistic or the 
Democratic party. McCarthy, for reasons 
which it is not necessary to name, opposed 
Maj. Matson, the Republican candidate fur 
Sheriff, and Judge Loomis, the Republican 
candidate for County Judge, and worked for 
Butler and Prendergast, the Socialistic nom- 
inees. McClaughrey has always voted with 
the Democratic ringsters in county affairs. 
Both the Commissioners named have not an 
idea in common with Republicans. They 
are Democrats by training, by association, 
and in their methods. The Republican party 
cannot afford to bear the blame of their 
wrongdoing. They have no business in a 
Republican Commissioners’ caucus. 

But it is said that if they are debarred three 
of the holdover Republicans propose to 
stay out. There can be no mistaking 
the import of such a threat. It will 
mean that three holdover members in- 
tend to enter into an alliance with the five

Socialists and Demoerats to organize the 
board in the interest of ring contractors and 
of boodle. It means the perpetuation of the 
rotten and corrupt system of letting con- 
tracts in committee as developed by Van 
Pelt and his confederates. It means the 
bankruptcy of the county and the plunder of 
the taxpayers. Any Republican Commis- 
sioner who alas or abets this rascally scheme 
must be read ont of the Republican party 
and branded as a political traitor, false to his 
pledges and to the people whose votes 
elected him. Even Van Pelt never accepted 
the aid of the Democrats who masqueraded as 
Republicans as long as the avowed Demo- 
crate had a majority in the board. Can 
it be that there are three Republican 
Commissioners now who are so mean as to 
desert their party associates to unite with 
five Democratic spoilsmen to organize the 
County Board and to give the Democratic 
organs an excuse for saddling on the itepub- 
lican party the rascalities and thieveries 
which a board thus organized will perpe 
trate? It is impossible to believe it. 

We prefer to believe that the three hold- 
over Commissioners referred to will unite 
with. the five new members and Messrs. 
Hemmelgarn and MacDonald in organizing 
the board in the interest of the taxpayers 
and in conducting the county business in an 
honest and economical manner. 


SOCIALISM WOULD DESTROY PROGRESS. 

One of the most hopeless features of the 
Socialistic agitation is its assumption that 
the human motives that cause progress will 
still remain after all the possibilities of prog- 
ress have been removed; that people will be 
enterprising, and industrious, and inventive 
when every incentive for enterprise, and in- 
dustry, and invention has been abolished; 
and that people will husband their savings 
and prosper by economy when their savings 
are to be turned over into a common fund 
for the benefit not only of those who are pru- 
dent and thrifty but of those who are lazy 
and shiftless, which would be the condition 
of the most of those in a Socialistic commu- 
nity at the outset and of all in course of 
time, 

All the processes of Socialism are leveling 
in their results. It would confiscate proper- 
ty, place labor in the hands of the State, pay 
all alike, not in wages but in subsistence, 
establish a condition of equality .between 
skilled and unskilled labor, and an equality 
of rewards for the lazy and the industrious, 
and strip the energetic worker of his savings 
for the benefit of those who are shiftless and 
have not saved. Under such conditions as 
these, with no inducement for an industrious 
man to work more than half his time, and 
with no inducement... for a lazy man to work 
at all, as he will share equally with the 
former, where would be the incentives to 
enterprise, skill, industry, or ambition? 
Now every man has an incentive to increase 
production and enjoy its rewards by working 
more hours and economizing in his time by 
the use of labor-saving machinery which will 
produce the maximum of results in a 
given time. Ingenujgy and inventive skill 
are racked to save in time and increase in 
quantity, and the rewards are so lucrative 
that they offer irresistible incentives to en- 
terprise and skill, The man knows he will 
enjoy the fruits of his labor, and that his 
labor will reward him in proportion to the 
time and skill he bestows upon it. What he 
creates or accumulates ishis own. It cannot 
be taken from him and divided up among his 
lazy, shiftless neighbors. He always has the 
hope of betterment before him, and he 
knows it will be his own fault if he fails to 
prosper. Thus it is that the world is full of 
enterprise, and that in the race towards suc- 
cess there is every motive for a man to be 
economical and industrious, and every pros- 
pect that in good time his efforts will be re- 
warded. 

Socialism would break down all personal 
liberty and compel the individual who toils 
at all to turn over his earnings to the State 
to be enjoyed in common. The amount of 
earnings to be divided would depend upon the 
number who worked and the time they de- 
voted to labor. The first result of Socialism 
would be to make men lazy. Working for 
the State always has that effect. The em- 
ployés of the Federal Government don’t 
want to work but half the time that is de- 
voted to work for private individuals or cor- 
porations. ‘Their idea is half as much work 
for twice as much pay. As soon as men 
find occupation under the Government they 
begin to shirk, and sojer,“ and to talk 
about reducing the hours still more 
and increasing the pay correspondingly. If 
this be the case where but a few 


are working for the State, how would it be 


if all were similarly engaged? One need 
not look for the answer. When the induce- 
ments to enterprise and labor no longer ex- 
ist enterprise and labor will not progress 
beyond the mere daily demands of suste- 
nance. The world would be reduced down 
to the scanty margin between famine and 
bare subsistence, as there could be no in- 
centive to go beyond that point. It would 
be a hand-to-mouth state of existence. The 
morrow would literally have to take care of 
itself, as there would be nothing in shop, 
storehouse, or magazine to meet its demands. 
It would eventually be the primitive existence 
of savagery. Every incentive to human 
progress would be destroyed; every hope 
for the future would be extinguished. That 
would be the result of the leveling processes 
of Socialism. 


JURY REFORM IN COOK COUNTY. 

Cook County is on the extreme brink of 
bankruptcy, if it has not already shot the 
falls. Ringsters have plundered the Treasury 
and flooded the city with county orders until 
the taxes of 1886 will yield an intolerable 
deal of scrip and a beggarly pittance of actual 
cash. The Council gang is no better than 
the county ring, only those Robin Hoods 
victimize corporations and sell for their own 
gain the franchises which ought to yield the 
city large revenues, The county ring takes 
toll as the grist goes out; the city gang seizes 
the bag on its way to mill. In New York 
the boodlers are indicted and forced to go to 
Sing Sing or to Canada; in Chicago the 
boodle gangs and rings enjoy immunity from 
indictments, even, and have no fear of the 
law before their eyes. Why? District-At- 
torney Martine of New York is not a better 
man than our own Grinnell. The Judges on 
our bench do not wink at official corruption. 
The explanation is fourd in the statute which 
gives to the County Board the selection of 
jurors, petit and grand. That is the seat of 
the mischief. 

If the pickpockets, burglars, or any other 
branch of the criminal class could have the 
making of the jury lists would they have 
any fear of the law before their eyes ? What 
wouid they care for prosecutor or Judge, 
newspapers or the ballot-box? No fear of 
penalty would deter them from plying their 
trade and snapping their fingers at the law. 
If, to make the application more specific, the 
pickpockets had the selection, that would put 
them in position to demand a share in the 
booty of the burglars as the price of immuni- 
ty from indictment, and, in the improbable 


event of a true bill being found by a special | 


venire, from conviction before a panel of 
their peers.“ The vesting in the County 
Board of the power to make the jury lists 
explains, primarily, the bankruptcy of the 
county and the impunity with which the city 
boodlers ply their nefarious arts. 

The law in question dates back to 1871. It 
seems to work satisfactorily in the State out- 
side of Cook County, and as the Constitution 
prohibits special legislation every attempt 
to destroy this bulwark of public robbery has 
failed, and the citadel of rascality has stood 
until the evil has become intolerable. The 
next General Assembly must come to our 
relief. If nothing better can be done let us 
have a constitutional amendment. In its 
original form the Constitution makes some 
special provisions for the courts of Cook 
County, but unfortunately none of those 
special provisions reach this case, But 
it hardly seems possible that it is 
really necessary to await the slow 
process of an amendment. Our law- 
givers have been able to discriminate be- 
tween warehouses in Chicago and the rest 
of the State, to pass a law for elections in 
cities and villages which is radically differ- 
ent from the Election law in the country 
towns, and to do other things which 
seemed to be quite as difficult as mak- 
ing one law for jury lists in Cook County 
and another for the smaller counties of the 
State. The present jury law contains a bit 
of palpable special legislation. It may be 
such alittle one” as to be excusable, but 
it is certainly deserving of attention In this 
eonnection. We refer to the number of 
names to be put on the list. The first sec- 
tion says not less than one-tenth of the legal 
voters of each town or precinct. The three 
towns of Chicago would call for a list of at 
least 10,000 on this plan, but the next section 
specifies that the number shall be in the 
County of Cook 200 for each term of the 
Circuit and Superior Courts and 100 for the 
Criminal Court of Cook County for each trial 
term.” ‘This is a very blunt way of getting 
at the matter. Usually the legislation in 
such cases is exceptional and local in practi- 
cal application, without being special“ 
within the meaning of the Constitution. 

The Superior Court Judges of this county 
met yesterday to devise retrenchment in the 
cost of maintaining the jury system in their 
branch of the jndiciary, and they deserve 
great credit for their proposed economy; 
but no reform, however desirable in itself, 
can so much as approach meeting the de- 
mands of the case which does not take the 
selection of jurors entirely out of the hands 
of the County Board. 
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THE PRESIDENT’S BENTON LETTER. 

The letter which the President wrote to 
District-Attorney Benton, directing his rein- 
statement, is aptly charaterized by the New 
York Sun as recording evidence of an ex- 
traordinary expansion of mental view.” This 
is at least a mild way of putting it, though 
it will not, can not suit the mugwumps, who 
are beginning to acknowledge with tearful 
expressions of regret that Mr. Cleveland’s 
ideas of pernicious activity and offensive par- 
tisanship have passed into innocuous des- 
uetude.” Still it must be acknowledged that 
the President in this letter has developed his 
sentiments in a very philosophical style, and 
has defined himself in a broad and statesman- 
like manner upon a vexed question. The 
President's ‘‘ pernicious activity“ idea 
has been a puzzle all along, but 
in the Benton letter he _ explains 
himself and defines the idea by fixed metes 
and bounds, Hergafter Democratic officials 
will be allowed to make speeches to their 
neighbors and friends at any time and place 
where they are merely incidental, provided 
the speeches are decent and fair. These are 
the conditions laid down, and in case these 
are not sufficient then there is a final one, 
broad enough to cover every conceivable case 
—namely: that so long as they honestly 
suppose they can properly do what they are 
doing it will be all right. This is broad 
enough to suit every one, and of course ren- 
ders all the other conditions merely super- 
fluous. It is a notice to all Democratic Fed- 
eral officeholders that they can do what they 
please so long as they honestly think 
it is proper. It is tantamount to a con- 
fession that the civil-service reform talk has 
been all cant and humbug. But what will 
the mugwumps do? How will they regard 
the President’s very free explanation of po- 
litical activity on the part ot officeholders, 
and how will they square it with his utter- 
ances when he was posing as a reformer ? 
Will they ever realize how completely he has 
fooled and bamboozled them and what an 
utter hypocrit he has been? Their regrets, 
however, should not be allowed to detract in 
any way from the masterly and skillful for- 
mulation of a great political truth which the 
President has accomplished in this letter. It 
certainly does show great expansion of men- 
tal view and originality of conception. The 
President, during the last two years, has 
thrown out in a careless, unstudied manner 
many gems of political wisdom, but none to 
equal the clever, statesmanlike device with 
which, after having boosted Benton out of 
office, he boosted him back again, and acquits 
himself of all inconsistency. 


THE PACKER-WORKINGMEN CONTRACTS. 
The pretext on which Walking-Delegates 


Barry, Butler, and their fellows are agitating | 


for a new strike-at the Stock-Yards is the 
agreement which the workingmen are asked 
to sign on returning to their benches, where- 
by they contract to give two weeks’ notice of 
intention to quit and to leave two weeks’ 
salary in the hands of the employers as a 
guarantee of good faith. The employers in 
their turn agree to pay 5 per cent interest on 
the money on deposit, and to give notice 
of intention to dispense with the services of 
the workingmen. 

Such an agreement has been made neces- 
sary on account of the conduct of the strikers. 
Apparently without cause, and merely on 
the order of some political walking delegates, 
they have quitted their benches without any 
notice to their employers, thus causing the 
latter great damage. They have left hogs 
on the bench that were just on the point of 
being slaughtered, with the knives in their 
throats. Cattle just knocked down were 
left unbled. Some of the carcasses 
were but half or three-quarters cleansed 
when the walking delegates gave the signal 
to quit, and the signal was promptly obeyed. 
Not only that, but those who quit would 
not permit any others to complete the work 
they had left half or a quarterdone. In this 
way thousands of tons of meat were rendered 
worthless except for fertilizing purposes. 
As much wholesome food was destroyed on 
the occasion of the last strike as would sup- 
ply meat to the whole population of the Stock- 
Yards for a month perhaps. All this was a 
dead loss to the packers. Besides, this unpro- 
voked strike caused a loss to the packers be- 
cause it prevented them completing contracts, 
and subjected them to loss of trade because 
they were unable to supply their customers. 

Under all the circumstances the employers 
have been acting only as prudent business- 
men ought against the recurrence of similar 
losses. The agreements will work no injury 
to the industrious and faithful employés, It 


| 


: 
will, in fact, protect them from the rash and 


foolish who too readily obey the passwords of 
the political Master Workman.” Their 
two weeks’ wages will be drawing interest at 
a rate which they could not obtain for it in 
any savings bank. It will enable some of 
the rash spirits to practice economy for a few 
weeks. It may work a litile hardship in some 
families for a time, though the packers will 
no doubt try to prevent that. The deposit, 
too, will be a pretty certain guarantee of 
steady work and will in fact be a protection 
against the caprice of petty bosses disposed 
to discharge on slight cause. It will have a 
conservative influence as far as strikes are 
concerned, and will deprive the walking dele- 
gates of much of their power for mischief. 
The striker who is determined to return to 
his work in good faith will pay little atten- 
tion to the incitements of demagogs of the 
Barry, Butler, and Schilling kidney, and 
will cheerfully give the guarantee that is 
asked for by the packers. 


THE IMPENDING FINANCIAL PROBLEM. 
In one of his recent speeches in Pennsyl- 


vania Mr. Blaine forcibly declared that 
there has not been since the National elec- 
tion of 1860 a financial crisis so urgent and 
pressing as the one which will be upon the 
American people within the next two years.” 
Indeed, the facts all go to show that the 
emergency must be faced within one year or 
even less time than that, but at all events 
the next Congress must provide against an 
enormous prospective increase of the Treas- 
ury surplus or confess itself Incompetent to 
perform a most important duty. At the 
present rate the 3 per cent bonds will be re- 
tired by the end of the fiscal year, and 
then unless Congress makes a radical change 
in the revenue laws there will be nothing 
to prevent a currency constriction as severe 
as any the country has ever known. The 
Treasury statements for October show that 
during the greater part of that month reve- 
nues were pouring in at the rate of $1,000,- 
000 a day, and in the course of three weeks 
the receipts exceeded the expenditures $12,- 
000,000, although the expenses were unusu- 
ally large. Undoubtedly receipts will not 
fall much below this rate if the present tariff 
is continued, and as soon as the bond calls 
are stopped the Treasury hoard will be 
swelled by the unchecked surplus revenues 
and the currency contracted for a series of 
years to the amount of at least $100,000,000 
per annum. Certainly this will prove as 
grave a financial problem as the country has 
seen for years. 

It is generally admitted that it would be 
wretched policy for the Government to go 
into the market and purchase its own bonds 
at the current rate, which is now 
1294, on 4 per cents, and which 
would doubtiess be heavily increased if the 
Government became a buyer. Nor could 
Congress be justified in squandering the pub- 
lic money in jobbery and wasteful appropria- 
tions solely to get it out of the Treasury. 
What course is there left but to reform the 
revenue system in such manner as to cut od 
surplus receipts while preserving as far as 
possible the needed protection for American 
labor? Mr. Blaine thus states the conditions 
of the problem: 


The main question, therefore, is whether you 
will exclude from the tariff the protective idea 
or whether you will reduce the rates upon arti- 
cles from the duties on which you gain no protec- 
tion, and thus so wisely discriminate that, with a 
new tariff adapted to #100,000,000 less revenue, 
you will still gain all the protection needed. ; 


Here then is a question that calls for the 
best statesmanship and business ability of 
the country, and it is to be solved by a House 
dominated by the Solid South,” and in 
which the influence of the commercial and 
manufacturing sections has been reduced to 
the minimum. As all revenue bills must 
originate in the House the Republican Senate 
will be practically powerless. The present 
House has proved itself as stupid and in- 
capable a body as ever sat in the Capitol, 
and the principal question in regard to 
its successor is whether it will illus- 
trate Bourbonism and imbecility in a 
still worse degree. The situation could 
not be more promising for those who desire 
to see the Democratic party loaded with the 
responsibility for appalling blunders and dis- 
asters, but still the Republicans, although in 
a minority, will be bound to do everything in 
their power to ward off the consequen2es 
likely to ensue from the election of a Demo- 
cratic House at this juncture. Instead of 
leaving the responsibility on the majority the 
Republicans must assume a part of it and 
help the Democrats out. Left to themselves, 
the wrangling Bourbons would permit the 
country to drift into a financial crisis. The 
Republican minority must seize every chance 
to cobperate with any fraction of the De- 
mocracy that gives evidence of capacity or 
judgment and thus save the country the 
consequences of characteristic Democratic 
blundering in the face of a grave situation.

A Plan for Reducing the City Debt. 

Controller Schwab bas suggested a very wise 
and practical employment of the water-bond 
redemption fund now in the keeping of the 
City Treasurer, or rather in the keeping of 
the bark which pays that official interest there- 
on. The amount is about $1,500,000 and is the 
accumulation of the protits of the Water De- 
partment. The Controllor's plan is to invest 
this money in 3% or 4 per cent city bonds to 
be issued as soon as the high-interest bearing 
municipal bonds mature. For instance, in 
January next, when $18,000 of Chicago school 
construction 7 per cent bonds mature, Mr. 
Schwab proposes to issue 3% per cent bonds 
to redeem them and to Invest $18,000 of the 
water redemption fund in the new bonds. 
This will effect a double saving for the city. 
The interest on the $18,000 of bonded in- 
debtedness will be reduced one-half, and the 
amount of interest to be paid on them will 
find its way into tue water redemption fund, 


thus increasing the latter. In point 
of fact, the plan will save the tax- 
payers interest on the new debt, which 


will be equivaient to wiping it out altogether. 
Next spring $198,500 in 7 percent bonds ma- 
ture, apd tne same process can be repeated, 
and so on until about 1890 the interest on 
nearly $2,000,000 bonded indebtedness wil! be 
saved, which in effect will be the same as can- 
celing the indebtedness. The pian is an ad- 
mirabie one for the city, and ought to be 
adopted. 

The Controller doubts, bowever, whether the 
law wili permit bim to do as proposed, and has 
asked the Corporation Counsel for an opinion 
on the subject. The opinion was favorable, 
as it ought to have been. Otherwise the 
City Treasurer, who is now drawing interest 
for bis personal use on the $1,500,000 of the 
water-bond redemption tund, may try to pre- 
vent Mr. Schwab from putting bis economical 
and valuable financial scheme into operation. 
Such a supposition no doubt does injustice to 
the public spirit and patriotism of Mr. Devine, 
but contingencies of the kind have to be 
guarded against. 

It is ridiculous that the City Controller 
should go off to New York and pay interest on 
a loan of any kind negotiated there while the 
city itself bas 81.500, 000 lyimg idle. It is 
strange that the plan which Mr. Schwab has 
now put forward never occurred to the alleged 
economical Mayor. 


Fighting Libel Suits. 


To all and singular promoters of libel suits: 
Your attention is particularly invited to the re- 
sult of a suit this week in which a complaint for 
libel against the 77vibune was kicked out of court 
on the ground that the publication was legiti- 
mate news, fairly and a stated. We get 
on an average about a dozen libel suits of this 
sort in a year. They are generally brought by 
lawyers whose standing in the profession is suen 
that they don’t think a case of this sort will ma- 
terially injure it, while they hope that rather 
than be worried with the annoyance of going 
into court and making up the case, the Jribune 
will pay two or three hundred dollars to be rid 
of them. No doubt that would often be a 
temporary economy, but it is an economy 
which the Tribune does not choose to 
practice. The result is that, as a rule, 
they get successively shown the doors of the 
court-room, as the last enterprising complainant 
was. By and by verhaps they may take the hint. 
There may be papers in the Country that find it 
cheaper to settle speculative libel suits than to 
fight them. But the Tribune does not. We in- 
tend and earnestiy strive to avoid libeling any- 
body. If, in the hurry of news-getting and in 
the uncertainty and inexactness of human testi- 
mony, we are sometimes betrayed into a libel, 
we are always reaay and eager to make the prop- 
er correction. The people who sue for libel are 
generally those who have not been libeled. If 
we have to pay money on account of such suits. 
we prefer to pay it to our own lawyers who de- 
fend them, rather than to other lawyers who 
think to find a profit in stirring them up.— New 
York Tribune. 


The above also accurately defines the atti- 
tude of this paper in regard to suits brought 
against it for libel.

Though the wideuing of Stewart 
avenue in accordance with the urdinance would 
be an immense benefit to the people of the 
eastern end of his ward, he ig opposing the 
measure might and main. His sympathy is for 
the brewer, representing the dear people, for 
himself, and their associates. Hillock, by the 
way, was elected asa ‘* Democratic reformer.” 
It is also stated that Aid. Deal, Revere, 
and Appleton of the joint committee 
will vote against reporting the ordinance 
favorably. Nothing better could be expected 
of Appleton. Deal and Revere, however, are 
in an entirely different boat.

Flerce Fight Against Paying Tithes to the 


Lonvon, Nov. 10.—[Svecial Correspondence. } 
Mr. John Morley bas written a letter to Mr. 
Stuart Rendel, a prominent Welsh Liberal, in

disestablishment of the pa uro 
in Wales is obviously — . both by the 
justice of the case and by the overwhelming sen. 
timent of the country concerned, and it must 
now form an indispensable article in the Liberal 
policy. 

Mr. Gladstone bas approved of Mr. Moriey's 
declaration. The letter appears to have pro- 
duced a profouna sensation among the Brit- 
ish Tories. The London Times is furious 
about it, and observes that the sentiment 
against the church in Wales must be the sen- 
timent of the whole of England concerning the 
whole of the Church of e England. But it 
appears that not only are the Welsh Liberals 
protesting against the Established Church, but 
the English Liberals are also protesting, and 
the Tories are becoming restive. A few weeks 
ago, when Lord Randolph Churchill was ad- 
dressing a select Tory meeting at Dartford, he 
incautiously touched on the question of the 
tithes, when one of his audience called out: 
Let the landiords pay them.” This remark 
was 60 significant that Churchill was obliged 
to reply to it. He did, remarking that “bis 
friena (the interrupter| bad hit on the true 
remedy.” The wily Randolph knew quite well 
that it was not the true remedy. Under a fic 
tion of the law the landiord now is obliged to 
pay the tithe, but be adroitly shifts it on the 
tenant, who is obliged by a cvvenant of his 
lease in most British estates to pay the tithe- 
rent charge in addition to the rent, and extraor- 
dinary tithes (or tax on products) as well. 
What Churchill would do, probably, would be 
to — the lan lord to pay the titne- 
rent charge directly to the parson. This 
would be no relief to the tenant, as 
the landlords would recoup themselves by in- 
creasing the rent, as their lrish brethren dia 
forty years ago. Churchill countsa great deal 
on the stupidity of the average British farm- 
er. He thinks the farmers would de satisfied 
if they bad not to pag the tithe directly, and 
might be bamboozled into believing that the 
lanciord was really paying it, thus relieving 


them. 

The Welsh area keener race than the Brit- 
ish, and cannot be deceived by Churebill's 
sophistries. They iasist on the abolition of 
tithes altogether, and they are making a very 
strong case for it. There is a strike against 
its payment as formidable as the Irish no-rent 
strike of two years ago. Meetings are being 
beld weekly, and the Established Church par- 
sons are in a sorry predicament. The other day 
the Duke of Westminster and other rich Tory 
landlords started a subscription list in their 
aid. They need the money badiy. The 
Welshmen, however, had right on 
their side. About 90 per cent of 
them belong to the dissenting churches 
—the Presbyterian, the Congregational, and 
the Methodist; only the landlords and 
their immediate following belong to the Estab- 
lished Church. Mr. Thomas Ellis, one of the 
new Welsh M. P.’s, who is called the Parneli 
of Wales published figures some time ago 
showing that in Montgomeryshire, while the 
churcb-going population is 5.851. the average 
Established Church attendance is but 427, and 
the salaries paid tothe Established Church 
clergyroen who attend to the spiritual wants of 
the 427 amountedto $14,420. In Carnarvon- 
shire the figures were respectively 6,136, 122, 
and $11,520. In Pembrokesbire tney were 
2.148, 10, and $3,995; or. in percentages, in 
Montgomeryshire 4 per cent of the population 
attend, at acost to the tithe-payers of $55 
each; in Carnarvonshire, 2 per cent, at a coat 
of $100; in Pembrokesbire, 4% percent, ata 
cost of $400 each. 

As Mr. Moriey’s declaration has been in- 
dorsed by Mr. Giadstone, disestablishment in 
Wales may now beregurded as an article of 
the Liberal creed. Scotland ana Eogiand will 
follow in favor of free churches, and the 
revenues now going to the parsons will be ap- 
plied to the support of free scbools. 


THE CARPENTERS AND THE K OF L. 


P. J. McGuire, Secretary of the Brother- 
hood, Says that There Will Be No Split. 
CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 20.—[Special.J—P. J. 

McGuire, General Secretary of the Brother- 

hood of Carpenters and Joiners, will remove 

from this city to Philadelphia Tuesday, where 


he will establish permanent, beadquarters and 
not in New York as was recently announced.

In fact, we have the 
assurance of Mr. Powderly that he 
will use every endeavor to maintain 
proper and satisfactory relations with 
tne trades unions. The trades unions bave no 
quarrel with the Knights of Labor. Some of 
the Knights would make their organization 
political, and we do not believe in this. 
Others would bave us forsake the trades 
unions for the Knights of Labor, making the 
latter the sole labor organization. As tar as 
the Brotberhond of Carpenters is concerned, if 
the Knights could show that their organiza- 
tion would be as useful as the brotherhood, 
our members would be wiliine to abandon the 
brotherhood for the Knights. The trades 
unions are practical, the Knights are the- 
oretical.”’

A CUBAN PLANTER’S WILL. 


AN ESTATE WORTH FIFTY MILLIONS 
TO BE DIVIDED. 


Testament of Don Tomas Terry, Which Dis- 
tributes His Immense Wealth Among 
His Children—Each of the Eight Heirs 
to Receive Six Muillions—Trial of the 
“Boodle” Aldermen—A Connecticut 
Millionaire Given a Lesson by a Bunko 
‘Steerer. 

New York, Nov. 20.—[{Special.|—A copy of 
the will of the late Don Tomas Terry, the 
wealthy Cuban planter, was file@; today in the 
Surrogate’s office. He was the father of the 
late Juan Pedro Terry, who recently left by 
will an estate valued at $6,000,000 to his wife 
and unborn child. A petition accompanied 
the planter’s will from José Emilio Terry pray- 
ing tor ancillary and letters testamentary 
signed by ex-Judge Charles P. Daly. The will 
was executed in Havana. Terry's estate is 
valued at $50,000,000, of which 320. 000.000 is 
invested in this country. Up to 1881 Terry 
had given various sums to bis  cbildren 
amounting to many millions of dollars. 
Several ciauses of the will are taken 
ung in describing in detail when and 
how these sums were paid, all of the several 
amounts to be deducted from the final inher- 
itance as per the will. Don José Emilio and 
Don Francisco Jarvier are appointed executors 
to distribute and properly administer the vast. 
estate. The house No. 37 West Twenty-seventn 
street, thia city, is given to his daugbter Donna 
Natividad, and No. 454 Fifth avenue to Don 
Francisco Jarvier. The children have already 
received these sums: Don Andres, 8571. 451: 
Donna Carmen, $235,850; Don Edwarde Seraf, 
$471,978; Don Francisco Jarvier, $107,893; Don 
Juan Pedro, $1,779.421; Don José Emilio, $618,- 
658, and the sugar plantation Leonores, valued 
at $211,570, was given to Donna Natividad. 
The testator pretty equally divides the vast bulk 
of his property among his children. Donna 
Carmen reveived the plantation Repador; Don 
Francisco Jarvier, Esperaza; Donna Natividad, 
the cattle ranch San Joaquin; and Don Anto- 
nio, La Caridad. Three bundred thousand dol- 
lars was bequeathed to bis wife to be employed 
in a secret work. If any of the heirs contest 
the will they will be disinnerited.

Duffy's story did 
not. vary substantially from yesterday, except 
that he rather committed bimself by saying 
that he was teiling all be could recollect. Duffy 
could pot remember who were the Aldermen 
present at the preliminary meeting of eight or 
nine members at the City-Hall in June or July, 
1884, but could swear that Jaehue, Fulgraff, 
McQuade, and himself were present. 

* Boodie”’ Ald. Clears, O'Neil, and Reilly, 
who are implicated in the confessions 
made by Fulgraff and Duffy, were in the Gen- 
eral Sessions Court today. Though they were 
intént listeners to the cross-examination of 
Duffy, their presence was more through com- 
puision than choice, for their bondsmen bad 
been summoned to produce thew im court to- 
day. They will be arraigned at 1 o’clock, ana 
early days for their respective trials fixed.

Office Buildings Near the Board of Trade. 


There is unquestionably a much better de- 
mand thun usual at this time of the year for 
the offices of the Board of Trade quarter. 
Persons imterested in the buiidings say that 
only in February could such a large call for 
these accommodations be expected. May 1 is 
ordinarily the date when the leases begin, but 
the engagements are made mostly in the win- 
ter. This year the applications have started 
up eariy, and the question is why peopie are 
anxious to secure offices so far abead of tho 
usual time. When other reasons fail it is cus- 
tomary to fall Back on the trite remark 
that the city is growmg. Many business- 
men are coming in from other parts 
of the country, and they naturally grav- 
itate toward the newest and most attractive 
buildings. And then the best accommodations 
there are very limited in spite of the fact that 
80 many structures have been put up. There 
are many vacant offices of the second and third 
class, but it is not easy to get basements and 
first floors: Conspicuous among the appli- 
cants are railroad and insurance companies, 
and they require a good deal of room. ye 
of these concerns go from other parts of this 
city, but additions are constantly being made 
from other cities. There will be very few new 
offices in the market next May. Neither the 
Rookery nor the Phenix Insurance Building 
will de completed. and the annex to the Ex- 
change Buildmge is too far south to 
be considered a competitor of the other 
structures. The Rialto will almost certain- 
ly be leased for a hotel. There remains only 
the Commeree, which is a small affair. 80 
much for the immediate future. A year bence 
there will probabiy be another migration to- 
ward that part of the city. The men who pro- 
jected the building on the Rookery lot have 
not from the first expected any considerabie 
returns on their capitai immediately after the 
completion of the structure. But one of them 
reports that there is already alarge demand 
for accommodations in it. He thinks that naif 
of it wiil be occupied as soon as itis ready, 
and others connected with the enterprise place 
their estimate as high as two-thirds. Some 
of the applicants will want a good 
deal of space—as much as the whole 
floor of an ordinary building would 
amount to. Banks are likely to be among 
the best tenants of the Phoenix and the Rook- 
ery. It is believed, though not yet officially 
announced, that the Nortnwestern National, 
the National Bank of America, and the Illinois 
Trust & Savings Bank will goto that part of 
the city, and the new banks which are now in 


quarter than any other.

The severe weather of the last week brought 
summer and fali building operations to a 
rather sudden close.

siders in the offices. And it is probable that 
there were quite as many selling as buying or- 
ders. One house reports that it executed 
orders for something over 7,000 shares, and 
it sold more stocks than it bought. 
And yet the members of that house are among 
the strongest bulls in Chicago. There is a great 
deal of talk in New York about outsiders flocking 
into the market, but the most reliable commis- 
sion houses do not reportany rush. The opera- 
tions are no doubt mostly by 52 1 als, heavy 
capitalists, and foreigners. ondon is apparent- 
ly as anxious to get American stocks as ever, 
The number of shares sold yesterday was large, 
but by no means upto the greatest total of the 
dwoming times just after the resumption of specie 
payments, when the sales ran up nearly to 
1,000,000 shares some days. Leading operators 
in this city say that they hold fewer 
stocks than usual. They have parted 
with their holdings on the bulges 
and have been surprised to see the market take 
the stocks and bunger for more. This city got 
the point to buy Reading and sell Jersey Central 
pretty early yesterday, and acted on it to a con- 
siderable extent. Erie was also bought, and there 
was a continuation of the playing with that dy- 
namite, Richmond & West Point Terminals. The 
Vanderbilts were bought cautiously, but in the 
Grangers selling probably predominated. 

The earnings of the Chicago & Alton Road in- 
creased $2.545 the second weck of this month; 
those of the Ohio & Mississippi increased $7,754. 

The surplus reserve of the New York asso- 
ciated banks is now nearly $10,000,000, which quite 
relieves them of the danger to which so many 
people were calling attention only a short time 
ago—the danger of small resources to fall back 
on in case of a slump in stocks, a stringency in 
the money market, and a geueral calling of 
loans. The statement rendered Saturday affords 
abundant evidence of easier money. The loans 
have fallen off somewhat, while the deposits 
have largely increased and a round amount of 
specie has gone into the vaults. With such a 
start in November, we may reasonably look for 
a decline in the rates for money after the opén- 
ing of the new year, when much money will be 

aid out in the way of interest and dividends.

THE MARRIAGE QUESTION. 


‘From the Standpoint of Edward and Eleanor 
Marx Aveling. 

CuicaGco, Nov. 20.— Editor of the Tribune. | 
— There are some things which are very at- 
tractive in Socialism. When it says. There 
will be no poor,” every heart is touched. 
When it deciares ‘‘men and women will be 
equal, the fire that warmed the hearts and 
illumined the minds of the creators of our 


Declaration of Independence stirs within us, 
and we exclaim, **‘ This is justice. 

But does an investigation of the methods 
proposed to be pursued awaken a reasonabie 
hope of the establishment of these conditions 
so greatiy desired by us ali? Dr. Aveling 
says: 

Let us turn to the society and the women of 
today. Society is, from the point of view of 
Bebel, and we may fairly say here of Socialists 
generally, in a condition of unrest, of fermenta- 
tion. The unrest is that of a mass of rottenness: 
the fermentation that of putrefaction. Dissolu- 
tion is at hand. The death of the capi- 
talistic method of production, and therefore of 
the society based ou it. And that death 
means the resolution of society into simpler 
forms, even into elements. 

What does be mean by simpler forms, even 
into elements, that recombining will produce a 
new and better order of things’’? If he means 
primitive conditions of society, every student 
of sociology knows that primitive conditions 
and simple forms are of a more or less Com- 
munistic type—that is, community of living— 
and that polyandry or polygamy, or both, are 
the almost universal characteristic of its fam- 
ily relation. It has taken thousands of years 
of experiment and experience tor mankind to 
rise to the perception of monogamy, and, al- 
though now legally recognized in all Christian 
countries, there is still much to be desired in 
its practice. 

Dr. Aveling calls this the “tne one-sided 
polygamy ot our own sad time,“ and asserts 
that in Socialism “ there will be no longer one 
law for the woman and one law for the man, 
but it this freedom is accorded to mau the 
like freedom wil! be extended to woman.” 

Strietly speaking this is just, but K isa 
justice which women do not desire; nor is it 
desirable that they should obtain it. To dou- 
ble an evil does not make it right. Let us ra- 
ther keep to the good old Curistiau way of do- 
ing richt because it is right, and let us trust 
in the power of right to vindicate its own 
righteousness, It will do moretban justify 
itself: it wül become, and bas become, a light 
in the darkness and a beacon to beckon otbers 
to its brightness. This has been and is wom- 
an's misslon upon the euarth—to establisn 
morality. She is the guardian of purity, the 
priestess of the home, and bas already made 
virtue contagious, for today sbe waves the 
banner of the White Cross over both men and 
women. 

Here, then, is our bope. Not in the dissolu- 
tion of society and its reorganization upon the 
basis of Socialism, but in the steady progress 
of mankind, the bigher form graduaily and 
constantiy growing from the lower forms, each 
day giving birth to a better day. and the days, 
weeks, months, years ali joining in the up- 
ward trend of humanity. 

What is this resolution of society on a 
Socialistic basis in reference to marriage? 
“The coutract between man and woman will 
be of a purely private nature, without the in- 
tervention of any public functionary. For di- 
vorce tnere will be no need.“ 

Some young, inexperienced, and pure-mind- 
ed versons see in this statement the vindica- 
non of purty. Love only. they say, con- 
secrates marriage; when love ceases marriage 
is a d@gradation.”” They do not see the wide 
gulf that separates the truth that love conse- 
crates marriage from the assumption that 
love is sufficient unto itself. Unfortunately, 
the history of bumanity shows over and over 
again in tears and in agony that Love needs 
protection, that be is an unreasonabie, erratic, 
rampant creature, and would destroy bimseif 
and reduce humanity very speedily into the 
most primitive and elemental condition were 
he not checked by environing lews. 80 in 
the name of Love himseif ict us dave mar- 


| riage, and those wo do not love each otner 
well enough to enter into legal bonds for the 
welfare of children, of society, and of them- 
selves do not love each other sufficiently to 
justify a umon on the Socialistic scheme of a 
“contract of a purely private nature.“ 

The more we consider this proposal of a pri- 
vate contract the leas teuable it appears. Take 
our best men and women, how many of them 
marry their first loves When we are 16 wo 
think we love, and whatever interferes with 
the smooth ru of that stream renders 
life worthless. At 20, if we are still unmar- 
ried, we love again, and from the hight of 20 
years we look back upon our of 6 
with a smile and say. That was a mere girlisn 
fancy; this is love. So years and experience 
add power, and a widow who had known an 
exceptionally hapoy wedded te of twenty 
years declared toa friend when she married 
the second time that she had supposed she 
loved ber first husband with her whole heart, 
but “it was an immature and feeble love com- 
pared to that of the full maturity of her wom- 
anhood.”’ 

Humanity bes not yet attained the strength 
for lawless conditions of lite. It needs pro- 
tection from its own weaknesses. Dr. Aveling 
seems the 


ty — an unwarranted conclusion, and 
a conciusion opposed to experience; but sci 
ence ana morality bave not been the products 
of the leisure class in England, or of the com- 
fortable classes who work a few hours each 
day. So we think he is wrong in ciaiming for 
Socialism what Christians claim for regenera- 
tion. But from what widely differing princi- 
ples! Sociaiism based on economics; Chris- 
tianity on the elimination of sin. 

When the Puritans sailed for America hbus- 
band ana wife, father and daughter, stood 
hand in band, shoulder to shoulder, ane faced 
with steady esc and determined resolution the 
dangers and hardships which awaited them. 
They were to share, and share alike, the pieas- 
ures and perils of the new life. And it was a 
new life, based on freedom and equality. 
These governing principles have remained 
with us. Today, as yesterday, girls reared m 
luxurv leave their comfortabie homes and fol- 
low their husbands to a life of toil and priva- 
tion—not, it is true, in the name of freedom 
and religion, but in answer to the no less 
potent call of love. This is exceptional. There 
is no other country where love is the basis of 
life as itis in America. Whata foundation— 
freedom, equality, love! 

Dr. Aveling does not understand this, and 
his nature recoils from the ** barter-marriages” 
of Europe. He is a monogamist; he says ** the 
highest ideal seems to be the complete, harmo- 
nious, lasting blendmmg of two human ves. 
But, ne adds, “whether we are right or not 
in regarding monogamy as the best form of 
society, we may be sure that the best form 
will de chosen... Whatever the ma- 
tured and deliberate opinion of the community 
finds best will be carried out fairiy and 
openly.” F 

This possibility is appalling. Let us trust to 
labor unions, to anti-monopoly organizations, 
to legisiation, education, and Christianity to 
effect the needful reforms, and keep our Gov- , 
ernment free and sacred and protect our 
homes from the horrors of the dissolution of 
society.

As we have been connected 
directly with this business durmg the last 
twenty years and are mentioned as interested, 
now we will simply state our wheat sales for 
May are, as usual, against wheat now in store 
at elevators and warehouses. This is the best 
disposition tor the same at a profit of 6 to 
8 cents per bushel on the May deliveries. The 
wheat crop of Minnesota and Dekota is ex- 
ceeding largely, the estimates and some of the 
surplus must be disposed of to other markets, 
and we are much pleased in assist to do 
this, as we require some new rather than 
this two and four year old stock continually. 
Considerable is said regarding bulig last year 
as 10 cents higher and bears this. As we have 
this year a moderate winter wheat crop against 
a generally estimated famine last year, a 
sensible business-man will be excused for pro- 
tecting bis surplus stock rather than again 
shouldering the load forced upon him. Many 
here and eleewhere in the went trade cauuot 
realize that wheat, like most articles of pro- 
duction, has scaled down in general price also,. 
as our last two crops have not gone into leyit- 
imate consumption trade to exceed 75 cents 
per busbel here. They should consider us 
standard value under ordinary condiadns 
rather than the old idea of 31.“ by y Rage

Wages Here and Abroad, 

CuHIcaGo, Nov. 19.—[{Editor of The Tribune. 
—Information of the fullest charaeter regard- 
ing wages bere and their comparison with those 
paid in other countries is especially welcome 
at all times, and peculiarly so at tne present 
moment. Beleving that your desire to fur- 
nish light on the matter prompted the publica- 
tion of the scale of wages in Tuesday’s paper, 
and that your editorial in today’s issue was 
given out with the same object, perbaps you 
will pardon a mechanic attempting to make 
some corrections In both. In the first place, 
the average wares paid various occupations in 
Continental countries is compared with the 
highest wages paid in the United States. Surely 
this is not fair comparison or argument. 
To make comparison just and equal, 
an average should be made of the wages paid 
mechanics in the United States in any ocoupa- 
tion you desire to cite as an illustretion. For 
instance, printers are said to receive $7.17 in 
England as compared with $18 in Chicago. 
Compare London with Chicago (the two places 
in each country where the highest rate of 
weekiy wages prevails), and the facts are that 
the London printer receives $9 per week for 
fifty-four bours, while his Chicago feliow- 
worker receives $18 for fitty-nine bours. And 
it must not be forgotten, either, that as a mat- 
ter of fact the printer in Chicago is expected 
to do—and does—accomplish just twice aa 
much work, whether by piece or time, 
as the London printer. Twelve years 
of experience in each the cities 
named gives the writer knowledge of what ne 
states. Aud the printer in Loudon will aver 
age steady work the year round agaipst an 
average of nine months per year in Ubicago. 
If you compare the items of rent, fuel, cloth- 
ing, and food in the two cities, also the cost of 
transportation daily to ana from work, you 
will find that the margin in favor of the Cuica- 
go printer will be reduced very considerably. 
Details could be given in support of this latter 
claim, but neither my time nor your space will 
permit. Trro. 

(The price of newspaper composition in 
London does not exceed a hill per 1,000 
ems, us the writer of this ascertained when in 
that city quite recently. Food in London is 
dearer than in Chicago, as every American 
knows who bas been there and taken the trou- 
bie to inguire. Rent and clothing are cheaper 
in London than in Chicago, but fuel is not. 
Bituminous coal bas sold in this marketas low - 
as in London for a dozen years past, and, in 
fact, lower. The observation of all intelhgent 
travelers in Europe bears out the accuracy of 
the American Consular reports that wages in 
this country are twice to thrice as bigh as in 
that quarter of the world.—Ep.

LITERATURE AND ART.

Discovery of Early Pictures and Documents 
Relating to the American Colonies. 

Lonvon, Nov. 20.—(Copyright, 1886, by James 
Gordon Bennett.—Thoroid Rogers has found in 
the Bodleian L.brary anumber of early pictures 
and other documents connected witb the Amer 
ican colonies. They were first collected oy 
Hammond, a member of Parilament, in the 
reign of Queen Anne, and they shed some new 
light on early colonial bistory. The same papers 
contain a curious lampoon on Queen Anne. 

Lord Colin Campbeil’s Ulness bas decided 
him not to delay the divorce proceeaings. The 
court, in response to the demand of two of the 
detendants, will bear the case in public. The 
Attorney-General, Sir Richard Webster, bas re- 
turned the brief which he held as counse! for 
the Duke of Marlborough, one of the co-re- 
spondents, not on account of the merits of the 
case, but because itis probable that the ulti- 
mate proceedings will involve him in his official 
capacity.

The author 
is said to be Dr. K. Lewenfeidt, editor of Nord 
und Sud.

MISCELLANEOUS. 


Queenstown SBoycotted as a Mall Port— 
Adopting a New Service. 

Lonpon, Nov. 20.— |Copyright, 1886, by 
James Gordon Bennett.}—Postmaster Pear- 
son's management of the European mails has 
finally shamed the English authorities into an 
earnest attempt to establish the same system 
here. Unfortunateiy they have gone so blun- 
deringly about it that they have lost the serv- 
ioes of the Cunard Line, which was the only 
one of the Liverpool lines that it was desirable 
to keep in its entirety. As might be expected, 
Ireland is in a great state of mind at the pros- 
pect of losing the use of Queenstown as a mail 
port. The first result of the present 


deadlock is the boycotting of Queenstown 


by the Cunard and White Star Lines. Of 
course there is a great ory against giving the 
foreign Lloyds the patronage to the injury of 
the British lines, which may affect the Gov- 
ernment. An intelligent thing will be an 
elastic service giving the maiis, as Mr. Pearson 
does, to the fastest boat day by day, which 
would about equaily divide the service between 
Soutbampton and Liverpool, as there is a pros- 
pect that there will be two fast weekly mals 
irom Southampton and one slow one from 
Liverpool until the Inman Line gets jis new 
racers, just ordered, launcbed. 

The postal arrangements made by the Gov- 
ernment, bowever, with the Inman, Guion, 
and North German Lioyd Steamsbip Lines for 
the trausportation of the American mails are 
simply experimental and made for a period of 
three months only. 

It was proposed to call the Liberal Associa- 
tion, which bas been organized as a rival to 
the Primrose League, the AxjLeague, but Mr.

THREATENING MICHAEL DAVITT. 


His Friends Believe that There Is a Con- 
spiracy to Murder Him, 

Detroit, Mich., Nov. 20.—A rumor is in 
circulation that some of Michael Davitt's 
friends believe there is a conspiracy on foot to 
murder bim because of bis opposition to the 
extreme measures proposed by the O Donovan- 
Rossa Irish taction.

McDonald of London, Ont.—Suspicions 
Entertained by the Detroit Authorities 
that He Was Assaulted in Their City and 
Put Upon the Cars to Die—Singular Ac- 
tions of the Carriage-Driver Who Was 
Seen in the Victim’s Company. 

Detroit, Mich., Nov. 20.—[Special.}—E. M. 
or BE. H. F. McDonald, whose body was taken 
from a Baltimore & Ohio train in Chicago last 
Thursday morning, was probably drugged and 
robbed in this city Wednesday, and was put 
on board the train at the Wabash stauon here 
Wednesday night. Depotmaster Lohman first 
beard of McDonald's death today. He says, that 
ten minutes before the train ju question start- 
ed a closed back was driven rapidly up to 


tne platform of the station and the 
driver tossed two valises to the 
sleeping-car porter, and then halt 


carried out a man who Lohman says was Mo- 
Donnell. The depotmaster thought it strange 
that the hack was driven down to me platform 
instead of stopping at tne station. The lamps 
on the back were not lighted. The porter 
asked if the passenger wanted a berth in the 
sieeping-car, and was grufily ordered by the 
backman to take the valises into the smoking- 
car. Lobman also thought it odd that a man 
would pay for a carriage to come to che train 


and not take a sieeping-car. The horses 
bnobhed to the hack looked as though 
they had been driven far and 
hard. B. W. Chapman of No 441 


Lafayette street, Detroit, was the conductor 
of the train, and when be passed through tak- 
ing up fares the strange passenger banded 
bim a ticket to Chicago. When Conductor 
Chapman went through again the stranger ap- 
peared to be in a deep sleep. No attention was 
paid to the sleeping man until Auburn Junc- 
won was reached. 


here it was the man began to attract atten- 
tion. He had become awakened in the smok- 
ing-car and was tesring his ciothes off. Soon 
the Baltimore & Onio train came along. 
and, coupling on the Chicago section of 
the Wabash train, proceeded on its wary. 
When the conductor made his round again for 
tickets the man in the smoking-car acted as 
though be was in pain. Near Garrett one of 
the brakemen noticing bis agony asked him if 
he wanted anything. ‘**No,”’ was the reply. 
Don't you want some water,“ was asked by 
the brakeman. ‘* Don’t mention water to me.“ 
said the sick man, and the brakeman left him. 
These were the last words he spoke, and at 
Albion, about 8 o'clock a. m., the man was 
found to de dead. He had only 
$1.67 on his person. His right arm was 
broken in two places, end when be got aboard 
the cars bis clothes were covered with fresh 
mud. The train hands thought he was intox- 
icated, and commented on the total absence of 
allsmell of liquor ou him. The police bere are 
tracing the backman, and believe that McDon- 
ald fell a victim to thieves, and, after being 
drugged and robbed, he was disposed of in the 
fashion noted. 


On the way to Chicago and before the 
man died, he was taken into the sleeper where 
be expired. The body was taken out of the 
sieeper when the Baltimore & Onlo train 
reached Chicago, Thursday morning, and sent 
to the morgue. The inquest was held Friday 
morning dy Deputy-Coroner McSwain. The 
evidence of the porter on the sieeping-car was 
taken, and the story he told was substan- 
tially the same as given in the above dispatch. 
From letters found in tne two satchels, which 
formed the whole amount of the baggage of 
the dead man, it was ascertained that his 
name was R. H. F. McDonald. A post-mortem 
examination was beid on the body at 
the morgue previous to the inquest. 
It was then discovered that McDonala’s right 
sboulder and arm were badly fractured. The 
brain, lungs, ana other vital organs were care- 
fully examined, but nothing found wrong, 
witn the exception of the broken sboulder, which 
the surgeon pronounced not serious enough 
to have caused McDonald’s death. There was 
no internal hemorrhage resulting from the 
fracture. The cause of death not being ap- 
parent, the inquest was adjourned to the morn- 
ing of Nov. 30 to await further developments. 

A dispateh was received by Coroner Hertz 
Friday night from London, Ont., reading as 
Toilows: 

See Robert Bullen, No. 186 Clark street, about 
the death of E. H. F. McDonald. I have written 
Bullen the particulars tonight. 

ROBERT WALLACE. 

Bullen is a pawnbroker at the above address. 
The Coroner sent one of his deputies to inter- 
view bim yesterday morning. Said Deputy- 
Coroner Philip hnopf to a TRIBUNE reporter 
last night: Bullen was very reticent when 
interviewed this morning. He sad that he 
had known McDonald in a business way 
some time ago, when he and Bullen were in 
the insurance business. This man Wallace, he 
said, wag a brother-in-law of McDonald. He bad 
just received a telegram from Wallace to have 
the body shipped to London, Ont., for inter 
ment. In speaking of Mebonald's insurance 
business, Bullen said that he carried an insur- 
ance ot $50,000 upon his life.” 

Bullen was given an order for the body yes- 
terday evening, and it was taken trom the 
morgue last night and shipped to Robert Wal- 
lace, London, Ont. Mr. Kuopf says that 
it was the opinion of the pbhysician 
who made the post-mortem examination 
that the cause of McDonald's death cou.d 
probably be ascertained by making a chemical 
analysis of the stomach. Said Mr. Knopf: 
“This would cost about $600. If we should 
order the analysis to be made the county 
would not pay the bill. The county has no 
chemist regularly employed to make such ex- 
aminations. It bas to be done free or at pr. 
vate expense. I tnink that no analysis of the 
stomach will be made in this case, but the 
stomach has been retained to be used in case 
of an opportunity for such an analysis.“ 

Mr. Knopf said that it seemed very peculiar 
to bim how Wallace. the brother-in-law of the 
dead man, sbouid have been informed of Me- 
Donald's death the day after it occurred and 
before any publicity bad been given to it. 


AN EMBARRASSING SEIZURE. 


Pictures and Bronzes Consigned to John 1. 
Lester Incorrectly Involced. 

Over $15,000 worth of pictures and bronzes 
lately imported from France by John T. Les- 
ter was seized by Customs Inspector James 
McHale yesterday. The seizure was on ac- 
count of the discovery that the goods had been 
invoiced to the custom-house by the Consul 
in Paris at $7,422, while the private invoice 
found in the hands of a member of Mr. Les- 
ter’s bousehola placed the vaiue at more than 
$15,000, making adifference of over $2000 in the 
amount of duties to be paid. It is understood 
that Mr. Lester purchased the pictures and 
bronzes during a recent visit to France. They 
arrived here Nov. 17 and were allowed to be 
taken directly to Mr. Lester's home at No. 122 
Pine street. This privilerwe was granted the 
impoi ter to save the trouble of repacking the 
goods after examination at the Appraiser’s 
store, and also to avoid the danger of damag- 
ing them. An officer was sent to the house to 
examine the importation. He took witht bim 
the certified invoice forwarded to the Collector 
by the Consul at Paris, which,.sbowed the 
goods to be worth $7,422, upon which $2,458 
duty was to be paid. When me examiner ar- 
rived at the house be found a young gentie- 
man making an examination from a pri- 


vate invoice. The examiner asked to 
sce the private invoice, which 
showed the goods to be worth more 


than $15,000, upon which a duty of about $5,000 
would be due. He reported the facts to Chief 
Inspector Crowley, who seut Inspector Mo- 
Hale to seize the goods, which was done, and 
they will be held until steps are taken to give 
the Government all that is due. The case was 
put into the hands of United States District 
Attorney Ewing, who will take steps to prose- 
cute it in the courts if necessary. Mr. Sher- 
man will represent Lester.

In ne the hazards they 
encountered they, of course, relied upon the good 
faith of the Confederates with whom they held 
intercourse, and I do not think there is any 
higher obligation upon our people than to shield 
those gallant sympathizers as best they may from 
harm. As for myseif and those ho coéperated 
with me, I have no wish to avoid Hisolosufes. We 
had learned that our men in rthern prisons 
were suffering inhuman treatment and often- 
times doomed to death in cold blood. Our et- 
forts to liberate them was a duty to neglect 
which would have been a shame. While they 
were there we may claim no credit for our con- 
ductin that connection, we certainly have no 
motive for wishing to conceal it, and the only re- 
gret therewith as the sacrifice of brave men en- 
K in the attempt and the want of success 
which attend their efforts. Without knowing the 
scope of the pro d publicatiog I can only say 
that I trust it will not lead to revelations against 
our Northwestern friends who magnanimously 
Caine to our aid in our hour of seed. and as for 
the rest I can have no wish to suppress the nar- 
ration of rr deeds done by the Confederates 
for the relief of their imprisoneq comrades, and 
hope there is nothing to be told of them which 
they are not willing to avow. Ever faithfully

Mr. Telio’s letter closes as follows: | 
It is perhaps proper to add thatthe writer did 
some duty as a Confederate in Canada; that per- 
sonally he has no Confederate reeord that he is 
in the least ashamed of or that requires the 
slightest apology. His line of contention is one 
competent to any Confederate’ to make, and 
finds its highest expression in the letter of Mr.

The boy ran for bis mother, telling 
ber that tne baby was burping up. due 
rushed into the house, but was too late to save 


the life of her child.

A Fatal Blaze in Allegheny City, 

PiTTsSBURG, Pa., Nov. 20.—A disastrous fire 
occurred in Allegheny City near Herr’s ISI 
and this afternoon in which one fireman was 
killed, four others injured, three ice-bouses, 
two stables, and seven wellings destroy ed, and 
as many families rendered homeless. The 
flames broke out in one of Omslaer's ice-houses 
about one 1 o'clock and was started by some 
boys who started a fire in one corher of the 
building to roast potatoes. The structure and 
all the surrounding buildiags were frame, and 
before the fire department reached the scene 
the two adjoining ice-houses were burning. 


The wind’ was high, water was 
scarce, and the i fire spread rapid- 
ly. In leas than balf an bour 


the flames gad communicated to dweilings on 
each side of the ice-houses, and it looked for 
a time as if several blocks would have to go. 
The firemen worked hard, however, and finally 
after four hours bard fighting conquered. in 
doing so, however, John Coward, of the Grant 
engine company, lost his life, and John Metz, 
John Rahl, August Nuity, and Jono Ficht were 
injured. Coward was struck on the head by 
falling bricks from a chimney and instantiy 
killed. Metz was working by his side and was 
also hurt, but escaped with paintul bruises. 
The Others were burned by flying sparks, but 
not seriousiy burt. The total loss was about 
$30,000; insurance about $15,000. The inmates 
of the dwellings lost all their household goods 
and barely escaped with their lives,

Monday evening.“ the articie says, “in the 
halion Ciybourn avenue a meeting of the 
North Side ‘group’ of the International Work- 
ing-People’s Association was held, at which 
some of the old plans were again discussed. 
Some of the persons present thought that some 
stormy night, with a few pounds of dynamite, 
the water-tower could be biown up and fires 
Started at some dozen different places. The 
Water-Works destroyod the Fire Department 
could have no water; half the city would go 
up in a blaze, and in the confusion thus caused 
the reorganized groups and companies of 
the Lehr und Webr Verein could easily capt- 
ure the city. These plans read like a fairy 
tale, but they are nothing new.” 

In the concluding paragraphs the paper de- 
mands that Mayor Harrison, on whose con- 
science already rests the responsibility for 
seven murdered policemen, should cease cater- 
ing to the scoundreis, suppress unlawful asso- 
ciations like the Lehr und Wenr Verein, and 
watch the meetings of the Anarchists. The

EFFORTS IN BEHALF OF THE REDS. 


What Mr. Swett Proposes to Do—The De- 
fense Fund. 

While Mr. Leonard Swett acknowledges hav- 
ing accepted a retainer in the Anarchists’ case, 
De said last night that he had agreed to ex- 
amine the record, and if there was a law ques- 
tion in the case to aid in prosecuting it to the 
Supreme Court. He bas been at work upon 
the record for the last week, but late yester- 
day afternoon claimed that be had not reached 


a conclusion. Sbould he decide that 
there is a legal question in the 
record he will join the other 


attorneys in an application early next week 
for a supersedeas to some one of the Justices, 
but which one none of the attorneys will say. 

Mr. Swett has been paid $500 as a retainer. 
Capt. Black, Salomon, and Zeisler heve re- 
ceived $3,500. The bill of exceptions cost a 
together $2,478. 

According to the report made by Dr. 
Schmidt, the custodian of the fund raised for 
the defense of the Anarchists, which report 
was published in the Arbetter-Zeitung of Fri- 
day, there bad been collected up to Aug. 30 
$5,570. Since that time enougb has come in to 
raise the total receipts to $15,472. The ex- 
penses have aggregaied $11,400, leaving on 
hand $4,072, which will de used for the er- 
penses of the appeal. Since the Ist of Sep- 
tember Messrs. Biack, Salomon, and Zeisier 
have been paid $3,500. Mr. Swett was paid 
$500 on the 8th of November. The Clerk of 
the Criminal Court was paid for 
the record $1,475. Printing and sbortband 
work cost $1,600. There had been dispersed 
prior to Sept. 1 $3,826. The money was mainly 
collected in Chicago, thougn scattering sub- 
scriptions have come from all quarters. The 
picnic at Sheffield brought in $1,000. Theodore 
Fricke, who had charge of the Chicago sub- 
scription list, turned in about $3,000. Joseph 
Gruenbut and others handed over $25. The 
Centra! Labor Union of this city and the Car 
penters’ and Joiners’ Union made small con- 
tributions. The business of soliciting in New 
York was apparently in the hands of Justus 
Schwab, through whom several hundred dollars 
were sent on. There were also other small re- 
ceipts from parties in Cleveland, New Orleans, 
Indianapolis, Philadelphia, San Francisco, Co- 
jumbus, Louisville, and a number of small 
towns in the Northwest and in Indiana. .

The same tactics were employed 
that night as were employed at the Richmond 
convention, and the scheme to place the 
Knigbts or Labor in the posiuon of an Anarch- 
istic organization was equally successful. I 
have no doubt that a sentiment different from 
that of those resolutions will be expressed 
when the local assemblies begin to be beard

George W. Childs’ Refusal to Run—The 
Steamer Teutonia’s Tempestuous Voyage. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 20.—(Special. |—

known his determination not to accept a nomi- 

nation for Mayor of Philadeipbia. Now in his 
own journal of this date there is an editorial 
card, evidently from the pen of Mr. Childs 
himself, to the same effect and in language 
which cannot be misunderstood.

CORRIGAN AND GEORGE’S THEORIES. 


The Archbishop Upholds the Right of Man 
to Own the Soil. 

New Tonk. Nov. 20.— Archbishop Corrigan, 
in his pastoral letter to be read in all the 
eburches in this diocese tomorrow, bas this to 
gay in regard to Henry George’s land theories: 


Undoubtedly God made the earth for the use of 
all mankind: but whether the possession tnere- 
of was to be in common, or by individual owner- 
ship, was left for reason to determine. Such 
determination, judging from the facts of historv, 
the sanction of law from the teachings of the 
wisest, and the actions of the best and bravest of 
mankind. has been, and is, that man can, by 
lawful acts, become possessed of the right of 
ownership in property, and not merely in its use. 
The reason is because a man is strictly entitled 
to that of which he is the producing cause, to the 
improvement he brings about in it, and the en- 
joyment of both. But it is clear that 
in a farm, for instance, which one has by pa- 
tient toil improved in value; in a block of marble 
out of which one has —— 11 —— ee 

e cannot fully enjoy the improvement he has 
— unless be es also the right to own the 
object thus improved. He has @ strict right 
and evil are the laws and systems which ignore 
it—either to ownership and enjoyment or to 
a full compensation for the improvement 
which is his. To strive to base an argument 
against ownership in land by reasoning on the 
universal distribution of air and light is only a 
freak of the imagination. Who would burrow 
the earth to draw forth its buried treasures if 
the very mine he was working were at the 
mercy of the passer-by whom its riches might 
attract. Who would watch with eagerness the 
season when to sow and to reap, and to gather 
the harvest which is the very fruit of his labors, 
if he is told that those who stand by the wayside 
idle are equally entitled toits enjoyment? 4, 
indeed, in many painful instances the rights of 
the toiler are trampled upon and 
the fruits of his labor snatched from 
his grasp. ‘True, this is done too frequently with 
the concurrence, or at least the connivance, of 
the law. This is the evil that needs redress, but 
such redress can never be brought about by deny- 
ing a fundamental right or by perpetuating a 
radical wrong. 


What an Ostrich Egg Can Do.

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Those of the French Capital Suffering from 
the Ills of Poverty, Caused by Small 
Wages and a Lack of Employment—Bad 
Habits Which They Have Formed When 
Idie—A Similar Story Related by the 
Englishmen—The Poorhouse Their Kef- 
uge. | 

Paris, Nov. 20.—(Copyright, 1886, James 
Gordon Bennett.|—For the last week I have 
been living with the bricklayers and working 
masses of Paris—been with them at their work, 
at their lodgings, and eaten with them, drank 
with them, and attended their meetings, being 
obliged for this purpose to wear a biouse and 
become to all outward appearance a workman 
out of work. The Parisian masons look like 
walking meal-bags in their white cotton 
blouses and trousers. They are so saturated 
with the dust of the limestone with which they 
work that white clouds emanate from them 


in suffocating fumes at the  siightest 
provocancn. In Paris hardly any 
houses are built of bricks and the 


total number of bricxlayers is less than 400; 
but the class that corresponds with the brick- 
layers ot New York and London are the ma- 
sons, and to them I bave devoted my re- 
searches. There are in round numbers today 
in Paris 40,000 working masons. Of these at 
least 15,000 come from Limoges and the prov- 
ince of Haute Vienne, and 8,000 are Italians, 
mostiy from Piedmont. Among the Parisian 
working masons I have met many half-educa- 
ted, bigbly intelligent men, such as MM. 
Bouvet, Caucaion, Roob, Chancelet, Sautreau, 
Port-Hault, Obey, and Bianchet. They live in 


clean, comfortable lodgings near the Hotel de 
Ville. They are ideal Parisian artisans. But 
the majority of the masons are far below 


all other workmen Paris in intelligence. 
industry, and morality. Thespolice] statistics 
show that of every 5,000 arrests m in Paris 


on an average 1,500 are masons. The follow- 
ing interview with M. Boutet, who lives at No. 
13 Rue Ubligado, gives the best insight into 
the life and social condition of the masons that 
can possibly be obtained. M. Boutet's facts 
and figures I bave verified by interviews with 
upwards of thirty masons and members of the 
Municipal Council of Paris, including Citoyen 
Joffrin and Dr. Brouase, and also by researches 
at the mason’s syndicate of Paris. M. Boutet 
is a slightly built, lithe, byt muscular man 
about 32 yeursof age, with a bright, fresh 
countenance and intelligent dark eyes. He 
was recently elected by the working masons a 
member of the mason syudicate. He enjoys 
great influence with his colleagues. 

“What is a mason’s pay for a day's work?” 
I asked. 

M. Boutet—The average is 8f. for the very 
best workmen and St. for assistants and green 
bands. But as the length of a day's work 
often varies the pay is usually based on so 
much per hour. The average work day is ten 
bours in summerand sine hours in winter, 
but some bosses may make men work twelve 
hours aday. The pay per hour for the best 
workmen is from 60 to 75 centimes: for raw 
bands and assistants, 40 to 45 ceotimes usu- 
ally. The Italians are willmg to work tweive 
hours a day. Masons get up at4 o'clock in 
summer and at 5:30 in winter. They usually 
go to bed about 9 or 10. 

Correspondent—How often does pay-day 
come? 

M. Boutet—The first Saturday of each month 
for the best workmen, but small sums sre 
given on account every Wednesday and Sat- 
urday. The niasons” assistants — gargonu 
macgons—are always paid every day. 

Correspondent—W bat is about the average 
number of days’ work in the year? 

M. Boutet—There is no work for masons 
during the three winter months. The most in- 
dustrious workmen cannot get more than 250 
days’ work in the year. At present there is a 
eevere crisis, and over one-third of the masons 
of Paris are without any work at all. 

Correspondent—What aid or codperative 
societies are there among masons? 

M. Boutet—There is thé Union Syndicate, 
directed by working masoua, who are elected 
by their fellow workmen. The Union Syndi- 
cate is a sort of mason’s parilament, where ali 
complaints are verified, all proposals consid- 
ered and discussed, and by which salaries are 


where, 

short, everything touching welfare is 
studied and discussed. There is also a wasons’ 
savings-bank, which also insures masons 
against accidents. This is supported by the 
retenuon of one sou a day from all masons in 
active work. This institution provides halt 
pay for six months to masons out of work and 
pays to a mason who loses a leg or an arm a 
round sum of 600 france and pays 1,000 francs 
to the widow or heirs in cage of a fatal acct 
dent bappening in the performance of daily 
work. There is also an institution for mutual 
aid known as the Union des Magons, but un- 
fortunately wore bosses than workmen beiong 
to this and it is a failure as far as any «ood to 
the workmen is converred. 

Correspondent—How much can an industri- 
ous, skilled mason manage to put aside from 
bis earnings? 

M. Boutet—A mason not encumbered wita 
wife or, family, with the strictest economy, 
can put aside 80 francs per month. But about 
half che masons have wives, and sometimes they 
spermit tnomselves the luxury of one or even 
two children. In such cases not only are there 
no savings, but it is barely possivie to make 
both ends moet. Take, for instance, a first- 
class mason, with a wife and child, he can- 
not live on less than six francs a day; 
that is to say, 2,190 francs for 365 days. But, 
striking out the winter and the hboiidays, he 
cannot work over 250 days, which at eight 
france per day, would be 2,000 francs. Thus, 
under the most favorabie condiuons, the bud- 
get of bis household balances with a deficit 
of 190 franca. 

Correspondent—When there are any savings 
what do they do witb them? 

M. Boutet—Send them to their families or 
put them in the Caisse Pergne. 

Correpondent—In what part of Paris do the 
masons generally live? * 

M. Boutet— In the Fourth, Fifth, and Seven- 
teenth Arrondissements that is to say. in the 
heart ot the city, near the Hotel de Ville, and 
at Batignolles, to the north of the Pare Mon- 
geau, where so much building has been going 
on during the last ten years, They usuaily 
live in unfurnished lodging-houses, composed 
of a single room, in which the mason, bis wife, 
and children, and often other relatives, all 
sleep together, pell-meil. The rentof such a 
room is from 180 to 200 francs per year. The 
furniture consists of one or two beds, a tab‘e, 
and a few chairs. The unmarried masons, or 
those whose families live in the country. live 
in Garnis—furnishea lodging-houses where 
they got a bowl of soup in the morning. They 
sleep two in a bed, and often there are five or 
six beds in the same room; for the bed and 
soup they pay nine francs per month. They 
buy their own bread and salad, for which they 
pay two sousa day. They eat dinner at noon 
at some m de vin near the building 
upon which they bappen to be working. They 
eat boiled beef and vegetables with pienty of 
garlic and a pint of sour red wine. This dinner 
costs about one franc and a halt. 

Correspondent—How do the wives of ma<« 
sons live? 

M. Boutet—They work also, at whatever 
trade they have learned, except where there 
are many children, in which case they cook 
and take care of the household. Many of 
them sew the leather bands that go inside of 
hats; others make bags for lime or potatoes; 
and the most industrious of the wives carn 10 
or 20 sous a day. 

Corresponaeot—Are strikes frequent? 

M. Boutet—No, principally because we have 
workmen of so many different nation

A email minority amuse themselves with pol- 
itics and Socialism. 

Correspondent—W hat is their religion? 

M. Boutet—A few are Catholics, but the 
most of them have no religion. 

A page of the Herald would be too small to 
contain even a summarized descripuon of the 
masons’ that I visited during the last 
week in the Bue de 1 Hotel de Ville, Rue 
Figuier, Impasse Guepine, Rue Prevot, Rue de 
Fourcy, Rue Charlemagne, Rue de Jong and 
Batignolies. I will merely give a description 
of the lodging No. 23 Rue Figuier, near the 
Hotel de Ville. 

it was 8 o'clock in the evening. In the front 
room a great, fat woman, with ophthalmio 
- eyes, was dealing out wine, brandy, and ver- 
meuth to a very thirsty and very noisy crowd 
of masons returned from work and just paid off. 
Every drink cost three sous. Passing 
through this room I entered a badly-lighted 
back room with a stone floor, and wooden ta- 
’ Dies, and rickety chairs filled with masons 
eating remuants of a pot au feu, cabbages, 

onions, gar'ic, also salad and cheese, 
and drinking pints of red wine, After eating 
they pulled a bundle of tobacco out 
of their pockets to roil cigarets, I offered 
some of them a bandful of some very fine 
Russian cigarets that a friend bad just sent 
me from St. Petersburg. They smoked them, 
but sbook their heads and said hey ked their 
ound beiter. I then went up a break-nec 
staircase—the bouse was at least 300 years old 
—and looked at the bed-rooms. The first 
one Llentered was about four paces square, 
with a stone floor, and was cight 
feet high. There were plenty of cockroacbes 
in the corner, and there was scarcely space to 
waik about, as the room contained five iron 
beds, almost touching each other. My com- 
panion, whose name was Poriere, a young 
argon mason, said: That's my bed. 
haif of it nearest the wall is my part. The tall 
man with the beard bas the other half.“ 

l asked: Are ali the beds occupied?” 

He replied: ** Yes; two sleep in each bed.“ 

Tue beds had straw mattresses, brown woo!- 
en biankets, and straw pillows. There were 
shelves all round the walls for tools and clothes. 
In a corner was one small table, and on it a 
basin about the size ot a larse finger-bowl, a 
pitcher of water, and some pieces of yellow 
soap, each about the size of a whist-counter. 
A dirty towel bung beside it, and a 

of brokea looking-glass was nailed to 

wall. These must serve for the morning 
wash of ten men. Oh the table also stood an 
empty brandy bottle, with balf of a tallow 
candle stuck in the neck. The only means for 
ventilation was one small window opening on 
the aliey-way, reeking in indescribable filth. 
I entered another small room, which served as 
lodgings for a mason, his wife, and four cbil- 
dren, aged 16, 15, 12, and 8. the two younger 
being girls. This room bad only three beds. 

Returning to che eating-room 1 found the 
men sucking away at cherries soaked in brandy 
and smoking cigarets, Three or tour were 
piaying domnoes, and one old man in the cor- 
ner was the Petit Journal. I treated 

companion, Poitier, toa glass of cognac. 
it tasted like alcohol and water, with a siight 
tinge of tobacco-juice to give it the right color. 
Ilasked a good-natured iookimg mason, in a 
white blouse and red Turkish fez, ** How do 
you get on wits the bosses?” 

He shrugged his shoulders, gave a huge puff 
of tobacco-smoke, and said: ‘They are aii 
cowardly scoundrels. They steal right and 
left. They are a raceof devourers of the 
world: they are debauched race dez wangeurs 
de la monde tous monsters: they are canaille.“ 

On my way bomel met in the Rue Charie- 
mague a gang of Italban masons. Bear in 
mind that the Italian workmen are almost as 
much hated by the Parisian workmen as the 
Chinese are in Calitornia for the same reason 
—they live cheaper, work twelve or any num- 
ber of hours a day, and make comypetition 
ruinous, and when they get about 250 francs 
they go bowe again. This gang of Italians 
were balfdrunk and very boisterous. They 
were shouting and singing Italian songs, ove 
of which began Santa Maria, Santa Maria. 

lasked a voung Parisian mason who was 
leaning against a lamp-post laughing at them, 
* What are these Italians goms to do!“ 

He repiied: “Tey go about singing and 
bowling, all night. They eat an olive and a 
piege of macaroni and take the bread right 
gut of our mouibs. It we iuterfere with them 
on vous surine—stab you in the stomach with 
knives.”’ 

I did aot question the Italians, but pursued

IN LONDON. 


The Story of Small Wages and but Little 
‘Work. 

London, Nov. 20.— Copy riaht. 1886, James 
Gordon Bennett.}—The journeymen bricklay- 
ers of London complain bitterly about their 
position and prospects. The trade is stagnant, 
and for what work there is crowds of country 
mecbanics, driven by poverty trom the prov- 
inces, compete desperately with the city work- 
men. London is already overbuils, so that 
speculative building bas almost ceas@i. The 
rather unusuai number of large bulidings now 
going up might serve to support in some com- 
fort the regular city supply of bricklayers, but 
until a revival of the building trade in the 
provinces draws back into the country the 
brickliayers who bave come to seek 
their fortunes in London both work- 
meu and masters agree that there is 


little dope of bettermg the precarious 
couditios ef the eie tradesmen. The trouble 
is not so much bad pay or long bours, but 
rather lack of employment. All the London 
bricklayers are paid by the hour. The general 
rate is 9 pence (about 18 cents) an hour. 
la some cases the rate is cut to 7% or 8 pence, 
but this is only by the small builders. The 
working bours are, by the trade ruie, fifty-two 


and a half a week in summer and forty-seven . 


in winter; meny builders, however, work their 
men from fifty-five to sixty hours a week. 
Brickiayers fully employed work, therefore, 
nine and a halt to ten and a half hours a day 
for $10 to II a week, with a half holiday 
Saturday. i can best give an idea of the social 
condition of London bricklayers by describing 
the homes and nes ot tbreo families from 
among many 1 visited ana talked with during 
the last week. 
S. B. of Tower street, Lambeth district, is an 
exceliext workman, wita considerabie eauca- 
who bas been more than usually suc- 
cessful in obtaining work. He has no children 
at nome to support and educate, and his wife 
is @ nest aud energetic woman. Tower street, 
by the way, is one of the many similar sub- 
urban streets which compose ine residential 
Quarters of the mechanic classes. It is lined 
with iow, three-story brick houses., two rooms 
deep, The street is muddy, narrow, and 
crowded with ragged children. lo each house 
vetwo to our families. In the third story 
of ove of these houses 1 found Mrs. B. await- 
' fag ber husband's return frum work. They 
eat, and sleep in a single, very mod- 
room; nevertheless, all was peat 
cozy. A bright fire burned in a small. 
over which all the family cookmeg 
A Small, round table, covered with 
stood near the fire, and photographs 
and cheap pictures were on the walls; 
two cupboards held clothes and dishes. and

returned. A tail, strong man. past middie age, 
sufficientiy educated to be the Secretary aud 

of the local branch of the Brick- 
layers’ Union. A bucket of water in the hail 
served asaiavatory to aid dim to get off the 
Just of bis day's work.

try. Jam much more fortunate than most 
eneklayers; I bave inside work, which ena- 
bies me to make full time and wages. I was 
out of work fourteen weeks last spring, but 
even this is Going better tbau most mechanics. 
A bricklayer is very lucky now if he obtains 
work annually. No, I have made vo 
— You see we live in one 
ti pay shillings and sixpence a 
it. Id mot mean to starve myself in 

that landlorde may have iuxuries.” 
Les, broke in bis wife, “* there is a family 
tairs that bave lived in this house thirty- 
The man is now out of work. The 


landiord suddenly raised the rent by balf a 
crown a week, so he forced the family to leave 
their oid bome. j 

„Tes, continued B. “I might, perhaps. 
gave a littie—not much though. It took me 
seven months to pay off the debts I incurred 
when last out of work. Then my mother-in- 
law and my own father are both helpiess, and 
need alll can spare. My brother bas just 
broken his leg. He helped me and I must help 
him. How can I save out of £2 a week? 
| With pride.] lI educated my at a private 
school, paying six pence a week, That's the 
only investment I ever made, I go to the 
theatre twice a month. All my other evenings 
I spend doing needle work. Trade is very bad. 
So bad that 170 members out of 183 in my 
branch of the Bricklayers’ Union have forfeit- 
ed their society insurance, through inability to 
pay their dues. There are about 25,000 brick- 
layers in London, ana I thiuk it would be easy 
to find 10,000 unemployed, Hundreds apply 
tor work where one or two are wanted.“ 

Mrs. B., with evident pride, brought out her 
busband’s neediework, and explained that be 
bad won many medals at exhibitions. At one 
exbibition be sold a quilt for $30. His latest 
work is a quilt witb silk-woven portraits of all 
the royal family, made in honor of Queen Vic- 
toria’s jubilee. , | 

Outside the Victoria coffee tavern, common- 
ly called the “ Vic” by the familiar residents, 
I found, in spite of tne cold and wet evening. 
a group of gaunt, out-at-elbows men. re 
was a tremendous eagerness in the quick re- 
sponse made by half a dozen men to my inquiry 
for bricklayers. I selected a sober, intelligent 
mechanic, formerly treasurer of a branch of 
the Bricklayers’ Union—J. A. of King street, 
Lambeth. He had had only thirteen weeks’ work 
during the last year, although stil an active, 
bard worker. His age (63 years) gives younger 
mena better chance than be of obtaining 
work. His bome is a single small room on the 
ground floor. I saw his wife sitting bungry 
and crying before asmail fire. The only tur- 
niture was a narrow deal table and two broken 
chairs. A pile of old clothes, refused by the 
pawabroker, lay on the floor and served for a 
bed. A mason’s trowel and a writ of eject- 
ment for non-payment of rent completed the 
list of articles in the room. The fre was 
from a penny’s worth of coal given by a 
friend. The woman was of the New England 
type of angulariiy and neatness. The boards 
of the floor were scrubbed white, and a few 
cheap, unsalable pictures were pinned to the 
Walls. 

He said: “I suppose we must tomorrow go 
to the workbouse, where we shall be separated 
from each other. We had seven children, but 
six are dead. The other, a girl, is married 
outside of London, but is unabie to beip us. 
We never could save much. Rent, food, and 
ciothes for the children took all we could earn 
when in work. When out of work we alwars 
lived by pledging, borrowing, and goimg with- 
out. lam able and anxious to work.. My wife 
is the same.“ 

Here the wife broke in: I worked last 

summer at Crosse & Blackwell's pickle factory. 

1 could earn 25 cents a day paring apples, but 
the season is now over.“ 

The husband resumed: “I can earn 810 a 
week brickiaying, if some one would give me 
work. There are many mechanics as badly off 
aslam. It's bard enough merely to live; 

saving is impossible.“ 

I next saw G. P. of Webber road, Southwark, 

who is a fair average specimen of the more 
fortupate London bricklayers. He rents a 
two-story, six-room house, for 12s 6d per week, 

and then sublets two furnished rooms for 7s. 

The parior is rather shabbily furnished with a 
bureau, two tables, several pictures, and even 
some stuffed birds. He is married and bas six 
children. The eldest girl, 22, is a confection- 
er's assistant. She works from 9 til! 8. lives at 
home, and pays 7s a week board. The second 
giriis a bookfolder and bas eleven hours’ 
work daily. She earns from 1386 to 

lbs per week. A boy, 18, is a wire 
maker's apprentice, and earns lis weekly. 
He is nota brickleyer’s apprentice, because 
his feather thinks bis own trade the worst one 
in Londod. All the children were educated at 
the national schools. The hours, work, and 
food are the same exactly as iu the first case, 
except that by overwork be now earns £2 3s. 
per week instead ot the regular 41 188. He 
bas had only nine and a half montbs’ work in 
the last twelve, but thinks himseif lucky to 
get this much. He is a teetotaler, never goes 
to theatre or lectures; has no amusements ex- 
cept horse Car rides to the parks on bolidays. 
Neverche less, be bas never saved anything, 
but on the contrary has been forced to spend 
all de earned, and then not have enougb. 
Once before his marriage he saved £18, but it 
was all spent in a family iliness. He does not 
know @ journeyman bricklayer in London who, 
as such, ever saved $500. 

From this and many other causes I judge 
London bricklavers work rather short hours 
at fair pair, but that the uncertainty regarding 
work and the long periods of idleness effectu- 
ally prevent saymg. There seems to be littie 
or no social life. The lack of money prevents 
amusements or excursions. Before marriage 
sober young men are willing to forego all 
pleasure, that they may save a few pounds. 
After marriage, the utmoat thrift hardly makes 
saving a possibility. No provision is made for 
oid ase, and the workbouse is regarded by 
mauy as the Only refuge for the average jour- 
neyman if be lives longer than he can work. 
The workbouse is so hated, bowever, that 
bricklayers avoid the industrial dweliings be- 
cause they look like workhouses. Of 26,000 
bricklayers in London 20,000 beiong to the 
Operative Brickiayers’ Society, formed to con- 
trol wages and insure its members againat 
ulness, lack of work, and pauper burial. The 
society Owns its large hal on the Southwark 
bridge road and has $15,000 invested. It 
grants 12 shillings per week for sick benefit, $75 
for burial! benefit, and 1 shillmg and sixpence 
per day to members seeking work. The super- 
annuated benefit varies from 4 shillings to 8 
shillings per week. Another trade society bas 
at present only eighteen members. The brick- 
layers also belong to such benefit societies 
as thes Odd-Fellows, etc.; but, as a rule, make 
no vrovision for the future, beyond member- 
sbip in some Christmas club, which distributes 
ali ite funds in time for the boliday dinner. 
There bave been no general strikes since 1872, 
but the employers confess that the advance of 
wages from 7 pence to 9 pence, weekly 
pay ments, short bours, etc., are due ia a great 
measure to these strikes in the past. Strikes 
seem to have temporarily depressed the buiid- 
ing trade, but Bave made no lasting feud be- 
tween masters and men. In fact, most of the 
men told me frankly that they thought the 
masters were making little mony now, and 
did not b.ame them for the hard times. 


THE WORKMEN OF BERLIN, 


Something About the Societies and Their 
Work—Homes Visited. 

Berwin, Nov. 20.—|Copyrignt, 1886, by 
James Gordon Bennett./—** Above ali, don't 
be seen with Socialists,” was the advice given 
me on my arrival, or you Will have an ugly 
time of uu.“ Cheered by this prospect, I began 
my investigations of the condition Of labor in 
Berlin. The majority of Berlin workmen are 
open Socialists, but only a small section are 
orgaaized Socialists. While a smaller but inter- 
esting fraction, though they aim at social re- 
forms, are distinctly anti-Socialists. Germany 
today bas 11,000,000 working men, women, and 
children struggiing or longing to im- 
prove their not overblissful condition. 
Ot this enormous mass hardly 200,000 
are organized. Barely half of these are or 
were affiliated with Soocialistic societies. Bis- 
marek takes a lively interest in the German 
workmen, but rules them with a rod of iron. 
The oniy labor organizations not regarded as 
nuisances are he Rosewater” labor unions, 
started in 1868 by two earnest reformers—Dr. 
Max Hirsch and Herr Duncker—and known as 
the Hirseh-Dunckers or the Deutschen Ge- 
werkverein. Their objects are strictly eco- 
nomical. Their program excludes religion 
and politics. They aim at a_i $friend- 
ly conciliation of the interests of labor 
and capital, and now, after eighteen 
years’ existence, muster only 55,000 members. 
Herr Duncker, who was formeriy editor of the 
Volks-Eeitung. bas retired from the active con- 
trol of the Gewerkvercine, but Dr. Hirsch still 
guides the movement. Nobody in Beriin prob- 
ably knows more of the labor question or tae 
difficulties which beset the independent re- 
former. The other night I accompaned Dr. 
Hirsen and Herr Polke, bis alter ego, toa 
meeting Of delegates of the seventeen associa- 
tions forming the Verbande der Gewerkve- 
reine, or Almaigamated German Trades Unions. 
About 9 o'clock we were shown into a large, 
dark bier balle on the first floor of a house on 
the aite Jacob strasse. The room was simply 
furnishea with a few deal chairs, benches, 
and tabies, at which about twenty delegates 
were seated, smoking pipes and drinking 
huge glasses of weiss beer or spatenbran. Ail 
the delegates seeme? intelligent and thought - 
ful men. They all wore broadcioth, but all 
were bona fice workmen. Herr Polke ex- 
plained to me that the delegates were elected 
by their respective constituencies for an in- 
dean time. Some have acted for ten or 
twelve years. Each represented a group of 
avout 3,000 amaigamated workmen. Meetings 
are held every fortnight. The proceedings 
the night I made my visit were uninteresting, 
but | was struck by the sobriety, moderation, 
and fluency of the speakers. Among 
the silent members were Hans Sachs, 
the pack shoemaker. The lion’s share of the 
taiking was done by Dr. Hirseh, Herr Poike, 
and Herr Mauch, the Secretary of the impor- 
tant Machine Builders’ Union, which musters

Next day I interviewed Herr Polke at the 
office of Der Gewerkverein, the organ of the 
German trades unions, in regard to the vur- 
poses and methods of the Hirsch-Duncker 
movement. “What is your chief object?’’ 
said I. 

” We wish to coneiliate the rival interests of 
the employed and the employers,” said Herr 
Polke. 

Do you advocate the participation of work- 
men in the profits?” 

“No, that is an idea not yet considered in 
Germany.“ 

Do you approve of strikes? 

“No. On principie we are dead agains: 
strikes. We think, as the statutes of our as 
socianon express ft, that wages should be 
sufficient to maintain workmen and their fami- 
lies decentiy and assure them against the mis- 
fortune attendant on inability to work. But 
we start with the idea that strikes bring no 
lasting benefit and serve to embitter the rela- 
tions of the men with the masters.“ 

„How do you dope to effect your object 
then, which, presumably, is the improvement 
of the position of the workingmwen?"’ 

„ We work on friendly lines. Taking the 
English trades unions as our models, we bave 
founded unprejudiced Geceinigungs-Aemter, 
representing both the men and the masters, 
whose mission it is to prevent strikes. 
Through them the men and masters ux the 
wages for a certain time at a certain rate, 
varying with circumstances. While the agrce- 
ment laste the masters have no need to fear 
strikes, while the workmen have no fear of re- 
ductions of wages. If either party wishes a 
modification of the covenant it must apply to 
the Geeinigungs-Aemter. Thus the men and 
masters are drawn together and all feeling 
greatiy lessened,” 

„Have you bad no strikes?“ 

“Very few. Ot 263 strikes recorded within 
the last five years our gewerkverein only took 
part in three. The chief of these was what is 
known as the great Woldenberg strike. It 
occurred in 1869, and arose from the mine- 
owners of Woildenberg-Inschiesien disputing 
the undoubted legal right—established by 
paragraph 152 of the Reichswerke ordnung—of 
workmen to unite for the improvement of 
the conditions of labor. It lasted six weeks. 
Pudito opinion and the opinion of many 
mewbers of the Reichstag was in our favor. 
We sacrificed 120,000 marks supporting tne 
strike. But among the mine-owners was Prince 
you Piess, the millionaire. He could afford to 
wait, and in the end the longest purse won. 
The workmen were beaten. But, strangely 
enough im this case, the strike rather improved 
the relations of the men and their masters. 
Since then we Dave had few atrikes. Those 
organized by the machine builders and porce- 
lain makers gave no particular results. In 
1872 there was another great strike of Bocialist 
workmen, which was finally ended through 
Dr. Hirsch. So, you see, we are not mere 
theorists. Often, too, rather than risk a 
struggle with a powertul verein the masters 
voluntarily grant the desired increase of 
wages. Moreover, to show you how moderate 
we are, several immensely wealthy manufac- 
turers and capitalists are honorary members 
of our societies. Among them are Herr 
Wiedermann of Apolda, near Weimar: Herr 
Pauksch, the great Landsberg iron master.“ 

**Evidentiy your system is very different 
from that oi the Socialists or Social Demo- 
crate?” 

**Eotirely. We are like fire and water here, 
you see,” said Herr Polke, showing me the 
latest number of the Socialistic Berliner Volks- 
Matt. Here is an article attacking our idea 
of Geeinigungs-eAmter.” 

* What orgunizauons have the Socia! Demo- 
cratic work men? : 

“They founded what were called the Fach- 
vereine, most of which nave lately been dis- 
solved owing to their political tendencies. A 
few. however, managed to survive. The motto 
of the Fachvereme was War to the kaife; 
death to capital; no compromise.’ It is need- 
less to say that no masters were members. In 
the Most recent strikes promoted by the So- 
cialist organizations or aggiomerations of non- 
organized Socialists here there were some ad- 
Vanotages gained for the workmen, but in 
the great majority of cases the masters con- 
quered.”” 

** Besides the Gewerkvereine and Fachver- 
eine what otmer labor organizations are there 
in Germany!?“ 

“There are various others. The chief are 
the religious Gesellen, most ot which were 
founded by the Catho'ies in obedience to 
priestiy inspiration.”’ 

How are you regarded by the Govern- 
ment!“ 

* With small favor. Its dea is State Social- 
ism; ours is independent reform. But it does 
not interfere with us.” 

Do you find it possible to conduct a move- 
ment through such a small number ot dele- 
gates as I saw at yesterday's meeting?” 

The fewer the better. We had more for 
merly, but found it caused delay and oonf u- 
sion.” 

What funds have you!“ 

“Since 1869 the subscriptions of members of 
our Vereine to our sick and burial assur- 
ances and other funds have amounted to 
9,000,000 marks (or about $2,000,000), ot which 
7,700,000 have been disbursed. Thus we have 

at Our disposal 1,300,000 marks, 


Among the Laborers. 


Leaving Herr Polke, I started on a tour of 
inquiry in the outiymg workmen’s quarters. I 
Visited a number of working bricklayers in the 
Northern and Eastern Vorstaedie. The butld- 
ing trade is the reverse of flourishing at pres 
eut. Of the 16,000 brickiayers in Berlin fully 
4.000 are out of work. The discontent, though 
smothered, ig general, the bricklayers looxing 
forward with dread to the coming winter. 1 
need not repeat all the stories told me. It will 
suffice to single out the following typical cases: 
I first called oa Moritz Preuss an intelligent 
man, in Rosenthaler Vorstadt. Passing through 
the courtyard of a ioity, barrack-like build- 
ing, 1 knocked at a door on the fourth 
floor and was sbown into a neat, airy apart- 
ment about 12x9 feet doing duty as a bedroom 
and parior. The furniture consisted of a 
wooden bedstead, a wardrobe, a table, a few 
chairs, a perambulator (serving at night as a 
child's cot), a high stove, half a dozen prints 
and chromos, and a fresh-water aquarium. 
Herr Preuss bad just supped ana was 
in his sbhirt-sieeves. ln the kitcben 
adjoining I got a giimpse of a rosy- 
cheeked woman busy at the wasb-tub. 
Herr Preuss is aged 32, is married, and has 
two very young children. He rises in summer 
at 4:30 and in winter at 6. Once he leaves the 
house be seldom returns till the evenme. He 
retires to bed at 10. He reuts two roows, tor 
which he pays 180 marks (about $44) yearly. 
He estimates bis average annual earnings at 
1,100 marks (about $265), baif of which he 
spends. Heis paid 42% pfennigs (about 10 
cents) per bour. In summer be 
works ten hours per day, and 
i winter eight or nine. He does 
not work Sundays. He caiculates that be has 
on an average 250 working days a year. The 
clothes for ais family cost over 100 marks 
(about $24), taxes 30 marks (about $7). His 
wife is too busy to do anyibing but cook and 
nurse the children. A8 à rule, he spends bis 
evenings at nome. Now and then friends drop 
in and take a band at schafskopf, the popular 
Berlin card game, or sechsundsechzig. Sun- 
days Gent er natürlich etwas kneipen.“ As 
to the wages, he is only baif content. He 
thinks he 16 barshly treated by the masters, 
who cut down his wages on the slightest 
provocation. He belongs to the Bricklayers’ 
Gewerkverein, and subscribes to its relief tund. 
He is not a Socialist. Herr Preuss is a favora- 
bie specimen of the brickiayer. 


In Another Home. 

Herman Mueller lives on the fourth floor of a 
house in Brunnen strasse. The apartmeut 
consists of a rather large room lighted by two 
windows—furnished with two comfortable 
beds, a sofa, cuaira, and cheap engravings— 
and a small kitchen. Herr Mueller is married, 
but has no children, He rises at 5 in the sum- 
mer and 6 in the winter. He usually goes to 
bed at 10. These hours apply to almost ail 
bricklayers here, and it is useless to repeat 
the details. He sometimes dines at 
bome at midday, but generally bas 
bis bread, bam, and beer brought 
to him by bis wife. Herr Mueller works ten 
hours aday in the summer and eight in the 
winter. He bas been pretty steadily employed 
by the Same master for the last ten years. Ou 
the average be works 260 days a year and 
now earns 47% vienuigs (about 11 cents) per 
hour. He spends altogether 1,300 marks (about 
$312) per annum. Clothes cost 150 marks, 
rent 230. He saves nothing. When he has 
any spare cash be buys a coat or a piece of 
furniture. OUccasionaliy he goes to the thea- 
tre witb bis wife or a dance Sundays. He is 
quite satisfied with his master, and bas pienty 
of work. He subscribes to relief funda, but 
belongs to no Verein. 

A Hard Lot. 

The lotof August Steigiitz, who lives at 
No. 18 Rosentbaler strasse, baif a mile nearer 
the centre of the city, is less rosy. He in- 
habite the third floor of an old, miserable 
bouse. His apartments are reached by a iow, 
dilapidated staircase, and consist of what 
might be described as three dirty, whitewashed 
cellars under the roof, Access is secured 


through the kitcnen, a dingy hole crowded with | 


lumber. The chref room is 
igh and eight feet square. 
The whole is dirty, and 
unwholesome, Here Herr Steiglitz lodges 
with his wife, bis ola mother, and two daugb- 
ters. When I called the family were eating 
their evening meal of bread, vegetables, and 
coffee. Herr Steigiitz is 46, but looks 60. His 
wite earns 100 marks per year by washing. The 
daughters were educated free at the Gemide- 
schule. He is now working nine hours per 
day, but expects to be soon reduced to eight. 
Sometimes he is without work for two or three 
months together. His rent costs 150 marks 
(about $387.50). Heearns 1,100 marks (about 
$265) a year, but spends nearly all of it. 
His present master pays 47% pfennigs 
(about 11 cents) per hour. Sterglitz is too 
tired at night for amusement, but Sundays be 
visits friends or goes to his Hand werkverein. 
He pays 66% pfennigs (about 16 cents) weekly 
for relief and burial funds. Like almost all 
the Berlin bricklayers, he has been unable to 
insure his life, and beiongs to no political or- 
ganization. 

Even the poorest bouses I visited seemed to 
be tolerably drained and well supplied with 
water. The average of domestic morality ap- 
pears to be high. I found hardly au ircegular 
household. The men are civil and sober, and 
altogether good examples of what might be 
tound in the same waik of life in London, 
Yaris, or even in New Yora. 


RESTRAINING CONVICT LABOR. 


The Arguments For and Against the Peti- 
tion Delivered Yesterday. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Nov. 20.—[Speciai.}—The 
arguments on the petition for an injunction 
against the State Board ot Canvassers to re- 
strain ham from canvassing the returns of 
the vote on the amendment to the Constitu- 
tion prohibiting the contracting of convict 
labor were resumed in the Ciroult Court before 


Judge Creighton this evening. The petitioners 
during the day filed an amendment to their 
bill, setting fortn that unless this injunction 
be allowed were is danger that the people gen- 
erally will sustain great loss by improvident 
legis ation, and that large appropriations of 
money will be made for the purpose of mak- 
ing alterations in the manner of supporting 
or employing the convicts in the penitentiaries 
and reformatory inetitunons of the State, 
whereby the taxes of the people would be 
greatly increased and the orators greatiy dam- 
aged and injured thereby; that if the Legis- 
lature should require labor to be carried on in 
such institutions under the supervision of the 
State, in lieu of the present contract system, 
it would probably prove a failure and result in 
the loss to the State of large sums ol moner; 
or it the inmates of such institutions sbould 
be supported in idleness it would result in 
great loss and expense to the State. 

The argument against the bill was resumed 
by Attorney-General Hunt. The positions 
taken by him are as follows: 

First, that the validity of the constitutional 
amendment cannot be tried in this proceeding; 
that if it has been legally adopted it is a part of 
the Constitution without regard to the canvass 
of the returns or the declaration of the result by 
the Board of Canvassers; that ff it was not 
udopted the declaration of the Board of Canvass- 
ers will not make it a part ot the Constitution. 
Therefore if it was adopted the intervention of 
the court cannot help the petitioners, and if it 
was not adopted they cannot be heard and the in- 
tervention of the court is unnecessary ; second, an 
election contest, which this 1s, in effect, cannot 
be instituted by a bill for injunction ; third, Sec. 
Bot Art. 14 of the Constitution, does not limit 
the power of the General Assembly to any sec- 
tion or article of the existing Constitution in pro- 
posing amendments. It provides broadly that 
amendments to the Constitution may be 
proposed and submitted; fourth, follow- 
ing the cases of Schall vs. Bowman, 62 
III., 321, and Richards vs. Donoho, 67 III., 78. we 
contend that this amendment, if it receive a ma- 
jority of the votes cast at the election, will be- 
come a part of the Constitution .immediately 
upon closing of the polis on the day of election, 
and that the action of the Board of Canvassers is 
not material in making it a part of the Constitu- 
tion, but is only en Lene of its adoption and 
nothing more; fifth, the Constitution, Art. 14, 
Sec. 2, provides that amendments muy be sub- 
mitted in the manner as may be prescribed by 
law. The law on this subject, therefore, only 
controls as to the manner of submitting the 
amendment, and cannot Darrow the right of the 
people to amend the Constitution in any particu- 
ira or to any extent that they may desire; sixth, 
this proposition was submitted in substantial 
conformity with the law. The people have ex- 
pressed their will thereon and it must be con- 
cluded that in giving such decision they have 
done so knowingly and intelligently, and if upon 
canvassing the returns it appears from this ex- 
— of the popular will that the amendment 

as received a majority of the votes cast at the 
election held Nov. 2, 1886, it becomes the duty of 
all departments of the State Government to re- 
spect the binding force of the popular will so ex- 
pressed. 

The Hon. J. C. Conkling followed the Attor- 
ney-General and ciosed the argument iu favor 
of the petitioners. He paid considerable at- 
tention to the benefits he claimed were derived 
from the vontract system and the immense 
burden in the way of taxation chat would be 
laid on the people by prohibiting che contract 
system. Kelerring to the charagter of the 
vote by which the amendment was carried, he 
said: 

Eighty counties in the State voted against the 
amendment. All but twenty-two counties voted 
for the proposition. Independent of Cook County 
there were some 43,000 majority cast against the 
proposition, and it was only by the vote of Cook 
County that the majority was changed in favor of 
the amendment. It was Cook County alone that 
decided against the rural districts and, it would 
seem, controlled the State. 

He said that members of the Constitutional 
Convention that framed the present Constitu- 
tion claimed that it was never intended that 
the Constitution sbould be amended generally, 
but that it was intended that any amendment 
proposed should be to a specified sec- 
tion and article. Referring to the 
form of the ballot he claimed 
that the act of 1877, which provides that the 
bailot of euch elector voting at an election on 
a proposed amendment to the Constitution 
sbould contain the words. For the proposed 
amendment to the Constitution or against the 
amendment to the Constitu von.“ shouid 
govern in this instance, and a departure from 
the rule there laid down invalidated the vote. 
That, owing to the form of printing the ballots, 
„% For the amendment to the Constitution. 
was a deception on the voter, and by reason of 
this form of the ballots, througb tnougbtiesness, 
many electors did not express their will on 
the proposition as they could have done bad 
they been furnished tickets printed in accord- 
ance with the act of 1877, and that therefore 
all the ballots cast at the election on this 
proposition which were printed tor the 
amendment” were void and should not be 
counted. He claimed that the amendment did 
not become a part of the Constitution at the 
polis when the last vote was cast, but that if 
it had a majority of the votes it would be in 
force and a part of the Constitution after the 
announcement of the canvass of the vote 
by the State Board of Canvassers. 

The court—lIf after the canvass of the vote 
it will become a valid part of the Constitution, 
then, when this ig all it requires to make it a 
valid part ot the Constitution, can this court 
interfere ana restrain the canvassers doing 
what they are directed to do under the Con- 
stitution? 

Mr. Conkling—Yes, sir, I.think it is the duty 
to restrain such action on the part of the can- 
vassers until a decision on the points pre- 
sented from the bigbest tribunal in the State 
can be obtained. I think it is the duty of this 
court to protect the interest of the people by 
preventing the canvass of the vote, since there 
is no other remedy that will apply. 

The court took the matter under advisement, 
and will render a decision at 9 o'clock Monday 
morning.

Murdered and Left to Decompose. 

Paris, Nov. 20.—{Copyright, 1886, by James 
Gordon Bennett.]—Yesterday was discovered 
perhaps one of the most weird and mysterious 
murders of the year.

He toucbed the feet and found them icy cold. 
The concierge then rau to the pvlice station 
and there announced bis horribie discovery. 
A commissary of police, a doctor, and a secre- 
tary arrived a few minutes iater and found 
themseives in the presence of the entirely 
nude corpse of a beautiful, well-formed blonde 
girl, apparently about 20 years of age. 
composition nad already taken place in the 
arms and breast, but aithough a long time 
must have elapsed since the commission of 
the crime the rest of the body was intact. The 
doctors suggest that the death was caused by 
poison, as no wounds were visibie. The 
autopsr takes piace today, but as yet the 
police bave no trace ca of up

DARE RUSSIA GO TO WAR? 


JUST NOW SHE Is AFRAID OF A TRAP 
LAID BY THE POWERS. 


England Watching Her Interests in India— 
Kaulbars Leaves Bulgaria—The Czar’s 
Explanation—Churchill Stirs Up a Hor- 
net’s Nest—A Panic Created in Berlin 
by Rumors Concerning the Emperor's 
Health—The Mails and the Steamships 
—Foreign Miscellany. 

Lonpon, Nov. 20.— New York Times’ Spe- 
cial Cable.|—At last the Russian Bear realizes 
the existence of a trap in his path. He draws 
back his paw and hesitates. The question 
bangs trembiing in the balance for the mo- 
ment whether be will retreat or rush into 
ambush with a resolve to crush the hunters in 
a mighty embrace, or at least die game. Kaul- 
bars’ retirement may mean the one or the other, 
either peace or war. On the one side it is 
clear that his going removes the chronic dan- 
ger of disturbances and relieves the Regency of 
the aecessity for incessant vigilance to defeat 
the intrigues and conspiracies emanating 
from various Russian consulates. On 
the otber hand, it leaves Russia ready 
to make a pretext for doing what sbe 
likes, since only a diplomatic  bair- 
line divides the new relations from a state of 
hostility. It it were not for the prodigious 
factor of the Czar’s personality in the problem 
I should say the situation was more promising 
for peace today than since the abduction of 
Prince Alexander, but it is precisely 
this element which defies predictions. 
The turn of a cara in baccarat 
is not more uncertain and impossible 
to foresee than the decision of this moody, 
whimsical autocrat. Any ordinary ruler re- 
sponsible for the existence of a dynasty, to 
say notning of the welfare of a country, would 
turn back before such a tremendous coaiiuon 
of armed Powers as is now reveaied 
stretching across Russia's path, but 
Russia is not an ordinary nation, 
and the Czar is very far from being 
in ordinary sovereign. In the debates before 
the Austrian Delegation at Pesth Thursday 
Deputy Demel declared that the Czar was as 
insane as Ludwig of Bavaria and a million 
times more dangerous, and, though the official 
reports suppress the remark, I am assured 
that it received with applause 
in the Delegation. In fact, this 
view of the Czar’s mental condition is 
becoming general in political circles all over 
Europe, bence the difficulty of guessing 
whether Russia will draw back or plunge for- 
ward. The definit statement in the Dublin 
Nation of an understanding between Enogiand, 
Austria, Italy, Germany, and the Slav States for 
emashing Russia and France is seid to come 
from Rome via Vienna on high cierico-pulitical 
authority. 

Not a single London paper alludes to the thing 
this morning, since it is beneath the immense 
dignity of the London editors to get Continent- 
al news from a despised Dublin source; but 
the news in the main is true, nevertheless. 
Not only is the trap there, but | am able 
now to explain the reason. Russia is 
hard at work on two railways which 
she fondly hopes Engiand bas not been in- 
formed of, but which the War-Office bere is 
watching carefully. One of these is from 
Viadikaukas, the present terminus of the 
Nortu Caucasus Road, across the mountains 
to Tiflis, where it will tap the the Poti-Baku 
line. This will be finished at the latest in 
August, 1888. The other railway, which is in- 
tended to supplement this when the 
winter has closed ‘the Caucasus passes, is a 
vast trestlework from Astrakban down the 
Delta of wwe Volga to adeep-water point where 
the Caspian never freezes. This, which will 
be available to ship troops down to Baku when 
the Tiflis route is snowed up, will be ready in 
June, 1888. These mean nothing more nor 
less than au attack in force on India. For 
this reason English statesmen are anxious to 
forestall the Muscovite and crippie bim before 
his lines are completed. 

The undoubted presence oi Italy in the com- 
bination alone suffices to show the magnitude 
of the scheme which Lord Sailisbury is push- 
ing, into which Austria has been torced, and 
which Bismarck winks at. Italy woula 
not be so enthusiastically on 
of her ancient enemy, Austria, 
bad not an eye clearly fixed on profit 
leew here. The Italians for a dozen years 
bave submitted to extravagaut taxation and 
bave cheerfully borne great burdens for the 
purpose of building upa big naval military 
force from the Alps to Aitna. There has been 
a perfect understanding all the while that this 
force would be held in reserve un- 
til Italy could strke with it in 
the complete certainty of gaining 
territorial spoils. Whether these will come 
irom the East or the West does not much mat- 
ter. That italy marches with Austria now 
shows a convicdon that France will be pushed 
into the fight, when Humbert will regain from 
the Republic the provinces the Empire 
robbed his father of. All the eagerness 
to fight comes from England and Italy, 
which, as isolated maritime Powers, have tre 
least to risk. Austria still hopes for a peaceful 
way out, but is committed to war if the Czar’s 
rashness continues. Bismarck remaiag insoru- 
table, doubtiess preferring peace, but grimly 
ready to hit dotu ways if Russia and 
France decide to chance a i conflict. 
We may depend upon it that England 
will provoke Russia into a fight if she 
can, and will follow up any sign of retreat the 
Czar may make by inciting the Bulgarians to 
a further advance in his deflance. Lord Salis- 
bury’s trump card, which be still holds back, 
is to induce the Sobranje to recall Alexander. 
It is said that the Queen 1s very anxious for 
this to be done, and has convinced the Prince 
that he ought to go if Bismarck will 
allow him. It Bismarck conciudes that 
the crash might as well come now, he, 
by lifting a flager, can have Battenberg re- 
called. Ii he resolves upon peace at this late 
moment, and can restrain the Czar, the im- 
broglio may still wear itself out in diplomatic 
palavers and be patched up by a congress for 
another year ortwo. Thus the matter stands 
today. A hundred columns could give no 
truer view if the real situation in the armed 
camps of Europe. By Monday, if the aged 
Kaiser's cold should cbance to take a fatal 
turn, or the Czar should have another rusii of 
blood to the head, the whole scene might 
change.

Russia’s Explanation. 

Sr. PeTerssura, Nov. 20.—An official state- 
ment bas been issued by the Russian Govern- 
ment explaining its action in recalling Gen.

In consequence of insults to Russian subjects 
and also to persons under the protection of Rus- 
sia in Bulgaria and Eastern Roumelia Gen. 
Kaulbars had been compelled to notify M. Nace- 
vies, the Bulgarian Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
that he and ail the Russian Consuls would leave 
the principality on the occasion of the first act of 
violence committed after said notification. Nov. 
5 I a fresh outrage was committed 
against a Russian cavass at Philippopolis, who 
was maltreated by soldiers and bya crowd of 
people armed with sticks, and was brought 
to the Russian Consulate insensible. Gen. 
Kaulbars learned tbat the attack on this 
cavass had been made by order of the 
military authorities, and he demanded the 
dismissal of the local Brigadier-General 
and Prefect who were responsible, and the ex- 
emplary punishment of those who participated 
in the attack. He also demanded that the Rus- 
sian who had been injured should receive the 
customary salute and reparation, and notified 
the Bulgarian Government that u his do- 
mands were complied with he would depart Nov. 
17. M. Nacevics having neither replied to the 
demands of Gen. Kaulbars nor given the satis- 
faction required, Gen. Kaulbars and all Russian 
Consuls in Bulgaria and Eastern Roumelia have 
been ordered to leave today.

A Proposed Letter to Russia. 
Lowpow, Nov. 20.—{New York Mail's Special 


Cable. |—Pabiic interest here is at present con- 


tered upon the critical relations of England and 
Austria with Russie. Lord Iddesteich, Secre- 
tary for Foreign Affairs, yesterday had a con- 
ference with Count Karolyi, Ambassador of 
Austria-Huogary in London, and Count Cortia, 
the Italian Ambassador, for the purpose of pre- 
paring a common note to Russia on the Bul- 
garian question, which shall be presented to 
that Power simultaneously by Austria, Italy. 
and Rugland. This note will insist, as prelim- 
inary tothe discussion of the candidature of 
Prince Nicholas of Mingrelia for the Bulgarian 
throne, that Russia shall recognize the powers 
of the present Sobranje to elect a Prince of its 
own choice; that she shall abstain from further 
Kaulbarsism in that principulity; that she 
shall accept whatever candidate the Great 
Powers shall decide on, in case the Sobranje 
should reject the Prince of Mingrelia; and that 
she sball pledge herself to abstain hereafter 
from every and all interference with the con- 
stitutional rights of tuture Bulgarian govern- 
ments. Acquiescence in these four points is 
demanded before any special arrangement can 
be considered. Germany approves this note, 
but declines to join the other Powers in pre- 
senting n to Russia, Bismarck preferring to 
maintain the separate and independent att, 
tude which he has beld from the beginning of 
the present misunderstanding. Tue official 
press of St. Petersburg admit that the triple 
alliance as constituted at Kremsier ano Skier- 
niwice is now ended. The Novoe Vremyc as- 
gails Bis maro as the secret foe of the Czar, 
who is continually conspiring to destroy the 
Russian Empire. It says that a war with Ger- 
many bas become imperative, unless Russia is 
willing to return to the position of Muscovy in 
the Fifteenth century, before Ivan the Great 
freed her from the power of the Mongols and 
laid the foundation of her greatness. “If 
ever,“ says this journal, the Russian people 
could rejoice at a war, it would be at a war 
now—devote their utmost strength to battle 
and pour out every drop of their blood for 
their country—it would be in a conflict against 
the Germans.” In the midst of all this fero- 
cious urging of immediate host lities, the peace 
party in Russia is trying to hasten the depart- 
ure of the Czar and Czarina to Nice, where the 
Czarowitz has ordered a winter Villa. A large 
house and extensive grounds have been leased 
for the Czar, and a bost of workmen are now 
employed on military works whi are to on- 
viron the Ville, with the intention of making 
it impregnable to hostile attack. A strategic 
plan of defense was prepared at St. Petersburg 
tor this work, and tne workmen are changed 
constantly, in order to prevent the plans in 
their entirety becoming known to any out- 
sider, 


CHURCHILL STIRS UP A HORNET’S NEST 


He Makes the London City Dignitaries 
Wince—Hamilton’s Retirement. 

Lonpbon, Nov. 20.— [New York Times’ Special 
Cable. — The enfant terribie of the Tory party 
bas stirred up a hornet’s nest about his ears 
this time, compared with which all former 
murmurings of a Tory revolt were summer 
zepbyrs. The Standard, which a year ago for-

None of all the attacks on the 
pretensions and privileges of the corporation 
have been more drastic and bitter than bis, 
but he in bie time has attacked about every- 
thing which be now defends, and the assump- 
uon was that be had forgotten bis bostility to 
the guilds as early as bis former leanimgs to- 
ward hond rule. When the oity delegation 
came to him Thursday asking that the his 
toric mgbt of the corporation to impose an 
octroi duty of 13d. a ton on all coal entering 
London, which itis now decreed shail term.

The London Tory papers take 
up the ecudgels in behalt of the corpora- 
tion. The provincial correspondenta, who 
are usually franker and betier informed 
than the metropolitan papers, say there 
are threats of mutiny in the Tory party of a 
most serious nature. Nothing is risked in 
predicting that Churchill will bave his own 
way in the Cabinet, and ultimately in the 
party, despite all the grumbling, but the 
wrench will be a severe one. The accession to 
the Cabinet of Baifour, who, though Salis 
bury’s nephew, is better known as one of the 
four members of Randolph's fourth party, isa 
timely sign of Churchill's supremacy in the 
Ministry and of the success of his bold plan to 
force the slow old Conservative party to ac- 
cept a Radical program. The scheme of tne 
Churchill and Chamberlain alliance is to com- 
mit the Tones to every Liberal measure save 
home rule, and thus to compel the Giad- 
stonians to continue to pose as a party repre- 
senting nothing but the disruption of the 
Empire. Churehili’s attack on the city makes 
it more than ever politic for Gladstone to be- 
gin the new session by a bill for the disestab- 
lishment of the Weisb Church, to show that the 
Liberals bave other issues besides Ireland and 
to force Chamberlain's hand. 

Churchill’s glee at making the Aldermen and 
other city dign®aries wince is doubtiess em- 
phasized by the reflection that he bas not had 
altogether bis own way in Ireland. The re 
bellion of the landiord class there and the 
sympathizers here grew too tareatening to be 
longer braved. I am told that Londonderry 
deciared he would resiga if he was not allowed 
to back up the landlords in the collection of 
rents. However that may be, it is certain that 
the Ministry ail at once came to che conclusion 
that Butler, Plunkett, and the rest of tne 
officials had exceeded their powers in inquir 
ing into the merits of the cases before en- 
forcing evictions, and decided to toss over Ham- 
ilton as a tub to the Tory whale. The decision, 
while intelligible, was unfortunate. Humiil- 
ton, a8 an avowed and active Home-Ruler, was 
a standing rebuke to the whole Tory policy of 
negation as to home rule, and it was natural 
that they should desire to be rid ot him.

THE WOLVERINES ANGRY. | 


DETROIT’S CLUB WILL PROBABLY JOIN 
THE ASSOCIATION, 


A Meeting of the Directors to Be Called to 
Take Immediate Action—Last Day’s 
Races at San Francisco—Kingcraft Be to 
Brought to America—Gilmore, the Cana- 
dian, to Contest the Lightweight Cham- 
pionship with McAuliffe. 

The probable withdrawal of the Detroit Base- 
Ball Ciub from the league, reported in yester- 
day’s TRIBUNE, is now a seusation in base-ball 
circles all over the country. That Detroit 
will go into the American Association if 
it can.obtain favorable terms is not to be 
doubted, and it is more than likely that the 
American Association, which is not at all 
pleased with the action of the league in tak- 
me Pittsburg from them, wil make a strong 
effort to get even by securing Detroit. As a 
drawing card the Detroit club would be super- 
jor to any club in the association, with 
the possible exception of the St. Louis Browns, 
and with Sunday games at St. Louis, Louis ville, 
Cincinnati, Brooklyn, and Staten Island, their 
acquisition would be a vaiuabie one, tor which 
the association could well afford to bid bigh. it is 
reported that it bas offered as special inauce- 
ments to adopt the percentage system, to allow 
the Detroit cluo to maintain 50 cents admis- 
sion at home, and to guarantee perfect protec- 
tion. That there is some foundation for this 
report ie evident from the fact that a special 
dispatch to Tue TRIBUNE says President Stearns 
and Manager Watkins left Detroit last night for 
Cincinnati, where they meet the delegates to 
a special meeting of the association to be held 
tomorrow. Intense feeling is reported at De- 
troit, where the almost unanimous sentiment 


of those interested ia the Wolverine nine is in 


favor of any kind of a change. The local 
papers of yesterday morning refer to 
the situation as if the Detroit club 
bas no alternative but to quit the league un- 
der all circumstances. The Tribune treats the 
adopuon of the guarantee system as a part of 
a plan to break up the Detroit club and divide 
its players among the Eastern clubs. It says 
the visits of the Detroit club to the East were 
marked oy phenomena! attendauces, and, 
while they swelled their own coffers, those of 
the home teams were trebly sweiled. The 
Free Press assumes that the transfer to the 
American Asseciation is a certainty. 

There is no disguising the tact that the 
Eastern clubs have been jealous of the De- 
troit club for the Buffalo deal, in which 
the dig four“ were secured, and 
strained relations caused dy that trans- 
action were in nowise improved when Dunlap 
was purchased by the Detroit management. 
John B. Day of the New York club is reported 
to have said that Dunlap was offered to him, 
but be would not entertain a proposition to 
purchase his release for the reason that he 
thougbt that if Dunny isft the St. Louis 
team it would disband, and the result would be 
a scramble for the rest of the players and a neo- 
essary rearrangement of the league schedule. 
This statement, if true, shows Mr. Day to be a 
very considerate and unselfish individual, who 
would under no circumstance trifle with the 
interests of the league as a whole to advance 
those of the New York club. The story, 
however, needs corroboration, and is 
flatly contradicted by other parties 
to the Dunlap transaction. Tue Tris- 
UNB bas the authority of Manager 
Schmelz and Dunlap himself for saying that 
Dunlap was not offered to any club but De- 
troit. He positively refused to go anywhere 
else than Detroit, and no negotiations looking 
to his transfer to any other city were opened, 
Manager Mutrie and President Day appear to 
be singularly opposit im character, Just 
after tbe special meeting to consider 
the probable disbandment of the St. Louis 
club was called to take place in this city 
Mutrie said to a TRIBUNE reporter that che 
New York club wanted the pick of the St. 
Louis players, would pay as much for them 
as any other club, and did not wantany other 
clab to get them. He also said that every 
other club in the league wanted to keep the 
players from going to other clubs if it could 
not get them. 

It is said in the event of Detroit joining the 
American Association the league will endeavor 
to offset the loss by taking in the Cincinnati 
club. There is pretty good authority ior say- 
ing the Cincinnati club tried to get in at the 
meeting held last week. 

President Spalding says if the Detroit club 
leaves the league it will forfeit the $1,000 it 
bas paid into the guarantee fund, and $4,000 
for which it has given its bond. 

Sec. 9 of the league constitution, adopted 
at the annual meeting in 1885, reads as fol- 
lows: 

Each club now a member ofthe league shall 
within thirty days after the adoption of this seo- 
tion, and each club hereafter to be elected to 
membership. shall within thirty days after o- 
cial notice of such election—by its President or 
other chief executive officer—sign and affix its 
common seal to this constitution as a covenant 
to fulfill 
ments thereof ana of 
and contracts 


all the obligations and require- 
all the legislation 
in pursuance there- 
of. It shall at the same time 
execute and deliver unto the President of the 
league, as trustee for the other league clubs, a 
bond, with approved. sureties, in the penal sum 
of W. 000. conditioned for the faithful performance 
of said constitutional covenants, and for the pay- 
ment into the guarantee fund of the sum of. 
in annual installments of not less than $1,000, 
payable during the month of May; any default to 
cause the forfeiture of paid penal sum and of all 
installments previously paid into the fund. 

The Detroit club can only escape the for- 
feiture of ite payments into the fund provided 
by this section, and also of its bond to secure 
subsequent payments, by having its resigoa- 
tion accepted by a majority vote of all the 
league clubs in meeting duiy convened.”

Detroit, Mich., Nov. 20.—(Special.|—The 
admirers of the Nanonal game in Detro't, and, 
in particular, the admirers of the nome club, 
have received a shock which has set them 
looking twenty ways for relief. There is an 
evident certainty that Detroit will drop out of 
the National League. President Stearns, who 
arrived home from Chicago last night, said 
this morning that the directors would hold a 
meeting at once and decide the matter of 
withdrawing or staying. 

Mr. Stearns himself favors remaining in the 
league. Heis very bitter against St. Louis 
for violating their agreement to vote with the 
Detroits against the guarantee amendment if 
Detroit would help them get Sunday games 
and 25 cents admission. Judge Durfee, one of 
the old directors, said: ** I think that the East- 
ern clubs bave cut their own throats in a rage 
of jealousy. Under the percentage system 
Detroit has earned thousands of dollars for 
them and taken the short end of all the money 
made. Iam of the opinion that the National 
League has taken its first step toward dissolu- 
tion. We will carry our club bodily into the 
American Association and I guess we would 
rather ve there. If Pittsburg can come bodily 
out of the association, we can come bodily out 
ot the lengue.” Stearns and Manager Wat- 
kins left for Cincinnati tonight. 


Cincinnati Won't Blaff the League. 

CINCINNATI, O., Nov. 20.—|/Special.]—There 
are some prospects just now that the Detroit 
club will fill the vacuncy in the American As- 
sociation. There is very little doubt but what 
the club will de represented at the special 
meeting at the Grand Hotel tomorrow. Presi- 
dent Stern yesterday received a telegram from 
Manager Watkins in which be inquired ifa 
special meeting was to be held Monday. Presi- 
dent Stern answered in the affirmative. From 
this it is juaged that Detroit intends sending a 
representative. President Stern of the Cin- 
cinnati club was asked yesterday if be would 
like to bave the Detroits join the American 
Association? 

„ Certainly, I would.“ was bis reply. and I 
would make any reasonable concession as an 
inducement. One thing, Bowever, | want to 
say, and that is that I will not help them in 
any scheme to bluff the leacue into rescinding 
the resolution in regard to the division of gate 
receipts. If the Detroitsciub officiais come to 
the American Association and say that their 
club wants to join our organization in good 
faith | am sure that they will be received and 
given such inducements as wil! insure them a 
profitable season. They Must guarantee, how- 
ever, that they have come to us to stay and 
that they are not trymg to intimidate the 
league by a jump only to flop back again. As 
soon as they sbow they are in good faith I will 
do my part toward makmg them know that 
the change been ior the best. I believe 
they will d tter financially than they ever 
have in the league.” 

Cleveland also has a good show for the 
place on account of being a pupulous and 
growing city, and the fact that it is right on 
the line of travel between the Kast ana West. 
Kaneas City and Milwaukee are also applicanta, 
but it is not believed that either of those cities 


will be taken. 
What They Say in St. Louis.

POLITICS IN NEW JERSEY. 


Leon Abbett the Choice of the Democrats 
for United States Senator. 

TRENTON, N. J., Nov. 20.—[Special.]—One 
thing has loomed ciearly up above the political 
borizon during the week. Leon Abbett is the un- 
doubted Democratic choice for United States 
Senator. The stray boomsfor other leaders 
that tiashed across the sky a week Orso ago 
have disappeared from sight. It is doubtful 
whether there will be any opposition to Abbett 
in the Democratic caucus, There will cer- 
tainly be no serious opposition. A few Dem- 
ocratic Assemblymen may vote blank, but they 
will go no further. If the contest should nar- 
row down to Abbett and Sewell all the present 
indications point to Abbetts election, but if 
the contest should narrow down to Abbett 
and Phelps then were will be one of the 
hardest and most prolonged struggies in the 
history of Jersey politics. The Abbett men 
would boid the balance of power and the tied 
Mercer district would have to be settied before 
a Senator could be chosen. Carroll and Dona- 
hue begin to assume gigantic vroportions. 
Carroll joins Donahue as aa unknown quanti- 
ty, Whose sointiOfi-wiil win a great prize. 
There are several recounts to be completed, 
notably those in Atlantic County, but scarcely 
any one believes they will result in changes 
or in tie votes. Unless all the sigos fail 
the Legisiature will meet witb thirty-nine Re- 
publicans, thirty-nine Democrats, two labor 
men, and onetie. The tied district alone would 
not settie it. The tied district, plus Carroll or 
Donahue, would determine it. 80 
Carroll and Donahue without the tied district. 
Should Carroll vote one way and Donahue tne 


wouid | 


other, then the tied district would be the sei- 


tiing quantity. If the Chief Justice bad let in 
the Joshua Jones vote, as the Republicans 
claim the law clearly intends, then the Re- 
pubilicans’ chances would be greatly improved. 
Had the Chiet Justice counted the lead-pencii 
vote, as tne Democrats insist be should have 
done, the Democrats would not scan Carroll 
80 anxiousiy nor send men by the score to 
interview Donabue. 


THE DEAD EX-PRESIDENT. 


THE REMAINS OF GEN. ARTHUR LYING 
AT THE FAMILY HOME. 


Program for the Funeral Service Monday 
Morning—The Utmost Simplicity to Be 
Preserved—The Exercises at the Church 
of the Heavenly Rest—United States 
Troops to Form the Funeral Escort— 
Gen. Arthur's Loss Deeply Lamented by 
Personal and Political Friends. 

New York, Nov. 20.—|Specia:.|—Witn the 
exception of the deep black roset and stream- 
ers which bung from the beil-handle of No. 
123 Lexington ayenue there was nothing today 
to indicate that within the closed bouse lay the 
remains of an ex-President of the United 
States. The simplicity of the building is in 
harmony with the simple services which are 
to be carried out Monday morning, when all 
that is mortal of Chester A. Arthur will be 
taken from the bouse on its way to the tomb. 
The desire of the family that the funeral shall 
be private wii) be carried out so far as it is 
possible with one who has held 80 
high an office. The public demand has 
hed to be to some extent complied 
witb; but beyond this the family have 
deciined all display. Even the United States 
troops that are to act as escort to the body of 
their dead Commander-in-Chief will march 
silently, without even the tap of a drum. They 
will give the usual bonors to the distinguished 
dead, but will make no oth@ display while 
escorting the casket and those accompanying 
it from the chureb to the Grand Central 
Depot. The casket is to be of oak, covered 
with plain black cloth, having on it a plain 
sliver plate bearing the name and age of the 
dead Chief Magistrate. There were very few 
callers at the house this morning. Several 
telegrams were received from different parts 
of the country bearing messages of sympathy 
and condolence, 

The funeral services will occur in the Church 
of the Heavenly Rest. As all who nave been 
invited to act as pali-bearers have not yet been 
beard trom, the list bas not been made out 


and will not be completed before tomorrow. 
They will ocoupy the pews nearest the chancel 
and near them will be seated the mourners. 
Close behind them will be tae pews for the 
President and Cabinet; but beyond this no as- 
signment of seats bas been made. Admission 
will be by ticket, of which about 1,000 will be 
issued, although the church will only seat about 
800 persons. The aisies, except the centre, muy, 
however, be ocoupied by those desirous of pay- 
ing respect to the memory of the illustrious 
dead. Carriages containing the pali-bearers 
will precede the hearse, which will be followed 
by the carriages containing the mourners and 
personal friends. It has not yet been decided 
whether the military escort will take part in 
this portion of the funeral cortége; but it will 
be avoided if possibie. 

From the church the funeral cortége will 
proceed slowly down Fifth avenue to the 
Grand Central Deput, where they will be 
placed ina special car and taken to Albany, 
accompanied by the family and pall-bearers. 
The soldiers, who will act as guard of honor 
outside the church during the services, will 
form the head of the columnin the procession, 
and will salute the remains as they are being 
borne into the depot. Beyond this there will 
be no pubiic recognition of the high rank 
once beid by the late Gen. Arthur as President 
of the United States, such being the earnest 
desire of the family. 

Ex-President Arthur's death is especialiy de- 
plored by members of the Republican machine 
in this county. Although he announced that 
he had retired forever from politics and in- 
tended to live to the end as a private citizen, 
satistied with the honors be had won. there 
was among them a feeling that if he should 
recover from bis sickness be might again be 
induced to reénter the political arena, and 
with bim as their standard-bearer and cham- 
pion they would be enabled to defeat the 
schemes of the mugwump element that since 
bis departure from the organization has been 
slowly but surely driving the boys from power. 
They hopsd to regain the power and 
vrestige beld by them when Chet was 
their bright particuiar star. elec- 
tion of Elihu Root as Chairman, and the 
late activity manifested by Commissioner 
Steve French in the affairs of the Republican 
County Committee were straws that pointed 
in that direction. Now that bis illness has ter- 
minated fataliy, their hope of aid from that 
quarter is gone, and their regret at his death 
is beartfelt and sincere, 

Messrs. Gresham, Lincoln. Hatton, and 
Chandler, members ot Mr. Arthur's Cabinet, 
were among the callers at the deceased ex- 
President’s residence this afternoon and ac- 
cepted the invitation to act as pall-bearers. 
Calls were also received from Mrs. Emma 
James of Washington, ex-Surveyor James L. 
Benedict, and Mr. and Mrs. G. L. Reives. A 
dispatch was aleo received from Gen. Samuel 
Biatcnford, stating that Chief Justice Waite, 
Justice Harlan, Justice Gray, and himself 
would attend the funeral. 


Final Arrangements. 

The final arrangements for the funeral were 
completed tonight. Noone will be permitted 
toenter the house Mondgy morning except 
the pall-bearers and members of the family. 
At 8:30.0’clock the body wiil be taken to tne 
church, admittance to the church being oy 
cards. After the services the military guard 
in command of Gen. Schofield will precede 
the bearse and carriages to the depot. 
The train will leave at 10 oclock and 
no one will be permitted to go on it except 
the pall-benrers and family. The pali-bearers 
will be ex-Secretaries Walter C. Gresham, 
Robert T. Lincoln. W. E. Chandler, ex-Post- 
master-General Frank Hatton, ex-Attornes- 
General Benjamin Harris Brewster, Gen. P. 
H. Sberidan, Dr. Cornelius R. Agnew, Cor- 
nelius E. Blies, Robert Lunn, G. H. Sharpe, 
Charles L. Tiffany, and Cornelius Vander but. 
No civic or military organizations will att end 
the funeral, and it is the desire of the family 
to have everytbing conducted without display. 

In response to various offers of different or- 
ganizations to join in the cortége in uniform 
or otherwise, Mr. McMichaels suys that, apore- 
ciating the courtesy of these offers, he still is 
obliged to add that, in order to prevent tre 
obsequies ot the ex-President from assuming 
an appearance of display, it nas been decided 
not to accept the tender of the participation 
of any military or civic organization, as there 
is to be no parade, the funeral being private. 
No provision will be made for the carrying to 
Albany of any person other than members of 
the family and the pall-bearers. No commit- 
tees or delegations of any kind will accom- 
pany the body, which will be taken by rail di- 
rectly to the cemetery beyond Albany, where 
the interment takes place. 


Where Arthur's Remains Will Lie. 

ALBANY, N. V., Nov. 20.—([Speciai.|—The ar- 
rangements for the burial of ex-President Ar 
thur’s remains in the Rural Cemetery Monday 
afternoon were completed today. The services 
will be of the simplest character. On the ar 
rival of the special train and the funeral car 
shortly after 2 p. m. they will be at once 
switched on the tracks ot the Delaware & Hud- 
son Company and taken to the cemetery. 
Here the undertaker will have his carriages 
ready and convey all directly to the Arthur 
lot, where a simple committal service will be 
said by tne Rev. William C. Doane, Bishop of 
Albany. The grave will be lined with ever 
greens, and when closed will be sodded. This 
sodding consists of one piece rolled. and takes 
but a few minutesto arrange over the new 
mound. After the interment tne funeral 
party will return immediately to New York. 
The Delaware & Hudson officials, appreciating 
the feeling of the tamily in the matter regard- 
ing a display, have decidea to run no extra 
trains to the cemetery. The Kural Cemetery 
is the final resting place of many distinguished 
New-Yorkers. Within the 300 acres of s’oping 
and picturesquely ravined ground are the 
graves of Wiliam L. Marcy, Gen. Philip 
Schuyler, the Revolutionary bero; Gen. Peter 
Gansevoort, the defender of Fort Stanwix; 
Stepben Van Rensselaer, the last patroon;

All interest in 
Stock Exobange dealings centered in the Rich- 
mond Terminal pool; there was, when the hour 
for business came, a hurly-burly that seemed 
to have every broker of Wall street in it.

r, re were adozen opening prices, all 
different. At the same moment, * same 
group of. brokers, stock sold at 68 and 76 in 
concert—the same stock that a month 
ago was neglected and sneered at as belong ing 
to the “cats and dogs” contmgent. The 
Stock Exchange bas few incidents that may be 
quoted in comparison with the project whose 
rapid execution has worked this wonder. As 
the day wore on there was somewhat of a 
subsidence in the excitement, but dealings 
continued active ana spirited and quo- 
tations remained stiff, with a tendency 
that seemed “to lend color to the 
assertions of insiders that par was pretty sure 
to be reached soon, It is taken for granted 
that some imoortant move will be made as 
soon as the Terminal’s new management is 
fairly in power to develop and broaden the 
company’s policy. What direction this move 
wil! take the public bas not found out, but to a 
representative of Tun TRIBUNE today 
one of the highest authorities to be 
quoted on the subject outlined something of 
what is close at hand.

EVERYTHING IS BOOMING: 


ALL THE HOUSES AT THE STOCK-YARDS 
IN ACTIVE OPERATION. 


Work for Everybody—Non-Union men 
Leaving in Large Numbers—45,000 Hogs 
Received Yesterday—Deputy sheriffs 
and Pinkerton Men Being Called In 
Departure of the Second Regiment 
Gaunt and Powderly’s Committee— 
Work of the Appraisers. 

Packingtown was yosterday busier than 
ever, and it wae estimated that more men were 
at work than at the beginning of the strike. 
All the old bands that showed up yesterday 
were set to work, and now there are but 100 
or 200 of the late strikers left unemployed. 


‘These would have been taken back yesterday 


bad they presented themselves, but if they 
show up Monday morning there will be a dozen 
packers ready to gobble them up. Notwith- 
standing the fact that there is plenty of work, 
the non-union men are rapidly leaving. The 
only reason for their exodus seems to be their 
inability todo their work as skilifully and 
quicaly as the old bands, therefore falling be- 
hind and becoming overworked by the experi 
enced men. This method of driving out the 
non-union men bas been adopted wherever 
practical, and it has been found to work more 
effectively than slugging. 

The receipts of hogs were enormous for a 
Saturday, no less than 45,000 bogs beving ar 
rived. There were plenty of the animals for 
all of the houses, and they were runaing full 
blast. Matters are now so quiet that 
Deputy-Snerif! Burke has deemed it advisabie 
to withdraw part of bis forces. Fifty of the 
Pinkerton men were sent home late Friday 
night, eighty went last night, and the 100 left 
will come into tne city Monday. The Second 
Regiment left at noon, finishing up the wita- 
drawal of the militia. That the boys had 
plenty of valuable exercise cannot be denied. 
The cavairymen es appreciated 
it. They had the green horses fairly 
well broken in when they were ordered 
bome, and they were loath to go. The prac 
tice they bad in their brief stay at Pack ing- 
town was of more benefit to them than a 
year’s drill at their armory. 

A couple of days ago Syivester Gaunt, one 
of the three men expelled for questioning the 
legality of the order to strike, addressed a let- 
tor to Mr. Powderly notifyimmg him that the 
three men would in a few days send bim their 
side of the case, and hinting at some of the 
causes of the strike. Whether it is on ac- 
count of this note that Mr. Powderly 
is sending 4 committee dere to 
juvestigate the Stock- Yards matter 
Mr. Gaunt could not say, but be believed not. 
He was very lad a committee was coming and 
hoped Powderly was on it. Should ther come 
Mr. Gaunt ts able to give them some very in- 
teresting facts. 

That the Stock-Yards troubles are entirely 
at an end was evidenced last nigit by the fact 
that a meeting called by some of the leaders 
falied to materialize, only a dozen of the faith 
fu) making an appearance, Patrick Carmody, 
a non-union man who was paid off yesterday, 
got drunk late last night and was badly used 
up by a lot of boodlums. 

What Mr. Armour Has to Say.

He said to a TRIBUNE reporter 
that now that the troops were withdrawn from 
Packingtown it had been demonstrated that 
the State militia was an effective agent in pre- 
venting riot and bringing about a 
solution of strixes. Whether it can always be 
cousidered an avaliable agent in this direction 
depended altogether, the General said, upon 
“ whether you city folks insist upon baving 
the troops called out at every indicauon of 
a disturbance. If this is done too frequently 
the men will begin to grow weary of tae ser- 
vice. Gen. Vance said that from present in- 
dications the men were satisfied with their life 
at Packingtown. None of mam had left the 
service, and, he added facetiously, * there is a 
way of getting out, but one not easily ap- 
plied. He had heard of no resignations on 
the part of the officers, and no applications to 
the Governor on the part of the men for their 
release. Whether the regiments would be 
strengthened by additional recruits growing 
out of “the late war” at the yards he thought 
time alone would tell. 


THE WORK OF THE APPRAISERS. 


Nearly 500 Head Valued—The Matter of

The appraisers acting for the Board of Live- 
Stock Commissioners have completed their 
work upon 498 head at the Phat Distillery, 
the property of the men who were anxious for 
immediate siaughter two or three weeks ago. 
The figures have not yet been compiled, but it 
is understood that those belongmg to Fiyna 
reached an average of over $30. No cattice 
will be slaughtered until early next week, 
when the owners will be called upon to decide

WHAT A SKETCH DID. 


The Gift of a Book Clerk Which Enabled a 
Robber’s Captare. 
New Tonk. Nov. 19.—(Special Correspond- 
ence.|—Two pictures lay on the desk before 
Inspector Byrnes, Chief of the Detective Po- 
lice, when I called. One was a photograph of 
a gray-baired and bearded man, who looked 
like anytbing else than an ideal detective, but 
whom I recognized as George Elder, a member 
of the force, whose funeral Fyrues had at- 
tended that day. “He was a daring, cool- 
beaded man, and it was to bis memory of faces 
that be was indebted for his success in many 
cases,” said the Chief. “Johan Livingstone 
was the son of a wealthy man who lived in a 
fine place up the Hudson and had the op- 
portunity to remain respectabie, but he 
preferrea crooked ways and got into 80 
much trouble that be was cast off by the fam- 
ily. Fora time be was employed as an express 
messenger in New York, and in that capacity 
be acquired familiarity with bus‘ness methods 
that he subsequently made use of in carrying 
out an andacious piece of rascality. In July, 
1867, Livingstone drove up to the City Bank in 
an express wagon drawn by two fine horses, 
entered in a business-like way, and presented 
to the paying teller a check for $75,000 pur- 
porting to be signed by Cornelius Vanderbiit 
and drawn to the order of Henry Keep. The 
signatures seemed all right, and as the man 
had often been seen in the bank while be was 
actually in the employ of the express com- 
pany, no suspicion was aroused at the size of 
the check. It was a common thitg for Commo- 
dore Vanderbilt to have a large amount of 
money on deposit and to send for the whole of 
it unexpectedly. The teller, bowever, never 
paid large checks without orders from the 
cashier, and ne passed the check over to that 
official. Meanwhile Livingstone stepped be- 
bind a rall to a window benbind the cashier, re- 
marking that be had ae new horse in bis team 
and was afraid the animal would not stand. 
By this ruse he got into casual conversation 
with the cashier and then told bim he wanted 
the money put up in a certain way. The 
cashier said it would take time to do that, 
about halt an bour, and Livingstone said he 
would go down the street to attend to some 
other business and return for the money. Had 
word been sent to tae Commodore while the 
fellow was gone the scheme would dave 
wiscarried, but Livingstone calmly re 
lied upon the cashier's acquaintance 
with the Commodore's tem per to 
save him from that danger. Nobody in the 
bank cared to take one of the Commodore's 
checksto him and ask him if it were all right. 
The old man was liable to storm, and demand 
whetber or not be was good for the amount or 
bad the money in bank, and then dismiss the 
messenger with a volley of unique but foreibie 
profanity. When the supposed express mes- 
senger returned the package of $75,000 was 
ready for bim. He carefully examined it to see 
if it was all right, chatted with the cashier for 
a few minutes, sauntered out, got upon his 
wagon and drove away. It was seven weeks 
before the bank officials know that the check 
was forged. The signatures were perfectly 
imitated and would have deceived Vanderbilt 
bimeelf, but of course the Commodore knew 
that be bad given no such check.“ 
Here Chief Byrnes took up the second of 
the pictures, It was a pen-and-ink drawing of 
a fat fellow in the costume formerly worn by 
express messengers, 
“This little sketch,” he said, made a fa- 
mons artist of its maser and sent the subject 
to State prison. The teller of that bank was 
Thomas Worth, now well known in the artistic 
world. He could give no verbal description 
by which the thief could be identified, but be 
seized ois pen and a piece of paper and in a 
few minutes produced a free sketch of the 
man. As soon as Eider saw it he said: ‘That 
is Joho Livingstone, I'll bet my life,’ and taking 
the picture be started out with a definit clew.’’ 
Had Livingstone left the country, as he 
could bave easily done, be would have been 
safe, but his weakness for fine horsefiesh 
proved his ruin. He kept the team he bad 
driven away from the bank and started for the 
West with it. Elder found the dealer who sold 
the horses to Livingstone, got a minute de- 
scription of them, and traced them tbrough 
Buffaio and other cities to Chicago. He iearned 
that the man who owned the team bad pur- 
chased other fine stock at various piaces, ex- 
plaining that be was going to run astock farm. 
At Chicago the trail was lost for a time, but 
Eider argued that a man who had many 
borses would need saddies, bridles, and har 
nesses, and so he made patient inquiries among 
tne large berness houses of Chicago. At 
last be found out that some barness bad been 
shipped to a gentleman who bad purchased a 
large farm about forty miles from the city. 
Taking two or three friends with bim the de 
tective paid a visit to the farm, ostensibly to 
admire the fancy stock owned by the wealthy 
gentieman. Approaching John Livingstone, 
standing on the steps, and stepping up to him 
he said: Good morning, Mr. Livingstone.”

A Sweet-Faced Woman Whose Name Is 
Revered in England. 

Catholics have their saints, proclaimed by 
the voice of the church and canonized by coun- 
cils and popes. Sister Dora, vy the voice of 
the sick, the afflicted, the cbildren she taught, 
is praised and remembered as saints would 
wish to be. , Yet hers, if one analyzes ber 
nature as it is presented to us in the pages of 
her biography, or by the words of those who 
knew ber in life, was not the saint-like spirit 
as we understand it. She was not mild, serene, 
ecstatic: she was ardent, determined, full of 
fire and activity, easily moved to exquisit ten- 
derness, yet somewhere in depths of her 
nature dwelt a strange solitariness. One who 
remembers ber as a girl, when she was still a 
member of the large family circle of the Patti- 
son household, remembers bow this slip of a 
maiden in ber teens impressed ber by the dis- 
tinctness of her personality amid her sur- 
roundinpgs. By the strength of ber will, the 
clearness and persistency ot her vur 
pose, the equilibrium of ber temper, 
the vivacity of her disposition, she a- 
ready radiated an influence around her. 
Nothing can be more pathetic than the touch 
of spiritual loneliness dwelling at the inner 
core of the heart of one whose life was a 
course of such beroic fortitude and miraculous 
devotion. It would seem as if by the very 
strength of ber nature Sister Dora had realized 
that we are as much alone in life as we are in 
death. She was truly religious, although bers 
was not the spirit that could possess or be 
swallowed up in the beatitude of the mystic. 
She reached her faite through doubt, but, 
having reached it, it was 


she was upheld, Still, those who knew ber, 


especially the friend who knew ber best. and 
who bas given to the world the record ot her 
life, have given us glimpses of a certain 
forlornness of soul that would occasionally 
gain upon her, Her last illness and her death, 
in their stern isolahon, was the apt exit from 
this world’s stage of a spirit s0 passionate and 
resolute, so tender and stoical. 

The outline of Sister Dora’s life is familiar 
to us all; ber bigh-spirited girlhood; the trace 
in it just indicated of an attachment: her 
eager longing to become a nurse, and to follow 
Florence Nightingale to the Crimea; the op- 
position this desire met with from ner father; 
ber leaving nome at the age of 29 to become 
village school-mistrees at Little Woolstone, 
near Bietchley, where she lived in a smali cot- 
tage for three years without a servant, and 
where the devotion of Miss Dorothy to the 
children is still remembered and spoken of. 
In 1864 she joined the sisterhood at Coatbam, 
and in the following year she was sent to Wal- 
sall, to help in the nursing of a cottage hos 
pital. It was in this country of black smoke 
and roaring furnaces that she was benceforth 
to abide. Life, that to her seemed an insup- 
portable experience, excevt whenendured in 
the Christ-like spirit that treats it as dross to 
be trodden under foot for the fulfillment of 
some worthy object, now became full of inter- 
Attacked with small 
pox at the very outset of ber career at Walsall,

„% GRANDFATHER'S CLOCK.” 


An Ancient Timepiece Made by President 
Cleveland's Uncle. 

Lafayette (Ind.) Dispatch to Cincinnati Com- 
merical-Gazctte: Mrs. Henry Garden of this 
city now owns a clock which has a remarkable 
history. It was made by Jeremiah C. Cleve- 
land, the President's uncle, on Lucy’s Kun, 
Clermont County, O., three score years ago. 
Two brothers, both young men, and uncies of 
President Cieveland, and respectively named 
Jeremiah (. and Stephen B. Cleveland, settied 
in Clermont County, Obio. The latter kept 
store at Felicity, and was a while in partner- 
ship with Robert Chalfant, the father of tne 
beautiful wite of the Hon. George k. Pugh, 
once the idol of the Obo Democracy. The 
other brother, Jeremiah C. Cleveland. located 
on Lucy’s Kun, halt way between Batavia and 
Amelia, and married a daughter of the pioneer 
Craries Robinson, and put up a clock factory, 
which be operated up to about 1838. He made 
the woodwork and case into which be put the 
works, generally buying the latter in Philadel- 

1a. 

. President's father, who was a Presbyte- 
rian preacher, bad learned when a boy the 
trade of clockmaking, and in 1835, two years 
before the President was born, came to Cler- 
mont County, Ohio, and spent two weeks with 
bis brotmer, during which visit be helped his 
brother Jerry finish up balf-a-dozen of these 
„ wali-sweeps,” or “Virginia tickers,"’ as some 
cali them. Mrs. Gerden’s is one of those old- 
fashioned “ grandfather's clocks,’’ and is seven 
feet and eight inches hign. It was bought in 
Cincinnati, where Jeremiah C. Cieveland bad 
put @ dozen of them for sale in May, 1825, and 
of which it was one, for $65 in silver, by James 
Earl, late of Wea Townoship, and is now 61 
ears old. It was brought from Cincinnati to 
ette by wayof tne Obio and Wabash 
Rivers, at that time there being no railroad in 
this country. 

At one time a mau named Babcock offered 
Mr. Earl eighty acres ot land for this clock. 
Thin iano is now owned by Rose Kirkpatrick 
of Wea Township, and is worth $7,000 or $8,000. 
This clock bas kept the time for over a half 
eentury, and is stili in good repair.

A sportsman to become a success 
ful turkey hunter must thoroughly learn their 
habits In every particular; be must know 
enough about them to anticipate their inten- 
tions in certain contingencies; and he must be 
quick to see and also keep from being seen. 
Some amateur sportsmen imagine that all they 
have to do is to learn to “yelp’’ and imitate 
perfectiy the note of the turkey ben, when 
they can gointo the woods and call up a tur 
key whenever they want one for Thanksgiv- 
ing. Such is certainly not the case. The best 
turkey hunter I ever saw—a gentieman with 
whom I have enjoyed many pleasant hunts, 
and one who patientiy gave me my first les- 
sons and taught me to beat him on the caller— 
is by ro means a good “yelper,” but what he 
does not know about the various tricks of an 
educated old gobbier is not worth learning. 
When he goes after agharp old gobbier, and 
nothing scares him off, some time during the 
day that turkey will **gmell the patching.” 

Some of the very best and most successful 
turkey hunters that I have ever met with were

He is 
very jealdus and will allow no stranger within 
the confines of his barem. He bas no objec- 
tions so long as the intruder does not gobbie; 
but when he does a fight ensues and the best 
man wios. The bens generally go to the gob- 
giers, instead of the gobbiers to the hens, as 
many think. A gobbler will go to a hens if he 
finds the hen will not come to him—that is. if 
be has no other hens with him. If you are 
after one, and you find he bas bens with him, 
the proper thing to do is to stay around within 
hear me of him until those beng go off, occa- 
sionally giving a careless call to let him know 
you are not gone. It he goes off go with bim,

now rather to the right of us. Soon after he 
came down he gobbied and strutted immensely, 
which up to tnat time showed to us clearly 
that we had played our part of the 
game well, and also that the turkey 
was not in the least apprehensive of 
danger. After be had strutted around for 


five minutes or more the Ind an gobbied vig- | 


orously several times as pertectly as it could 
be done by any turkey, at the same time strut- 
ting to perfection. I was completely carried 
away, for I had never before witnessed any- 
thing of the kind so complete, and | knew the 
only chance for that gobbler to get away was 
the chance of the Indian's missing bim when 
he fired at him, which was a very siim one in- 
deed. Anold gobbier is very jealous and 
courageous, and nothing raises bis dander’’ 
so quickly as to bave a stranger come into his 
range and coquet with his lady loves. 

1 beard nothing from the turkey after the 
Indian gobbled and strutted for about five 
minutes or more, but I eagerly looked for bim 
in the direction I last heard bim. Finally, 
about 100 yards away. through a piece of open 
woods [saw him coming with a half strut, 
now and then stopping and anxiously 
looking in every direction for the 
dold intruder. At times be would stop per- 
fectiy still, drop bis feathers down smooth, 
raise his bead bigh up, and listen intently to 
bear the stranger gobble, Then pot hearing 
him his anxiety increased and he gobbled and 
listened again. The Indian presentiy gave a 
low, soft strut. It was so nicely and perfectly 
done that I could bardly contain myself. and 
pad I not known the Indian was there and 
known also that he was making that noise I 
would bave sworn that there was a turkey 
very near me. The oid gobbier acted as if he 
could not quite locate him. He would walk 
back end forth, and gobble, and strut, and 
listen as intentiy as a human being. Finally 
be came up within about fifty yards of the log 
behind which the Indian was concealed, while 
tne latter at intervals was making bis struts as 
soft and natural as the most perfect gobbler I 
ever heard. The old gobbler would look, and 
listen, and peep, but be could see no turkey. 
Now and then he would gobbie and strut but 
would come no closer. 

I finally beganto despair, knowing him to 
do a sharp old fellow. Iwas fearful that he 
bad become suspicious and would give us the 
dodge after all. At last, the Indian failing to 
bring bim up close enough with bis strut, 
brought into requisition bis streteded turkey 
tail. Taking it in bis band, be raised the top 
of it, full stretched, about six inches above 
the log in plain view of the gobbier, mean- 
while moving it back and forth similar to the 
way in which an oid gobbier moves his when 
be is strutting, at the same time making the 
noise of a perfect etrut with his moutb. This 
was too much for any gobbler to stand. He 
knew there was a goobler bebind that log; te 
bad heard him gobbie and strut and nad seen 
his tail, 80, dropping bis wings, be made 
straight for that log to investigate matters. 
fie was 80 certain that there was a gobbler 
there that I believe he would bave got upon 
tre log. but when be was within about twenty 
steps of it de received a charge of No. 6 sbot 
in bis hend and neck tat put an end to his 
career. Thus ended one of the pieasantest 
littie bunts that it was ever my good fortune 
to take and one that I enjoyed immensely. 

There are various kinds of ** turkey callers.” 
To make one kind get a small joint ot cane 
that suits your mouth and one that you 
can suck through and make a fuss 
something like a turkey ben, and trim 
one end of this down to fit iu the gimict 
bole all the way down, or about one 
inch, After you bave titted the cane 
joiat in the caller, take It between your 
lips and try to call like a turkey by 
sucking through the cane. Make the 
note coarse or fine by cupping the 
bands over the big end of the calier: 
if coo coarse, saw of a little. If the 
caller suits you. after trying it suffi. 
ciently, trim down the outside witha 
knife, wood rasp and sandpaper until it

great many turkeys are caught ia pens by pot- 
huaters and what I call “turkey butchers.” 
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about fifteen feet in length. laid one on the 


Other like an ordinary pig-pen. It is built in 
the woods where turkeys are in the babit 
of “using.” It is first built without any top 
and baited with corn in and around the pen. 
The turkeys in rambling through the woods 
come across the pen, find the corn around it, 
and of course eat it. In walking around the 
pen gathering up tne scattered grains they see 
that which is on the inside, when they fly over 
and gather it up, scratching among the leaves 
until they get every grain. The “ butcher” goes 
back next day and finds bis bait all gone, and 
finds also that it has been taken by the game 
for which he put it there. He baits again, but 
this time on the inside only, and when he re- 
turns be finds that bis bait bas again been 
taken. He then prepares for business; he 
covers his pen well and weights it down, puts 
his bait again on the inside and some on the 
outside scattered near a small hole or door 
that he cuts close to the bottom of his pen. 
To make this door he generally saws about 
ten inches out of the middle of one of tne 
bottom poles of bis pen and scrapes a iittie of 
the dirt away. Into this bole be puw a few 
grains of corn. When the turkeys come along 
they pick up the scattered grains on the out-

After a while the 
game butcher comes along, wrings their necks, 
and wags off bome with them, se pens are 
made in the faliof the year when turkeys go 
in tiocks, But this way of killing them is 
nearly as mean as killing ducks in the spring 
of the year. 


THE TURKEY BUTCHER. 


The proper way to bunt with a dog is to go | 


on borseback to the woods where you expect 
to find the turkeys, keeping your dog weil in 
to heel until you get there. When you get to 
the woods put your dog down and breas 


through on your horse. Your dog should be 


fast and a wide ranger and quarter bis ground 
well in order to take ali the chances of striking 
a trail. When he strikes the trail with die 
keen nose he should follow the track rapidly 
in order to get among the turkeys unawares 
and as quickly as possible and flush them. At 
sight of the game he should be trained to bark 
in order to let the hunter know be bas found 
them, and also to scatter them more 
effectually. The hunter sbould then go 
to his dog as quickly as possible and circie 
in every direction to make sure that ali the 
turkeys have been flusbed. Sometimes a part 
of the flock, not being flushed by the dos, re- 
main on the ground and run off. A good dog 
never ailows this to happen. He will circle as 
long as be can get the least scent and put up 
every turkey that 1s on the ground. When 
the turkers flush. they generally fly several 
hundred yards, some alighting on the ground 
jand some in the timber. Those which alight 
n the timber, when they have not been hunted 
too much, can be rode under and shot from 
the horse. I never approved of this way ot 
killing them, uniese one is very hungry for a 
turkey or had been unsuccessful otherwise. 
A ood dog also affords one of the best ways 
of killing turkeys without a horse. Ifa bunt- 


er's dog is well trained to drop where he wants

will be well hid, and commences to call. Then 
if the turkeys beve not been hunted much 
they will soon begin to yeip ail around him, 
and it will not be long before one or more will 
come up and give an opportunity for a shot. 
If he kills dead he goes and gets it. and, mov- 
ing a little, continues to call. If one is crip- 
pled ne puts his dog on its trail and it is soon 
brought to bag. Tue old hen being old in the 
cause, the firing of the gun frightens her away 
and the hunter has things his own way witb 
the young ones. If he wants to be a butcher 
he has a fine opportunity. Under such cir- 
cumetances one can certainly thin out a flock 
of young and inexperienced turkeys almost to 
depletion. 

If it is in early or middle fall the hunter need 
not wait more than half au hour before the 
flocks break up; where they have been hunted 
or harassed im any way, or, in hunter's par- 
lance, been educated, it is not such an easy 
thing to kill one. When they have been flushed 
by a dog in the same manner as that just de- 
scribed it takes a good deal of patience, fine 
management, some extra good calling. and 
precious littie of it to induce one to come to a 
yelp. I have flushed these educated” flocks 
early in the morning in the month of February 
and I would not attempt to call them until late 
in the evenmg, zometimes not until next 
morning very early. I have frequently gone 
after these educated' flocks late in the sea- 
son, and, after flushing them, I would cal! my 
dog in and quietly ride home. In the morning 
Il would go to the spot and soon bear the calls 
and make my shots. All depends upon the

A THANKSGIVING DINNER. 


ONE DEVISED TO SUIT ANY REASONA- 
BLE TASTE, 


The Orthodox Dishes with Certain Addi- 
tions to Meet the Demands of Epicurean 
Tastes—The Practical Side of the Sub- 
ject Presented in a Recipe for Each of 
the Good Things—Fiexibility One of the 
Merits of the Bill of Fare. 


To the current number of the Cosmopolitan 
a writer attempts to give a bili of fare for 3 
Thanksgiving dinner, wnich shall be adapted 
to almost any tabie, since the dishes named are 
all in tone, 80 to speak, and the omission of 
one or more to suit moderate tastes will not 
mar the dinner’ssymmetry. A seneibie recipe 
for each dish is given, and the near approach 
of Thanksgiving-Day makes the article timely. 
Says the writer: 

But although noone has idealized the ex- 
ploits of the American housewife, or invested 
the sacred bird of the season with the poetic 
aroma that exhaies from the sage and omons 
of Bob Cratchett's immortul goose, none the 
less is she busy this month preparing goodies 
fur ber Thanksgiving table. On this day even 
the city people, who dine à la Russe as a rule, 
prefer the real old-time dinner of their child- 
hood. They may introduce a few modern im- 
provements,” but in the main it is the turkey 
and cranberry sauce and minve and pumpkin 
pies that are dear to the memory, as associated 
with Thanksgiving. 

Bill of Fare, 

I will give a bill of fare fora Thankegiving 
dinner which may be cut down to the simplest 
proportions by those that wish only to have the 
traditional bird, and “ fiximgs,’’ and pie: 
Oysters on the Half-Shell. 

Olives, Salted Almonds, 

White Mushfoom 


Soup, 
Roast Turkey, Giblet Sauce, 2 Jelly. 
Chicken Pie, Oyster Patties, 

Salad, Browned Potatoes, 
Pumpkin Pie, Mince Pie, 
Fruit, Crackers and Cheese, Coffee. 

The larger part of this dinner may be pre- 
pared tne dhy before. The soup will only need 
beating. The pies and patties can both be 
made the day before, so that the actual cook- 
ing Tnanksgiving-day will be confined to the 
vegetabies and turkey. The mincemeat should 
be made at least a week before us ms. 

White Mushroom Soup. 

A knuckle of veal ana a scant quart of water 
to each pound that it weighs. and, if the flavor 
is not objected to, a slice of boiled or scalded 
ham. (Be sure, if you use unboiled ham, to 
remove riod and trim away the dark edges.) 
Ifthe knuckle weighs four pounds, use a 
medium-sized carrot, turnip, onion, two 
cloves, a bay leaf, two large sprigs of parsley 
(and two of thyme if you have it), 

Put the four quarts of water to the veal, 
which should have been gasbed well and the 
bone broken in several places before itis put 
luto the pot. Let it come very slowly to the 
boiling point, and skim it carefully. When it 
boils, put in the vegetables, and, just as it 
agaic boils, ekim again, and then set the pot 
back. Watch it for a time, till you find out 
where it will just boil and no more. This 
point is indicated by a bubble rising in 
the centre of the pot and breaking every tew 
seconds. This is what is meant by slow boil 
ing. And soup of auy kind made inthis way 
will have a tiner flavor than if allowed to boil 
quickly and be quite clear. When this bas 
boiled five bours strain it chrough musliu. 

While this stock is being made put into a 
saucepan four tablespoonfuls of flour and 
four of butter. Stir them till they bubble, 
stir- 
ring the while. Then pour into them quickly, 
and stijl stirring, two quarts of the hot veal 
stock. Let them doll together one minute. 
This is now like thick, smooth, white sauce, 
Stir into it two quarts of boiled new milk. and, 
if you bave it, a pint of sweet thick cream.

This will make nine pints of soup. If more 
is required, increase milk, butter, and flour, 
etc., in the proporuon of one ounce of butter 
and one of flour to each quart of soup, and 
oue quart of milk to each quart of stock, 


Roast Turkey. 

The stuffing for this may be prepared the 
day before and the bird made ready, but I do 
not recommend it to be stuffed until near the 
time for roasting it. 

For the stuffing take eight ounces of bread 
crumbs (no crust), three ounces of butter 
chopped with it, a teaspoonful of salt, one 
quarter teaspoonful of pepper, a small onion, 
boiled and chopped very fine, two tablespoon- 
fuls of parsley, free from stalks, and chopped 
as tine as possible, and a suspicion 
of grated nutmeg. Mix all together 
with two eggs. Stuff the body and crop, 
but if you would have your stuffing 
rich and not like a steamy pudding: do not fill 
the body full; leave plenty of room for swell- 
ing. Many prefer a little fat chopped pork in 
piace of the butter, end if you like a crumbly 
dressing you will not need the eggs. 

When the bird is stuffed, sew up the slit, 
turn the ekin of the neck over the back, and 
fasten with a tiny skewer, then truss it, 
flour it all over, and bake it in a steady 
oven. A large turkey will take quite four 
hours: a medium-sized one three. Baste it 
frequently and turn it about so that all sides 
may be brown alike. 

The gibiets should be put on to stew slowly 
for four hours the day before they are needed, 
with a quart of water, half a teaspoonful 
of salt, and a pinch of pepper. When the 
the broth is reduced to little over a pint 
strain it, keeping the gizzard and liver. 
The former must be chopped fine and the 
latter masbed. When the turkey is done put 
it on a hot platter. Set the dripping-pahn on 
the fire. put the chopped giblete into it, with a 
dessertspoonful of flour, and stir them ail 
around the pan, letting the flour brown. Then 
pour into it the liquor from the g:biets, and, if 
more gravy is required, a littie stock or water. 
Stir it till all the gravy clingmg around the 
pan is removed, and then taste to ascertain if 
seasoned sufficiently. 


Cranberry Jelly. 

To each quart of cranberries put a gill only 
of water, cover close and stew for ten minutes 
over the fire. Then add a pint of sugar, stir 
well, and stew twelve minutes more, uncov- 
ered, stircing often. Rub them through a col- 
ander, and pour them into molds. The next

dinner four small molds are prettier than one 
large one, but this is a matter of taste. 


Chicken Pie. ö 


Make some light pastry in the following way: 

Put into a chopping-bow! two pounds of flour, 
one pound and a half of firm butter, anda 
teaspoonful of salt. Chop the butter and flour 
together in a cold room till the Dutier is about 
the size of white beans. Make a hole in the 
centre of the flour and pour into it a small 
teacup of ice-water. Then with the ends of the 
fingers work the flour In, going round and 
round the bowl till itisastiff paste. Then 
work quickly till it hangs together. Turn it 
If there bits of but- 
ter not incorporated, never mind. Put them 
on the mass, which roll out. If your pastry- 
board is not very large, cut the paste in 
halves. Roll the pastry out till it is an inch 
thick, fold in three, turn the rough edges 
toward you. and roll out again, fold and roll 
twice more, and set on the ice, This paste is 
aimost equal to puff paste, with half the labor. 
ct rises very much if it has been made in a 
Iod room. It is best made the day before the 
pies. 
Two chickens weighing seven pounds make 
alarge pie. Cut them into neat joints, put 
the m into a pot with just enough 
bojiimg water to gover them. Watch them 
for a few minutes to find the piace on the 
range where they will just simmer and no 
more. Then leave them to cook until tender 
—from an bourtoan hour and a half. Take 
them up, cover them, and set them to cool. 
Put to the chicken liquor two inches of carrot 
cut up; avery small onion, a vay leaf, two 
sprigs of parsley, and a biade of mace, a good 
teaspoonful of salt. and one-quarter teaspoon- 
ful of pepper. Let thie ali cook slowly till ro- 
duced to less than a quart. 

Puta tablespoonful of butter and one of 
flour into a saucepan, stir them over the fire 
til they bubble, let them cook together one 
minute, and then pour quickly the strained 
liquor from the chickens into it, stirring all 
the time. When it bolis take it from the fire 
and set it in a cool place. 

Mix together two teaspoonfuls of salt, one- 
quarter teaspoonful of white pepper. Puta 
layer of chicken in the bottom of a three- 
quart pie dish, sprinkle with pepper and sait, 
and then more chicken, seasoning until the 
dish is full. Arrange the meat so that it is 
dome-sbaped. 

Roll out one-third the pastry of foregoing 
ineh thick.

ample room. Press the 
pastry close to the lip of the dish. but not at 
the edges.

If you wish a 
handsome pie, brush it over with a feather

Browned Potatoes. 

These are s'mply mashed potatoes made not 
too moist and passed into a well-buttered bowl. 
Turn them out on a pan, brush them 
over with the yelk of an egg beaten with a 
tablespoonful of water, and set them into a 
hot oven to brown for ten minutes, keeping 
them turned to brown all over alike. 

* Oyster Patties. 

be patty pans with thin pastry, pressing it 
woll to the tin. Put a piece of bread or a ball 
of paper in each. Cover them with paste and 
brush them over with the white ot an eng. 
Cut an inch square of thin pastry, place on 
the centre of each, giaze this also with 
ege, and bake in a quick oven fiftecn 
to twenty minutes. Remove the bread or 
paper when half cold. 

Seald as many oysters as you require (allow- 
ing two for each patty, three if smal!) in their 
own iiquor. Cut each in four and strain the 
liquor. Put two tablespoonfuls of butter and 
two ot flour into a thick saucepan; stir them 
together over the fire till the flour smelis 
cooked, and then pour balf a pint of oyster 
liquor and halt a pint of mik into the flour 
and butter. (If you have cream, use it instead 
of milk.) Stir till it is a thick, smooth sauce. 
Put the oysters into it and let them boi! once. 
Beat the yelks of two eggs. Remove the 
oysters for one minute from the fire. Theo 
stir the ergs into them till the sauce looks 
like thick custard. 

Fill the patties with this oyster fricassee, tak- 
ing care to make it hot by standing in boiling 
water before dinner on the day requirea, and 
to make the patty cases hot before you fill 


the in. 
Mince Meat, 

Take one pound of lean boiled beef or 
tongue, one pound of finely-chopped beef kid- 
ney suct, one pound of currants, well picked 
and washed, one pound of raising stoned, two 
pounds of pared and cored apples, one-half 
pound of citron cut small, one-balf pound of 
candied lemon peel, cut small, one pound of 
brown sugar, one tablespoonful of salt, and 
twolarge oranges. Chop the beef and apples 
very fine, add the other ingredients 
(using one pound more applea if 
plainer pies are required), erate the 
orange peel, and squeeze in the juice. Mix in 
a bow! a teaspoonful of ground mace, four of 
cinnamon, two of grated nutmegs, a teaspoon- 
tul of ground cloves, and one of ginger. Mix 
well, Put half into the mince meat, stir and 
taste, and then add gradually till it is spiced to 
suit your taste. Some like little sevice; others 
much, When all is well mixed pour in a pint 
of wine and balt a pint of brandy. 

No cider is required unless the wine and 
brandy are objected to. Then use a pint and 
a halt of cider. With the wine and brandy 
this mince meat keeps a year, and is better as 
time goes on. 

Pumpkin Pies, 

Take a quart of stewed or baked pumpkin 
saited and pressed through a sieve. Mix with 
it a teaspoonful of mace, one of cinnamon, 
one nutmeg, two large cups of sugar, and 
then add two quarts of milk, nine eggs, yelks 
and whites beaten separately, a teaspoonful 
of salt, and a gill of brandy (optional). Line 
pie plates with thin pastry, fill with the above 
mixture, and bake in a moderate oven. 

Salted Almonds, 

Blanch haifa pound of almonds. Put to them 
a tablespoonful of melted butter and one 
of salt. Stir them till well mixed, then 
spread them over a baking-pan and bake 
fitteen minutes, or till crisp, stirring often. 
They must be bright yellow-brown when done. 
They are a fashionable appetizer, and shouid 
be placed in ornamental dishes at the begin- 
ning of dinner, and are used by some in place 
of olives, which, however, should also be on 
— table, or some fine pickles may take their 
place. 

Dishes of fruit can ail be prepared the day 
before the dinner. Grapes and soft fruits are

THE RITE OF JOHUR, 


An Awful Sacrifice Made by Fanatical 
Women in Old India. 

A Hindoo in the Pall Mall Gazetic: In a 
Reuter’s telegram of the 2lst of October I read: 
“A repetition of the Johur ordeal has occurred 
in a Brahmin village near Neemuch, in Bengal; 
the object being to avoid the Tonk Durbar as- 
goss ment. The two victims caimiy ascended 
the funeral pyre, and bravely met death. The 
villagers afterwards took their charred heads 
to Odeyvore.“ Neemuch isa town and British 
cantonment in the territory of Gwalior, and is 
situated a short distance from the boundary 
separating that tract of country from the State 
of Odeypore, in Rajpootana. It is just where 
one would expect the Johur to take piace, if 
anywhere; for it is essentially a Rajpoot rite, 
like the sacrifice of widows and infants. The 
present case isa remarkable one; for Johur, 
in past aistory, Was never used to avoid assess- 
ment, and the telegram does not say whether 
the victims are male or female, 

Johur is an awful rite. Awhole tribe may 
become extinct by it, as is seen in several in- 
stances recorded in the history of the Rajpoot 
States. What it signifies 1s the burning of 
women tosave their honor. The Rajpoot is 
profoundly jealous of the honor of his women 
and to prevent their failing into the hands of 
conquerors, then to be dealt with as was often 
the case in the wars with the Mobammedans, be 
has recourse to the Jobur—that is to say, the 
immoiation of every female of the family. And 
the Rajpoot woman agiladiy embraces such a 
refuge {rom pollution; or even if she were not 
in fear of being forced away as a captive she 
would prefer it to living on as a widow. 

The loss of a battle or the capture of a city 
during the Mohammedan invasions was usually 
the ume when thie dreadful rite was practiced. 
At the end of the famed siege of Cheetore, the 
ancient Capital of the Rana of Odeypore, by 
Ala-uddin in 1303 the Rajpoot chief, after an 
arduous day, passed the night in pon- 
dering the meaus by which he might save 
from the general destruction one at least of 
bis twelve sous. Eleven of them fell during 
the next few days, and when but one gon re- 
m ned to the Hana he prociaimed the Jobur. 
The funeral pyre was lighted within subter- 
ranean chambers where the suns rays had 
never entered, and the defenders of Cheetore 
bebeld the Queens, and their own wives and 
daughters to the number of several thousands, 
pass in procession to the fire. The beautitul 
Pudmani, the consort of the Rana, who was 
believed to be the chief object of attracuon 
tor the conquering Tartar, came: last in the 
throng. The door of the caverns closed; the 
fires raged within; and the bonor of the Raj- 
poot women was saved. When afterwards 
Ala-uddin engered the Capital on tue death of 
the Rana and his surviving son, who fell in 
the conflict, he found it strewn with the bodies 
of its defe re, while smoke yet issued from 
the recesses where the women bad perished, 

Again during the second siege of Cheetore 
by Banadoor, Shah of Gujrat in 1530, when the 
bravest bad falten in defending the breach 
caused by bis artillery (it was served by Portu- 
guese adventurers), the Jobur was prociaimed. 
There was little time to build the pyre. Com- 
bustibles were beaped up in burriedly-made 
hollows in the ground and magazines were 
placed around them. The mother of the infant 
Prince led the procession of willing victims to 
their doom and 13,000 temales were thus immo- 
lated at once. 

In the Jobur on the occasion of Firoz Shah's 
attack upon Jessulmir, some years after the 
event above described, 16.000 temales were 
destroyed. 

The Johur was practiced not only when the 
foe was the lustful and bloodthirsty Tartar, 
there are a 80 instances of it in the intertribal 
wars of the Rajpoots. Numerous inscriptions 
on stone and on brass, according to the 
archw@ologists, record as the first token of 
victory the captive wives of the foe, and the 
law of Manu with regard to female captives in 
war is analogous to those of Moses and Ma- 
homet on the same point. 


Indian Money. 

Not very long ago, writes Mrs. F. A. Warner 
ot Saginaw, Mich., I received from Wasbing- 
ton Territory a box of real Indian money. The 
lady who sent it to me says that years ago her 
husband was an indian trader, and while 
among the Alaska Indians he collected this 
queer currency. The Indian money, or 
** wampum,”’ as the Indians call it, is @ rare sea- 
shell, ao inch or more in length, iwice the size 
around of a large knitting-needie, tapering, 
slightly bent, and bolliow. The value of each 
piece to tnem was four cents. I have quite a 
bit more of this Indian money than I need for 
my own collection, and any one who would 
like a pocket-piece of this kind of money may 
pave it and welcome by sending a stamp for 


postage.

Six years ago there was first shown m 
America the possibilities of the mandolin. At 
that time the Spanish students gave concerts 
throughout the entire country, playmg in Chi- 


cago at MoVicker’s, and everywhere being 
heard with delight. The company was formed 
in Naples, most of the performers being from 
that city, and all being Italians, It was purely 
an accident that this pleasant companionship 
in music was formed, and the resulting tour of 
the world by the company was not for some 
time even thought of. The nucieus of the Span- 
ish students’ troupe was a voluntary association 
of a half dozen of the lovers of the mandolin 
in Naples, and the object of their coming to- 
gether was to furnish amusement to them- 
selves and their particular friends. From 
this beginning the fame of the young 
performers spread, and their services 
were in request at ‘various . surrounding 
cities. It was not long before they had played 
in most of the cities of Italy, and the company 
bad increased to a dozen performers. It was 
not until they entered France, however, that 
the idea of making a tour of the world was 
resolved on. In Paris the little band was aug- 
mented to about forty performers, and with 
this company performances were given in the 
chief cities of Europe and America. 

Of this company 
nineteen played man- 
dolins, several played 
violins, and others 
guitars. For three 
years this company 
played in this country, 
and then returned to 
Italy, takmg their sweet 
music with them, but 
leaving behind a strong 
liking for the inetru- 
ment. One of the best 
performers of tne com- 
pany, Sig. Fachutar, 
after teaching in New £1G. FACHUTAR, 
York, Philadeipbia, and Boston, came to Ch. 
gago and bas made the mandolin the favorit 
of many lady performers. Sig. Fachutar was 
found at his residence lately with a lady pupil 
on either side of him, to whom he was ex- 
viaining the mysterious digital contortions 
called fingering. The Signor delights to talk 
about bis favorit instrument, and said en- 
thusiastically: „O, de mandoleen is de sweet- 
est of de—de fingar instruments, It is de 
violeea and not any bow. Many play eet 
bere, De ladas lika eet; vy should dey not; 
eet is beautiful. But in Naple; you should 
beer eet in Naple. Deore everypody play; de 
girla, de boy, de lovar, alla.“

Fachutar has 
been bere several of bis 
pupils have become re- 
markably good players. Among these are 
several young businese-men, who, from pure 
love of the instrument, often give entertain- 
ments in pubiic. Last winter a half-dozen of 
the best players, with Big. Fachutar as iead- 
er., gave several notable entertainwents and 
played at many private receptions. The best 
of these performers have thie winter formed a 
quartet, with Fachutar as leader, and have de 
lighted all who have heard them with their 
sweet music, Of these verbans the most skill- 
ful player is probabiy Mr. Charles Bunker, a 
resident of the West Side. He was previousiy 
a good guitarist, but within the last year he bas 
become wonderfully profi t on the mandolin 
and renders the most diffichit music with ex- 
collont expression and eff 
leisure moments to the e 
dolin, and plays from pure love of the instru- 
ment. 

Dr. M. L. Harris, who resides on the North 
Side bas found time outside of. hig profession 
to thoroughly learn the mandolin, He tas had 
not more than eight months’ practice, and is 
already an expert performer. The other mem 
ber of the quartet, A. D. Burke, is a photo- 
graphic artist of the city, and a devotee of the 
mandolin. He i aiso a pupil of Sig. Fachutar. 
and owes bis proficiency to the excellent meth- 
ode of teaching of the Signor, baving taken 
lessons but for a short time.

True Wonderfal Migration Which Is Seen 
in Norway Once in Every Quarter of @ 
Century—An Alaska Tribe Where Wom-

Once in about every twenty-five years Nor- 
way and Sweden are the scenes of a migration 
which is one of the wonders of the natural 
world.

From near and far 
the iemmings come, led by a restiess impulse, 
and after forming an immense army on some 
great plateau start east or west, as the case 
may be, and in an undeviating line march for- 
ward. Hilla, valle s. lakes, rivers are c:ossed, 
with an utter disregard to the bavoc made in 
their ranks by death. 

It is @ sad time for the farmer, for when the 
living torrent pours over à cultivated section 
it spreads and lingers till every eatadle is 
gone, in the meantime bringimg forth young in 

numbers and with unusual rapidits, 60 
despite all the numerous causes of de- 
Struction that follow or await it, the terrible 
army actually increases in size during its on- 
ward march. Besides the rivers and lakes, 
which swallow up great multitudes, a prolific 
source ot death is found in the various animals 
ot the country. Carnivorous beasts and birds, 
such as wolves, ioxes, wild cats, the various 
members of the weasel family, eagies, hawks.

On entering a room he 
made an elaborate curtsey by crossing his legs. 
one over the other, and bowing slowly and 
deeply.

One day he amused 
bimseif by painting on the wail in one corner 
of the room near the baseboard a bole in the 
plastering, as though some ili-natured fellow 
had vented nis spite against the world by kick- 
ing a hole in the wall.

Eating Before Sleep. 

It is a common impression that to take food 
immediately before going to bed and to sieep 
is unwise. Such a suggestion is answered by 
a reminder that the instinct of animais 
prompts them to sleep as soon as they have 
enten; and in summer an after-dinner nap, 
especially when the meal is taken at midday, 
is a luxury indulged in by many. ; 

Neither darkness nor season of the year 
alters the condiuions. If the ordinary hour of 
the evening meal is 6 or 7 o'clock, and ot the 
first morning meal 7 or 8 o'clock, an interval 
of twelve bours or more elapses without food, 
and for persons whose nutrition is at fault 
this 18 altogether too long a period for fasting. 

That such an interval witbout food is per- 
mitted explains many a restiess night, and 
much of the bead and back ache, and the 
languid, half-restea condition on rising which 
is accompanied by no appetite for breakfast. 
This meal itself often dissipates these sensa- 
tions. It is therefore desirable, if not essen- 
tial, when nutriment is to be crowded, that tne 
last thing before going to bed should be the 
taking of food. 

Sleeplesness is often caused by starvation, 
and atumbler of milk, if drank in the middie 
of tne night, will often put peovle to sleep 


MODERN LAKE-DWELLERS. 


THE ODD CITY AT THE MOUTH OF THE 
ST. CLAIR RIVER, 


Hotels, Club.-Houses, Stores, and Private 
Dwellings Accessible Only by Water—A 
Town Without a Government and with 
an Enormous Commerce Passing Its 
Very Doors—The Ship Canal and Its 
Many Curious Features—A Paradise of 


Squatter Sovereigns. 

Upon the delta which has formed at the 
mouth of the St. Clair, the magnificent river 
connecting the Huron with the lower lakes and 
separating Canada and Michigan, there is now 
springing up ag, interesting settlement. des 
tined at no remote period to make its figure in 
the world. Some of the first dwellings were 
built on piles, as were the palaces of Venice 
and the lacustral villages found in many parts 
of the Old World, notably in the Swiss lakes, 
the East Indian Archipelago, and the lake re- 
gious of Central and South America, the re- 
mains of some of which ante-date all history. 
But most of this settlement bas its founda- 
tions of solid earth, reclaimed, however, from 
the surrounding waters. 

Some twenty-five years ago one Joe Bedore, 
a French-Canadian, established himself on the 
opposit side of the river’s mouth and opened a 
resort for hunters and fishermen on Walpole 
Island. but was soon dispossessed by the Cana- 
dian authorities, who had set apart the terre 
tory as a National park and reservation. Be- 
dore, however, simply transferred bis bosteiry 
to the American side of the stream, about four 
miles south of Herson’s Island, and thus be- 
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came the pioneer in the settlement we are de- 
scribing, building his new house upon piles 
driven into the lake, to which bis guests 
would make fast their lines. The drift of the 
current soon brought its accumulations and it 
became an easy matter to drive additional 
piles and secure the accretions. He now hasa 
plot of about half an acre and accommoda- 
tions for thirty or forty guests. 

Shortly after Bedore had established himself 
in bis new quarters a club was sta ted at the 
great bend of the south channel, at the other ex- 
treme of the delta, by some enterprising gentie- 
men of Detroit, known as Tue St. Clair Hunt- 
ing and Fishing Association.“ They also built 
their house upon piles, but establisbed it as a 
private viub, and with some regard to comfort, 
if notluxury. They have since reciaimed a 
frontage of a thousand feet, and are about to 
erect quite an extensive establishment with 
the view of making it a summer-resort for 
their families and others. About the same 
time a line of steamers reclaimed a consider- 
able plot which they have called Star Is!- 
and.“ and erected The Star Island House,” 
Which has since become quite a favorit resort. 
They have how a irontage of about 400 feet 
and accommodations for 200 or 300 guests. 
Between this and Bedore's place two private 
clubs, the Peninsular and the Delta Boat- 
ing and Fishing Club,“ have established the m- 
selves within the last two years, each with a 
frontage of about 200 feet, and have erected 
several commodious and sightly buildings. 

There are other hotels and private club 
houses, notably ne Rusbmere,“ spring ing 
up all around in this watery exposure, and the 
growth of the singular settiement be

comes a stbject of curious speculation 
and if the general rule as to com- 
mercial growth being always % up 
stream is to hold good in regard tothe St. 
Clair Flats the embrvo settlement now in proe- 
ress there has a most interesting feature and 
future. It lies in the direct path of an im- 
mense commerce, thousands of tons of ship- 
ping are passing its channels day and night. 
The water is peculiarly limpid, soft, and ciear, 
and at a few feet below the surface there is a 
bright, silvery,sandy bottom. There are no 
tides, no violent seas, no malarial marsues. 
Healthy surroundings are upon every side, and 
a back country rich m all manner 
of agricultural and arboreal products. What 
will follow this new departure in towns is un- 
certain. The thing seems to deserve encour- 
agement. When it is understood that to re- 
claim these flats is necessarily to deepen 
the channeis for a commerce already largest 
in tonnage that passes any point on any iniang 
water channel in the United States, and 
greater than the annual tonnage of the City of 
London, it will be seen that these squatters 
are engaged in a good work, and are entitled 
to consideration if not fosterage. While the 
Government may refuse to sell the property 
to a syndicate, on speculation, it may 
possibly guarantee the pretmption of 
actual settiers, subject, of course, to 
its own right of eminent domain. 
Mere staking out, however, is not occupancy. 
Actual improvements must be made and actual 
occupancy in order to assume a title; and quit- 
aims are given at nominal rates by the ripa- 
rian owners. 

It is claimed that another Venice is about to 
emerge from these peaceful waters, and it is 
remarkable that the same character of sand 
and alkali-producing plants which originally 
attracted the Byzantine glass-workers to the 
site of that city and eventually gave it its 
world-wido reputation exist in vast quantities 
upon these flats. and indeed may be said 
to constitute them—their area being three 
times that of Venice. 


seven feet in the thirty-three miles of its 
course, and is from forty to sixty feet in 
depth. It is, therefore, by no means a turbid 
stream; and yet not only in a southerly direc- 
tion, but also easterly, upon tne Canadian Flats, 
and westerly, into Anchor Bay, the delta is 
steadily encroaching. But as it bas taken ail 
the ages since the creation to occupy one-third 
of the lake, it is not probable that it wilt Al) up 
the remainder within our day and generation. 
The theory of all deltal accretion is that its 
growth is in exact ratio to the swiftness of 
the current above it, and as the St. Clair is not 
arapid stream the growth of this delta is 
necessarily slow. 

Summer tourists and others who have made 
the circuit of the great lakes, if they bave 
passed this part of tue trip in the daytime, 
must have noticed the United States sbip- 
canal to which we have referred. It is a 
very remarkable construction, and seems 
to rise from the middie of the lake simply as a 
beautiful surprise. Its banks, 300 feet apart, 
forty feet in width, neatly sodded and fringed 
with willows, are over 7,000 feet in length, and 
are protected at either end by.picturesque and 
stately lighthouses, which, with their immedi- 
ate surroundings, are alwa s in perfect condi- 
tion. The banks of the canal, however, are 
somewhat out of repair, and are constantly 
liable to be so from the perishable character 
of the material employed in their construction. 
The original channel was at this point some- 
what tortuous, and was rapidly filling up. 
Plaus were therefore made in 1866 for a direct 
cut across the bar, witha width of 300 feet 
and a channe! depth of thirteen; and the cross 
section, as finished in 1871, was of these di- 
mensions, with banks five feet above the 
water-line, protected by plank revetments. 
At first no reveiments were contemplated for 
the outer or lake faces of the banks, but it 
was soon found that such were necessary, and 
a eingle row of sheet-piling has been put in, 
supported by one ot timber. The increasing 
demands of commerce cailed at the same time 
tor a deeper channel, and in 1873-74 it was 
excavated to a depth of sixteen feet and a 
width of 200, leaving a berme of about forty 
feet on either side at the original depth to 
support the revetments. But in many places 


this berme bas been washed away by the cur- 


rent and by the action of the wheels of pass 
ing steamers, the ends of the sheet-piling de- 
ing in some places undermined and exposed. 
Where the banks bave caved away, bowever, 
they have been filied in witu brush and cedar 
bark, Dut this is only a temporary expedient, 
which must soon be supplemented by a more 
permanent superstructure. If the present 
pile revetment should now be cut down below 
the weter-line ana substituted by a substan- 
tial coping of artificial stone similar to that on 
the Union Dry-Docks at Brooklyn it would be 
a permanent work and would put an end to 
the ever-recurring necessity for repairs and 
appropriations. 

The willow trees planted in 1874-’75 by Gen. 
Poe extend along the whole line of the work 
and are in a very flourishing condition, lend- 
ing a beautiful feature to the shores, their 
roots having fully accomplished the design for 
which they were intended in consolidating the 
embankments. The trees have to be kept 
down, however, by judicious pruning, and 
their surplus branches utilized in keeping up 
the banks. The rapid growth of the. willow 
and its proverbia) thrift in watery places render 
it a valuable auxiliary to the engineer in 
works of this character. 

A bill was introduced at the last session of 
Congress to set apart the lands in the St. Ciain 
Flats as a reservation for fishing, shooting, and 
pleasuring grounds, claiming them to be 
“marsh and overflowed or shoal water lands 
of the United rates.“ 


WONDERFUL MEMORIES. 


People Who in One Gift Have Greatly Ex- 
celled the Masses. 

In many ways the mental capacities of indi- 
viduais differ, but how that difference arises 
will always remain one of nature’s secrets. 

Lord Macaulay had a most powerful memo- 
ry. Should he read a book once the contents 
of it were never afterwards forgot, but were 
always ready to be reproduced. Some one 
doubted this fact, and asked him, as a test, to 
name the Archbishops oi Canterbury. This he 
did, along with their dates, and never made a 
slip, even although he had never seeu them 


tabulated, but had read them as isloted facts 
in the course of his general reading. 

Mr. Woodfall of the Morning Post, who 
lived in the last century, when it was illegal to 
publish or even tase notes of the speeches 
made ih St. Stepben’s, could go and hear a de- 
bate in the Lords or Commons, and thereafter 
return to his office, where he. dictatea to the 
printers the speeches he bad just listened to. 
His accuracy was remarkable, ana in compli- 
ment to his ability be was always known as 
„Memory Woodfall.’’ 

Dr. Johnson was a man of similar capabili- 
ties, and it was by the aid of his retentive 
memory that the London newspapers befare 
the time of Woodfall were informed as to the 
speeches made iu the two Houses of Parlia- 
ment. 

Certain painters, draughtsmen, and seulptors 
after attentively considering a figure are able 
to draw it from memory. Gustave Doré gould 
do this with great exactness. Sir Noel Paton, 
the ethereal artist of present-day fame, draws 
all his pictures on this principle. For nights 
in succession he dreams of the same subject, 
and, when all ia faithfully imprinted on bis 
memory, he reproduces his visions on the can- 
vas. And who can deny their grandeur? 

Abercrombie, in bis writings, teils us of an 
artist who copied from recollection, and vit h- 
out the aid of an engraving, a martyrdom of 
St. Peter, by Rubens; with so perfect an im- 
itation that on the two pictures being placed 
beside one another considerabie attention was 
required to distinguish the copy from the orig- 
inal. 

Mozart bad an extraordinary memory, as is 
seen in his actions regarding the writing out 
ot The Miserere.“ This piece was performed 
in the Sistine Chapel, Rome, and no ond was 
allowed by the priests, on pain of excommuni- 
cation, to possessor try to copy any part of 
the music while in the church. Mozart at- 
tended the services, listened with rapture to 
the singing, returned bome and wrote out 
from memory the music of the whole cantata. 
So well was the work done that the keeper of 
the church was on the point of being tried for 
perjurs! 

Beethoven, after he was deaf, could remem- 
ber all the combinations of notes and tones in 
his works. And yet wecan see such a com- 
pass in them, and even are unable at times to 
comprehend their intrinsic merits. 

Sir Henry Holland relates a curious story 
regarding his memory. On one occasion he 
was traveling in the Hartz Mountains in Ger- 
many, and while there had to visit the famous 
salt mines of that country. Whenin the mines 
he was overcome with fatigue and entirely for- 
got his German. His guides were at their 
wits’ end, for Sir Henry could only order in 
English. At length spirits were procured and 
he vegan to revive, and with his bodily revival 
his German vocabulary returned. 

The story of Guo Guidi, the Italian, is a 
sad one, and shows that too strong a memory 
may partake of the nature of a disease. This 
man could repeat 36,000 disconnected words 
after hearing them once, but was incapahie 
of originating an idea he might term his own. 
Menétrier could repeat 300 disconnected words, 
and to all appearances Nature bad been kinder 
to him, for he bas left works which have 
gained for him a niche in the temple of fame. 

The Generais of antiquity were famous for 
their strong memories. Cyrus, King of Per- 
sia, knew by name every soldier in bis army, 
and Themistocies could run over the names of 
20,000 citizens of Athens. 

Last century the public offices of Denmark 
were burned to the ground, and among the 
property so destroyed was an account book 
which, if there bad been no means of repro- 
ducing it, would pave entailed a heavy loss to 
the Government. A reproducer in the person 
of one Niebubtr, a clerk in the offices, was, 
however, found, and he restored from mem- 
ory all the missing accounts. Niebuhr, in

How a Meter Works. 

How does a meter measure gas? There are 
two kinds of gas meters—* wet and dry.” 
In the ordinary wet meter there is 4 drum 
divided into four compartments by radiating 
partitions; thisdrum revolves in such a way 
that the lower half is beneath the surface of 


the water contained in the case. The gas en- 
ters one of the closed chambers formed be- 
tween the surface of the water and a partition 
of the drum; its pressure increases the size of 
the chamber, making the drum revolve. Each 
turn of the drum carries forward a definit 
quantity of gas, and the only thing necessary 
ig a train of wheels to register the number of 
revojutions made by the drum. Tue wet” 
meter is much inferior to the dry meter, 
the principle of which is very simple. The 
gas pours into an expanding chamber, com- 
pressing another simiiar chamber already filled 
with gas, which is thus forced though the 
exit-pipe, and by means of a lever the quantity 
in each chamber is asailternately forced in or 
out, as required. The number of movements 
is registered by a tram of wheels on u set of 
dials.

THE ST. CLAIR SHIP CANAL. 


There are three important channeis coursing 
through this delta, known, respectively, as the 
north channel, the middie channel. and the

ELECTRO-PLATING THE DEAD. 


Interment, Cremation, and Embalming 
Outdone by This New Art. 

At the great electric exhibition in Paris in 

1881 there were to be seen parts of a corpse 

that resembied a most elaborate casting of 


copper or bronze, retaining at the same time 


their natural forms. At the subsequent exhi- 


bition, in April, 1885, this art of galvanizing. 


organic frames had been improved in as much 
as they did not only seem to be electro-gal 
vanically coated but metallized throughout, 
the surface of the subject even being copper, 
bronze, or whatever the alligation consisted 
of. These preparations proved suggestive to 
the engineer J. Vergovata, who, quite serious- 
ly, made the proposal to enstrine all human 
corpses galvano-piastically in a metallic hus«, 
thus putting the question of the disposal of 
the dead in a new, unprecedented phase. In- 
terment,” be said, “is condemned from a gan- 
itary standpoint, without mentioning the 
most dire feelings of survivors. Cre- 
mation is even more repugnant to 
some and deprives justice of the means of 
discovering crimes and prosecutmg teir per- 
petrators; embaiming, finaliy, is too expensive 
forthe great bulk of men. It is. gaivano 
plastic art chat has all the disadvantages of 
the present mode of burying or cremating the 
dead, and is, at the same time, within the 
reach of all. Poor people will be putin zine 
the wealthy will suffer to be coppered, the very 
rich can afford to be siivered and gilded.”’ 

The process itself is simpie. The organic 
body to be metallized is washed with alcobol 
and covered with fine graphite powder. This 
will be rubbed all over tune surface of tha body 
with a cioth of cotton, so that it obtains the 
appearance of giitterme coal, or looks like a 
Auger ou which a lead pencil has been rubbed. 
The body, now able to conduct electricity, is 
suspended in an earthen vessel filled witha 
concentrated solution of sulphuric oxide of 
copper, or, if it is to be silvered, nickeled, cov- 
ered witb zinc, gilded with appropriate solu- 
tions of these metals. In thie vessel, further- 
more, ise put a plate of metal proportionate in 
size to the body to be metall ized and connected 
with the positive pole of a dynamo machine 
or a strong galvanic battery, while its 
negative pole is connected with the body. The 
action of the current causes now a wonderful! 


transformation. The metal of the plate, the | 


positive pole, gradually comes off while the 
negative pole, represented by the graphited 
body, attracts metal out of the sol uuon cover- 
ing, corresponding to the prior form, the whole 
surface with remarkable firmness and even- 
ness. The longer the current is suffered to 
act the thicker the coat will be. It makes the 
cover of the organism airtight so that, in con- 
sequence of this perfectly hermetica! sealing, 
pucrefaction cannot take place. The body 
thus secluded dries up, turns into a mummy, 
whereaa the metallic coat remains unaitered 
in the ‘original shape of the deceased. 

The expense of making such a metallic coat 
igs small. It is represented by the value of the 
metal, the labor expended, and the cost of the 
coal necessary to set a dynamo machine in 
moon. if steam-power is used; the value of 
gas, if a gas-motor, or that of chemicals, it a 
battery is applied. If this very simple method 
of conserving the dead should be carried out, 
it would afford a similar instance to the work 
of the Egyptians, who preserved the original 
form of their dead by embaiming them and de- 
positing them in great vaults. Electricity, 
which of late bas opened to the living such a 
manifold and unforethought field of activity, 
would now even after death lend us its 
services dy preserving the form and shape of 
onee living creatures. 

The inveutor of this new art hes tried it 
successfully on cleven human corpses and 
over a hundred cadavers of animals. 


Fab SUICIDE. 


A Wyoming Broncho Which Should Have 
Died Sooner. 

„Hell bath no fury jike a woman scorned,’ 
wrote Congreve in the ‘Mourning Bride,’ but 
Congreve never tackled a 4-year-oild Wyoming 
broncho and tried to break it.“ The speaker 
was a South Side manufacturer who lives in 
the country, employs a number of horses in 
his business and on his farm, and from years 
of experience is an adept in breaking and 
handling them. “I thought the horse 
bad not been born that I could not 
master, but I have ebanged my mind. A few 
weeks ago I attended a public sale of horses 
brought here from a ranch in Wyoming, and 
being struck by the beauty and many good 
points of a 4year-old, purchased it, there 
being no misrepresentation as to the brute’s 
qualities. It had been partially broken only, 
and I determined to take it home and finish its 
education before putting it in one of my city 
teams. It was perfect in shape, with a fine 
giossy coat, and I thought would make a fine 
addition to my collection of live stock. It 
appeared to de gentle enotigh, and I bad no 
difficulty in getting it home and into my stabile. 

“Then the trouble commenced. I went out 
to take a look at it, and it landed one of its 
hind feet in my abdomen, cracking one of my 
hip bones and giving me a burt from which 1 
shall never fulty recover.

It 
made no demonstration of disapproval till ne ap- 
plied the comb to its forelegs, and then it struck 
at and gave bim an ugly scalp-wound, from 
which the blood flowed eo freely as to neariy 
blind bim, yet be succeeded in returning it to 
the stable, it showimg an ugly temper during 
the process. After this the beautiful littie 
beast was handled very gingeriy, and bis food 
given to bim at the end of a long-handied 
pitchfork. He had a playful way of getting 
up into the manger with bis forefeet, and of 
launching his bind ones out at anything with- 
in reach, that rendered such precautions bigh- 
ly necessary. 

„ When I had sufficiently recovered from my 
injuries to go about I determined to break the 
animal to harness, and gota beavy cart to 
break him in. Isummoned my nephew to my 
assistance, and we procured the necessary 
ropes and appliances and to go about 
the work in true horee-tamer style.

case investigation showed that the sputa of the 
sick persous bad been thrown on the ground 
and toe fowls bad eaten them, and thus bad 
transmitted the disease. This explanation 
seems most probable in view of all the facts. 
If eo, another source of danger has been 
pointed out, and the thorough disinfeouon of 
all dejecta from persons affected by this dis- 
ease should be insisted upon With more rigor 
than ever. 

Prof. Henry C. Lewis of Philadelphia read 
before the British Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science last summer a paper on 
the derivation of the diamond, which bas at- 
tracted wide attention. Prof. Lewis shows in 
brief that the diamonds from the famous 
Kimberley district of South Africa oocur not 
only in the euperficial grave! strata, but are 
also abundant through a neck of lava wien 
bas forced its way upward through a highi;- 
carboniferous shale. In the Kimberley district 
four such necks have been discovered. The 
rock is a true peridotic lava free from any 


traces of diamonds except where it penetrates 


the carboni!ecrous’ shale, upon which it appears 
by its intense heat to bave acted chemically, 
itself becoming d sintegrated and passing into 
a sort of tufa or volcanic ash, and the shaie 
also being compietely metamorphosed. About 
this ciroumierence of altered lava ana 
shale the crystais of the diamond are 
abundant. On exposure to the sun 
this altered mass rapidly disintegrates 
and by washing yields up its diamonds. it ap- 
peurs, therefore, that diamonds are secondary 


minerals formed from the action of the hot

The explana- 
tion is given in the fact that chloroform peve- 
trates and replaces water in the animal tis 
sues, and also has great aflinity for water. 
Maxwell confessed that the victim died from 
an overdose of chioroform! 

The study of bacteria has received a great 
impetus since the introiuction of Koch's 
methods of cultivation. This is particularly 
true of its applicauon to the study ot drink 
ing-waters. Dr. Frankland of England in a 
recent report has shown that in the method 
employed tor flitering and stormmg the waters 
for the London supply the number of micro- 
organisms is reduced 95 per cent. 

The Edison Company of New York bas just 
published its latest list of work done. This 
gives 181,463 liguts in isolated plants and 119. 
900 in central stations, or 331,363 lamps in all. 
The returns cover ten months from Oct. 1 
1885, to Aug. 1, 1886. 

Maj. J. W. Powell, Director of the United 
States Geological Survey, has just sent ia his 
seventh annual report. Fromthbis ft appears 
that 81,829 square miles in twenty different 
States and Territories have beensurveyed dur- 
ing the year. 

A new chemical element, Germantum, has 
just been positively described by Dr. Clemens 
Winkler. It occurs in a newly-described min- 
eral, Argyrodite—a sulphide of silver and ger- 
manioum. The new element is a metal ofa 
perfect metallic lustre and of a grayish-white 
color; crystallizes in actabaedra and is very 
brittle. It is soluble in aqua regia and gives a 
well-defined line of salts. Its atomio weight is 
72.32. 

Sugar has been recommended as an anti-in- 
crustation fluid for boilers. Experiments car- 
ried out with a muscovado sugar bas shown 
that it not alone prevents the formation large- 
ly but also even cleans tubes already highly 
incrusted, 


LINCOLN’S SUBSTITUTE. 


The Facts About Him—Now a Well-to-Do 
Carpenter At Stroudsburg, Pa. 

Within the last two months I have seen two 
or three articles relating to President Lincoln's 
substitute. They were all iucorrect, and, 
knowing that they were 60, 1 herewith give the 
Times the facts: 

When the quota of draited men required 
from the Third Ward of Washington, in which 
President Lincoln lived, was fixed he directed 
N. D. Larner to procure a substitute for bim. 
Arrangements were made, and the result of 
it is contained in the foliowing article taken 
from the New York Heraida day or two after 
~—~VIZ.: 

“ This morning John 8. Staples, President 
Lincoln's representative recruit, was arrayed 
in the uniform of the United States army, and, 
accompanied by Gen. Fry, Provost Marshal 
General, N. D. Larner of the Third Ward, and 
bis (Staples) father, was taken tothe Exccu- 
tive Mansion, where be was received by Pres- 
dent Lincoln. Gen. Fry introduced him by 
saying: Mr. President, this is the man who is 
to represent youinthe army for the next 
year.’ Mr. Lincoln shook hands with Staples, 
remarked that bo was a good-looking, stout, 
and healthby-appearing man, and believed he 
would do his duty. He asked Staples if he 
bad beeu mustered in, and he repiied that he 
had. Mr. Larner then presented the President 
with a framed official notice of the fact that 
he had putin a representative recruit, and 
the President again shook hands with Staples, 
expressed the hope that he would be one of 
the fortunate ones, and the visitmg party 
then retired.“ 

Mr. Staples was only 18 years of age at the 
time. He received $600 from Mr. Lincoln, and 
was enrolled in Company H. Second District 
of Columbia Regiment, of which regiment his 
father was Chaplain. Mr. Stapies is at preseut 
living at Stroudsburg, Pa., working at his 
trade, which is that of acarpenter. He isa 
sober, industrious man, and not a * ne’er do 
well,” asa represented.—Wikesbarre Letter to 
Philadelphia Times.

Be Called a Graduate in the Erorelses— 


Old and Modern Styles of Sword-Play 
Compared—Precautions in Practice. 

New York, Nov. 19,—|Speei! Correspond- 
ence.)—Dueling long since went out of fasb- 
ion. but the art of handling the sword is still 
cultivated by enthusiasts, In the times when a 
man was expected to defend bis honor upon 
the field in mortal combat the best swords- 
men were noted perscns, as much stared at as 
a succegsful writer of a hook, or a favorit 
actor is today, and perhaps more so. But even 
now the skiliful fencer is not without his giory, 
for those who handle the sword compose a 
community of themselves, among the mem- 
bers of which the leaders are clearly recog- 
nized and honored. And just as few learn 
the “manly art of sel-defense” today for the 
purpose of putting into actual practice their 
accomplishments, so tew study the sword for 
anything more than amusement and recrea- 
tion. That they find both is attested by the 
great numbers whe patronize the masters of 
the art and become proficient fencers. It bas 
become a legitimate department of sport. No 
gymnastic tournamentis complete without a 
series of encounters witb the foils as well as 
with the gloves, and in most athletic associa- 
tions there is special provision for prizes and 
other inducements for attaining proficiency in 
fencing, 

The supposed champion swordsman in this 
country is Prot. Senac of this city. He is a 
slight, medium-sized Frenchman, who appears 
to be about 40 years oid, but be declares that 
as long ago as that he was giving lessons in 
this city. Since then be has lived a good deal

in his native country, where be was a member 
of the Imper al Guard in 1865, and bad among 
his pupils some of the prominent men of the 
Empire and the Kepublic. He taught Gen.- 
Boulanger to use the sword, and has fenced, 
with Oassagnac and other noted duelists. 

“To be a good swordsman,"’ said the profes- 
sor, one must have not only a strong arm 
but strong legs. He will do poorly with the 
sword who cannot stand firm upon his 


exercise demands of a pupil everything that is 
needed in a good general athliete—strength, 
agility, nerve, good and speedy judgment, and, 
not least, endurence. All these, if not had by 
come with judicious study of the 


“Is there no other exercise prescribed to 


| the pupil for the purpose of building up bis 


muscle?” 

The champion smiled loftliy. ** None what- 
ever.“ be said. The lessons are all sufficient. 
There is no better exercise im the world for de- 
veloping bodily vigor. All the muscles are 
brought into active play, and with such ever- 
changing variety that no part of the frame is 
developed at the expense of another, unless it 
be the ist. The muscles of the sword-arm

may naturally be somewhat more pronounced 
than those of the left, but it is not to the dis- 
advantage of the fencer. It seems to me the 
highest form of pnysical contest. For what is 
sport without contest? You seldom bear of a 
man running a mile alone unless be is training 
for the time when be will run against some 
other man. Men train to jump, throw, swim, 
that they may jump bigber, throw farther, or 
swim faster than some other men, do they not? 
It is the spirit of emulation, of direct rivairy 
that gives life to all muscuiar training. But 
in nearly all branches of sport it is the muscle 
alone that gets the benefit; and in the contest 
it is generally brute force that wins. And 
when you come to contests where judgment 
and especial skill are required, as in wrestiing 
or boxing, the contest frequently develops 
bruises, anger, and real injury to one or the 
other of the contestants. Now. in fencing it 
hardly needs saying that the case is quite the 
reverse. The use of foils and tbe protecting 
armor of padded vests brings the contest down 
to a striet scientific basis. It is a contest for 
points every time, and cannot be anything 
else. Brute force counts ior little, but en- 
duranoce, skill, and judgment for everything. 
There is no provocation to anger, for the most 
severe defeat cannot hurt a man, and there 
never need be any dispute as to where the 
honor of victory should rest. 

„How long does it take to become expert 
with the sword?” 

“If you speak literally, I should answer in 
the spirit of an artist and say three years. No 
man can feel that he bas developed to the ex- 
tentof bis capabilities until he has fenced reg- 
ularly for that length of time.“ 

„Every day? 

“Certainly. You would not have one lose 
tne advantage of today’s practice by negiect- 
ing tomorrow's, would you? But there are 


few artists in this line, just as there are few 


genuine artists in any department of endeavor. 
I may say that one can learn to do very pretty 
and interesting work with the sword in a course 
of twenty lessons; but it does not bring such 
proficiency as to make any one unduly proud. 
In that time one can learn the positions, the 
routine knowledge of the various movements 
of the arms, feet, and body which are made in 
assauit and defense, but real skill is attained 
only with long practice.“ 

**What is the nature of the first lesson?“ 

To learn one or more of the positions. It 
is very dificult. The novice finds it exceed- 
mgly tiresome, and it takes much practice to 
gain the steadiness of muscle that will enable 
bim to go through a lesson pertectly. There 
are eight positions of the body and eight of

the band to learn. It cannot all be done at 
once. The novice could not remember 80 
much fn the first place, and could not maintain 
himself in all of them, either, until be bad 
traiped wis muscles to the peculiar strain of 


with the master. In the matter of positions and 
attitudes there have been great changes and 
improvement in my time. Men could not 
fence so well in the days when duels were more 
common as they can now. See here, for in- 
stance,” and the professor took down an an- 
cient volume written about 125 years ago on 
the art of swordsmanship, in which were many 
i/lustrations of the sty jes then in vogue amoug 
European nations. Some of the attitudes 
were excessively awkward, and it seemed a 
wonder that men sbouild ever bave thought 
them effective. There was littie of the grace 
and apparent abandon of the fencers of today. 

“We tbave better theories about all this 
now,” explained Prof. Senac: we aim now to 
put the body in that attitude that science and 
observation telis us is the most natural. The 
beginner does not find it so natural, to be su re, 
but lot bim learn both the old and new metb- 
ods and be will soor discover which is the 
easier and most effective.” 

‘* What was the theory, for instance, of the 
Italian position?” 

‘That the lunge miebt be made more effec- 
tive by it. With the feet close together and 
the legs bowed the sword is held somewhat

nearer the ground than it would be if the 
fencer stood erect, Now, then, when be lunges 
forward, the left foot remaining stationary, 
ne is able to keep the sword on exactiy the 
same level from the time the lunge begins to 
the end of it. If a man stood perfectly erect 
with his feet together and lunged, bis sword 
would not strike his opponent ov a borizontal 
line, but would point somewhat downwards, 60 
that if he aimed for the neck it might reach 
the breast. Our modern application of this 
theory is to place the feet far enough apart to 
enable the man to stand easily and gracefully. 
Then be can lunge just as effectively, the 
sword will proceed on a horizontal line, and a 
great advantage will be derived from me fact 
that in the modern attitude one may more 
easily draw back to avoid an opposing lunge. 
In the ancient Spanien position, as you see 
from the picture, tho lett arm is beld aloft and 
constitutes a part of the defense. The German 
style of the last century allowed a similar use 
of the left arm, but nothmg of that kind is 
tolerated now. The defense must be effected 
entirely by the word.“ 

“How many minutes should a good fencer 
be able to maintain the étrain of the exer- 
cise””’ 

O., that is somewbat indefinit. The master 
can fence nearly all day with little fatigue, 
but the pupil finds it sufficiently fatiguing. It 
is not the airy, light task n seems to be to the 
observer. A regular leasou, whether for the 
beginner or the accomplished swordsman, is 
usually thirty minutes long, with two inter- 
vais for rest. A bout of from seven to tenor 
eleven minutes is usually enougt to make one 
desire to rest. A contest between vigorous 
fighters willexhbaust the breath of both of 
them, but the main reason for rest is the 
weariness of the sword arm. It is never worth 
while to go as far as possibie in this or any 
other exercise. Taken in moderation, just 
enough to make the face flush, the perspira- 
tion start, aud the wrist ache perhaps a little. 
itpecomes the best tonic for the system that I 
know. And it is a very popular exercise. 
Pupils are only too numerous, and by pupils I 
mean all those who come in to fence for the 
love of it with more or less regularity. I bave 
nearly forty lady pupils, too, who do very weil 
at t. 

Prof. Senac’s piace of business, which migut 
properly be called a studio, and which he calls 
an academy. is ornamented on the walle 
with photographs of his famous and best 
pupils, and souvenirs of his successes. Along 
one side of the room 18 a large rack full of 
swords and foils. One pair be exhibited with 
especial pride—heavy handles, long, three- 
edged biedes, unmarked by any fanciful en- 
graving. They taper delicately down to points 
of nearly needie sharpness.

The master knows just bow 
hard to strike to score a point, but the novice 
in bis ardor 1tunges forward, and when he suc 
ceeds in reaching his instructor's shoulder or 
rib with his foil he gives him such a prod that 
no ordinary-stuffed vest would be proof ayainst 
the blow. Thus arrayed the master and pupil 
stood before each other. A moment the swords 
crossed, and then tor eight minutes there was 
a continual flashing of bright steel, a constant 
waving of the right arms, a quick succession 
of changes in pose, an occasions! sharp ejacu- 
lation from the professor, ali combining a 
series of interesting and picturesque situa- 
tions.

„ There 1s no danger whatever in this branch

Nourishment in Cheese. 

The journal of the Chemical Society states 
that of some cighteen varieties of cheese ex- 
perimented with, cheddar was digested in the 
shortest time—namely: four hours; while un- 
ripe skim Swiss cheese required zon hours for 
solution. There appears to be no difference ia 
the digestibility of all sorts of hard cheese, or 
all soft cheese; but all fat cheeses are dis- 
solved the most rapidly, because, being oven 
by reason of the fat, they are the more readily 
attacked by the solvent. There seems to be 
no connection between the digestibility and the 
percentage of water present in the cheese, 


though there is some connection witb the per- 


centage of fat and the degree of ripeness. 
From numerous examinations which have been 
made of the quantity of nitrogen dissolved, it 
is concluded that cheese, on account of its 


great digestibil ty, is the most uourishing of 


ail foods, meat and eges excepted.

Time When Bouquets of Potato Flowers 


Sold at 648 Each—A Savant’s Knowledge 


of Human Nature—An Interesting Story. * ; 

In the year 1769 a large portion of fertile 
France bebeld its grain crops go to ruin. A 
record of the day mentions that on those gold- 
en hillsides whence come the glorious vintages 
of Burgundy, the vine dressera, the laborers, 
and the pampered dwellers in towns disputed 


with the beasts the possession of the scanty | 4 


food and devoured the grass in the fields to 
satisfy the cravings of bunger. 

This appalling condition of affairs recailed 
to the mind of a studious chemist in Paris « 
certain event in bis earlier life, and be set 
about deriving some practical good from it. 
He bad been attached to the medical service 
of the army in 1754, during the war in Han- 
over. He was unfortunate enough to be 
taken prisoner, and passed five years in mili- 
tary captivity in Prussia. During this period 
he and his comrades complained bitterly of 
the rations aliowed them by the Germans. The 
greater part of their food consisted of certain 
roots that the peasants cultivated exclusively 
for their animals. 

As our philosophical ebemist bad not the 
choice of roast pheasant and pium pudding, 
be was forced to be content with this rude 
fare. But be did more than bolt it: while 
he shared the disgust of his companions 
with the flavor of their food, be teok notes on 
the subject. He observed that the roots be- 
came palatabie by custom; that they caused 
no illness; that, in fact, they were reaaily di- 
gested; and that they were easy to cultivate. 

So when the terribie famine broke oat in 
France the r.ote-book containing this valuable 
information naturally came to mind, and its 
owner, moved by a desire to avert the pendmg 
disaster, wrote a Treatise on Certain Vege- 
tables that in Times of Necessity Can Be Sub- 
stituted for Ordinary rood. The work was 
crowned by the Academy of Basangon, and 
was sent to the Min'ster of Agriculture at 
Paris, who caused it to be pubiisned in the au- 
nals of the Paris Agricultural Society. 

In those days, as at present, France had 
many writers that cared more for a joke than 
for the truth, and the new treatise @ the 
target for all manner of railleries. * We know 
this providentia! plant.“ said one of the critics. 
The peasants grow it for their cattle, but it 
is not fit for men. It is disagreeabie to the 
taste and difficult to digest. M is prolific 
in diseases, notably that frightful leprosy. 
whose reign it would be sure to bring 
back again.” The war of .words pro- 
voked by the book waxed hot. r. Parmea- 
tier, the name of the autor, defended it with 
great modesty and dignity. Bui the potate 
(for this was the root that he bad eaten in 
Germeny) continued to be despised. 

Precisely when and how this tuber originally 
found its way into Europe is not kaown. It 
was mentioned in works on Peru as eariy as 
1553, two centuries before the events now un- 
der consideration. The Engiish claim to have 
received it from the hands of Johan Hawkins 
in 1563, but this was probably the sweet po- 
tato. The genuine batata is first pictured in 
an English publication in 1597. n 1629 the 
root was sometimes cooked in England as an 
article of curiosity or luxury. In 1587 it was 
known in France, baving come to that 
country from Spain. It seems probabie that 
tue Spanish really introduced the plant from 
Chili and Peru, where it grew wiid. At alli 
events, the potato had been known and culti- 
vated to some extent long before the days of 
Dr. Parmentier. 

Write as briskly as he might, the chemist 
could not convert the doudters by bis tracts. 
Luckily the Minister of Agriculture stood 
iaithfully at bie back. There was a piece 
sandy land between Porte-Maillot and Neulily, 
on the outskirts of Paris; it was so wretched 
that nothing grew there, but the fleld was used 
for fairs and military parades. By the order 
of Louis XVI. the “tubercle man” (so bis 
erities called the doctor) was granted the 
use of plot for experiments.

book; for it was recocded therein that the 
poor potato could be grown on sto en which 
all other plants would starve. ; 

When the plow was pot into this 
waste ail Paris laughed itself sore. Yet defere 
many wess the aria piain where écarcely any 
thing bad growo before was covered with a 
tresh vegetation. The sight attracted crowds 
of the curious, and it was the more remarked 
upon as dismal! reports of famine were coming 
in from some of tne provinces. 

The 24th of Aagust the King’s féte day was 
celebrated at Versailles, and thither wend- 
ed the fasbionabie to do him 
Among the throng was the 
of tubers, equipped with a bouguet of 
blossoms from the, Sablous.“ as his field was 
called. Upon bis arm bung a basket of the 
diminutive tubers. The King was pleased to 
accept the biocssoms, which be pronounced 
superb. He placed one in bis button-bole and 
presented the remainder to the Queen, who ar- 
ranged them in bertresses. Orders were given 
tor the tubers to be served up at the royal din- 
ner. It is needless to add that the sourtiers 
all found them to be excellent and that com- 
mands were given with a view to future re- 
pasts 

And now behold the humble potato, raised 
all at once to the summit of fashion! The 
Queen had worn the blossoms, and speedily 
couriers raced hither and tbither, seeking 
them for the courtiers at any price. Few 
were to be had, and the lucky cultivators 
sold them at their weignt in gold. For a 
single cluster, one of the first obtained, the 
price of ten louis, or about $45, was paid. The 
same furor was aroused over the tubers. What 
the King had dined upon became a luxury to 
be procured at any expense. The fortune of 
the potato appeared to be made. 

But pot quite. The philosophic Parmentier 
was not content to see bie modest root the dar- 
ling of fashion. He was bonestly devoted to 
the interests of the common people. These 
bad caught the echoes from the court. Curi- 
osity was aroused, but the ancient preju- 
dices were not removed. In popular be- 
lief the potato was a polson, except 
for animals. When the court threw aside ts 
novelty of the day, Dr. Parmentier 
all would be at an end. It appears that be un- 
derstood human nature, and be had not for- 
gotten the story of Paradise. 

In response to an appeal made to a bigh 
functionary of the court, a military guard was 
stationed around the Sabions,”’ with its mys- 
terious plants. The people were given to un- 
derstand that it was forbidden fruit that grew 
there. Hints were dropped that the tubers were 
pot really good to the taste and pleasant to the 

tomach. 

As nicht came on a certain number of 
sentinels, secretly instructed, wandered «a 
from ther posts. To Dr. Parmentier’s 
delight, morning revealed the fact that 
thieves bad been busy. The trick was a suc- 
cess. That “stolen fruit is sweet” was as 
true in those days as now. The potato became 
popular, and tue success of the stratagem was 
celebrated later on by a bistoric bsuquet, at 
which the new edibie, served in many different 
forms, mouopolized an entire bill of fare. 

Voltaire wrote to Dr. Parmentier in 1778 as 
follows: * You, sir, bare rendered France a 
great service in proving that she can triple 
and quadruple the nourishment of ber numer- 
ous population. The common people make 
much of those illustrious brigands that deso- 
late the world. apd crown-them as heroes. Be- 
lieve me, sir, a glory Uke yours is far 
above that of those devastators. Their glory 
is bloody and disastruus; yours is pure 
and merits the praises of all that love 
bumanity.”’ 

The City of Montdidier, where Dr. Parmen- 
tier was born in 1737, erected a statue ia his 
honor, and bas recently celebrated bis centen- 
nial. The date makes it more nearly 4 com-

It will come, though, 
before the winter is over.“ 

Carl Rankin Schedule’s Out.

The New Clerk of the County Board. 

Among the appointments to be made by 
County-Clerk Wulff none will be more com- 
mendable than that of Daniel D. Healy as 
Clerk of the Board of County Commissioners. 
Mr. Healy was born in Ireland Feb. 11, 1847. 
When 2 years old he came to this country with 
bis parents, who stopped for a year or two in 
Boston and then located in Chicago. During 
the War, though a boy, Mr. Healy served two 
years as assistant engineerona Mississippi 
gunboat. After returning dome de went to 
scbool for awhile, and then worked for bis un- 
cle, who was in the lumber business in Michi- 
gan. In February, 1871. he was appointed an 
engineer in the Fire Department, and held 
the position until December, 1882. He was then 
appointed a bailiff, and bas been one ever 
since, discharging bis duties in «a very satis- 
factory manner. Mr. Healy was President of 
“the Firemen’s Benevolent Association for two 
terms, and has been Treasurer of the organi- 
zation for ten years. 

The Week’s Mortality. 

The mortality report of the Health Depart- 
ment for the last week shows the following 
statistics: Total number of deaths for the 
week, 264; fur preceding week, 214; for same 
week of last year, 213. Of these 122 were 
under 5 years of age, 53 under 1 year, 29 de- 
tween 20 and 30 years, and 1 between 80 and 
90 years. There were 139 males, 125 females, 
262 white, and 2 colored. Diphtheria claimed 
41 victims, croup 16, typhoid-fever 13. scariet- 
fever 4, consumption 17, infantile convulsions 
17. bronchitis 9. pneumonia 15: 17 died in 
public institutions and 15 by violence. The 
Fourteenth Ward reported 38 deaths, the Fifth 
Ward 34, Sixth Ward 33, Fifteenth Ward 15: 
there were aiso reported 2 from the Second, 3 
from the Fourth. and 4 from the First Ward. 
The annual rate per 100 inbabicants was 19.50. 

Mr. Hoffmann Sworn In.

The Banx of British North America. 

As was stated yesterday, the Bank of Brit- 
ish North America will cease to do busi- 
ness in Chicago the 30th inst. It has bad a 
branen bere since 1880, and the heaviest loss it 
sustained was $75,000, loaned on “ warehouse 
receipts’ issued by Neeld of J. c. 

&Co. “The Neeld meaner” Pe 15 — 
the manager, has nothing whatever to do 
with our withdrawing trom the citr. The 
directors decided to leave in August. which 
was before Neeld went away. The sim- 
pie reason for gomg is that our 
funds can be employed to better ad- 


vantage in Canada. We want to make 


all the money we can, of course, and can make 
more there. Au agency will be opened at 
Winnipeg.” The Bank of Montreal ana the 
Canadian Bank of Commerce both had 
branches here before that of the Bank of Brit- 
ish North America was established. and nat- 
urally controlled the business of the Englisb- 
men and Scotohmen who would favor a Cana- 
dian institution. The new bank got a portion 
of it, and, as there was not enough for them, 
the Canadian Bank of Commerce dropped out, 
its customers being turned over to the Ameri- 
can Exchange National. The Bank oi British 
North America heid on, but at last found, so 
it is understood, that it could not do enough 
business to pay; hence the conclusion to 
abandon the field. 
Trying to Recover from an Actor. 

May 5, 1885, Car! G. Dreutzer recovered a 
judgment for $732 against Lewis Morrison, 
but bas never been able to discover any prop- 
erty on which execution could be levied. Yes- 
terday he filed a creditor's bill against Morri- 
son, alleging that the latter is an actor with no 
permanent abode, and no assets as far as can 
be discovered. He is associated with divers 
theatrica! compan‘es, but, as is claimed, covers 
up his interests by making bis contracts in the 
name ot a third party. For upwards of a year 
past be bas deen connected with the 
Lewis Morrison and Celia Alsberg company, 
which has been playing Faust and Margver- 
ite the last week at the Columbia. Morrison 
gets a percentage of the reveipts, but claims 
to be only a salaried actor. The play requires 
expensive costumes and scenery and Morrison 
also owns an interest in these. This week the 
company will play at the Casino, beginning to- 
night, Morrison baving already made a con- 
tract with Fleckenstein & Gunning, and 
Dreutser wants them compelled to tell what 
interest Morrison has in the contract and tne 
properties of the play, and that Morr ison may 
also be compelied to tell how much be received 
last week at tbe Columbia. 


Assessments for Street Paving. 
The Council Committee on Local Assess 


ments met yesterday to consider the question 


of reducing the basis of the assessments for 
street paving. The assessment used to be 
$1.50 per sauare yard for block pavement. It 
has been recently reduced to $1.40, 20 per 
cent of which has frequently been returne: 
to the property-owners. Superintendent Mo- 
Gann informed the committee that the aver 
age price paid to contractors for biock 
paving with plank foundation in 1886 
was less than $1.10 per square yard. 
In 1885 it had less than $1.15. 
Ald, Cullerton thougbt improvements were 
held back by the fear of the property-owners 
of too nigh assessments. There was a monop- 
oly in crushed stone for foundations that was 
keeping up prices. Mr. McGann thought 
gravel would do as well as crusbed stone. Aid. 
Colvin offered a resolution that the committee 
recommend to the Council that the assessments 
for block pavements, with wood foundation, 
be made on the basis of $1.25 per square yard, 
which was made the sense of the committee, 
and special ent office will let the 
new basis go into effect immediately. A recom- 
mendation was also adopted chat in all orders 
for improvements in te future the kind of 
foundation for pavements shall be specified. 
Ex-Town Collectors Willing to Refund the 
Two Per Cent Retained. 

There was a quiet meeting of ex-West Town 
Collectors in County-Clerk Ryan’s office yes- 
terday afternoon in reference to the several 
suits pending against them for retaining 2 per 
cent of the taxes collected, which amounts at 
the present time, with interest, to about $100,- 
000. The recent execution against Mr. Kyan. 
for over $8,000, with intereag from 1883, nas 
caused them to feel rather uneasy, and the 
disposiaon stbown at che meeting was to pay 
the 2 per cent retained if they could get the 
interest on the several amounts thrown 
of, which at present amounts to several 
thousand dollars. They thought that as 
it has been a testcase, and as the money had 
been on deposit since it was collected drawing 
no iuterest the authorities should be willing 
to accept the actual collections. Otherwise 
they would consider it a hardship. As only 
one of the cases has been tried and judgment 
given, they thought, by all agreeing to abide 
by the one decision and turning over the 
money without further expense in the courts, 
the South and West Town Boards would be 
willing to compromise. The ex-Collectors 
then departed to confer with members of the 
boards. In case a settlement is made the 
money will go to the towns where the coliec- 
tions were made. 


A FINANCIAL SCHEME. 


Controller Schwab’s Plan of Investing the 
Surplus Water Fund. 

Controller Schwab has ascheme for invest- 
mg the surplus water fund, which now amounts 
to $1,250,000, and by Jan. 1 will be $1,500,000. 
He proposes to purchase city bonds with the 
money, and keep them Instead of the cash in 
the treasury. Between now and July 1, 1888, 
the following 7 per cent bonds mature: School 
construction, Jan. 1, 1887, $18,000; school, 
April 1, 1887, $198,500; Jan. 1, 1888, $146,000; 
July 1. 1888, $145,000; sewerage, July 1, 1888, 
$387,000; water, July 1, 1888, $150,000. Of 
these bonds, aggregating $1,046,000, the water 
fund is obliged to take care of only $150,000. 
The various sinking funds now contain 8308. 
465, divided thus: General, $156,975: river 
improvement, school, 841.588; 
sewerage, $18,000 of 
school bonds due Jan. 1, 1887, could be retired 
by the sinking fund, but not those maturing 
April 1. 1887, and in 1888. It is not proposed, 
bowever, to redeem any bonds, but to issue 4 
per cents in their place. ‘The Controller’s pian 
is to advertise the bonds as usual and have tne 
Water Department make a bid for them, and, 
if its proposal is the best, to sell them to the 
fund inetead of to a banker or a broker. Taxes 
would of course have to be levied to pay the 
interest, but the department and not an indi- 
vidual would be benefited. The Controller be- 
lieves the surpius will continye to grow fast 
enough to take all the bonds as they mature. 
If at any time the department needed money 
to extend the system bonds could be sold ia 
the market. 

As to the legality of such an investment of 
the water fund, Mr. Winson says there is no 
question, the old charter directing the invest- 
ment of surplus water funds in water or other 
Chicago bonds. But, while it is truco the sur- 
plus is or will be 81. 500. 000. the bulk of it is not 
always in the treasury, nor is the sinking fund 
money. The latter is borrowed every year 
to pay the January interest, and replaced when 
the taxes come in. For six or eight months 
the Treasurer draws interest on the water 
fund, but more or less of it is ** borrowed” 
to meet current expenses during the remain- 
der of the year, when the other funds are low, 
because the taxes have not been collected. In 
view of this necessity for ** borrowing "’ ail the 
available cash to tide the city over from Janu- 
ary to May, the tying up of a million or more 
of this surplus in bonds would, it is claimed 
by some, bardly be good financiering, since the 
city would bave to either defer paying its bills 
or go into the market and pay 6 per cent for 
money. 


‘THE BUSINESS OF THE COURTS. 


Meeting of the Judges—Another Chancery 
Court—Saving Money on Jurors. 

A meeting of the Judges of the Superior 
Court was held in Judge Gary’s court-room 
yesterday morning to consider the arrange- 
ment of business and determine whethber there 
should not be an additional Chancery Court. 
There were present Judges Gary, Anthony, 
Hawes, Garnett, Shepard, and Judges-eiect 
Jamieson and Altgeld. After careful consider- 
ation of the business of the courts it was de- 


cided to open temporarily another branch of 
the Chancery Court, and Judge-elect Jawieson 
bemg the oui one who expressed a preference 
for the chancery side was appointea Judge or 
the new court. Mr. Altgeid was appointed 
common-law Judge, and Judge Gary was elect- 
ed Uhief Justice. 

In consideration of the large amount of bust 
ness needing attention in the Criminal Court 
it was decided that Judge-cloct Jamieson as 
sist Judges Anthony and Collins there until 
Jan. I. when they will be reiieved by Judges 
Hawes and Altgeld. 

The pian which the Judges have been consid- 
ering for some time relative to tune consolida- 
tion of business was taken up and discussed. 
It was finaliy decided that at the beginning of 
tho January term the docket should be called 
by Judge Gary for three months, and that ail 
motions, save those for new trials, should be 
beard and disposed of by bim. There will be 
but one calendar of cases called in Judge 
Gary’s room end then sent to the respective 
Judges as they may notify bim that they are 
ready for the trial of cases. 

The subject of jurors was then taken into 
consideration, and after discussion it was re- 
soived to try the experiment of having all the 
jurors summoned for one room and then 
drawn from that room as they may be required 
in the respective courts, In this way it is be- 
lieved that there will be a considerable saving 
of expense to the county. Heretofore it has 
been the practice to have an average of about 
twenty-eight jurymen calied for each common- 
law court, making a total number for the four 
courts when zu session of 112 jurors at an ex- 

use of $224 a day tothe county. It was 


und necessary to have at least twenty-eight | and 


| jurors 


1. Remove all incrustation and fore 


to each court by reason of 
number of challenges to which each party 
is entitied in civil ings. It was 
thought that it would be possible by bayvmg 
the jurors all summoned for one room to get 
along with seventy-two juors, thus giving a 
panel and a halt to each room and making the 
expense to the county $144 a day, or a saving 
of $80 a day. These figures as to the saving 
of expenses are perhaps a little too bigh, but 
it is believed tnat there could be a saving of at 
least $50 a day by this method of doing busi- 
ness. As a matter of fact there are usuaily 
but tbree common-law courts in session, the 
fourth Judge being lu the Criminal Court. On 
that basis, giving twenty-eight jurois toa 
court, it would require eighty-four jurors in 
all, but it is believed that with three Judges 
hold ina court they could get along with sixty 
jurors, thus making a saving in any event of 
$50 a day tothe county. Whether this plan 
will work satisfactorily or not remains to be 
seen, Out all the Judges expressed their will- 
ingness to give it a fair trial. 


THAT PAINT AND PUTTY CONTRACT. 


The County Paying Several Prices—A Very 
Costiy Job All Around. 

The American Stone & Brick Preserving 
Company, alias Mike McDonaid’s bookkeeper, 
Harry L. Holiand, when it contracted to putty 
and paint the Court-House got the County 
Board to enter into a formal agreement which 
is a curiostity in its way. One of the Commis- 
sioners says the agreement was drawn up by 
the attorney of the board (at the time Mr. Law 
was tne attorney), but thiscan bardly be the 
fact, for no person calling himself an attorney 
would baveso far forgotten the interest of 
his clients, and have so far subserved the in- 


terests ot the other party as the person who 
drew up the contract which the County Board 
adopted in reference to this putty and paint 
job. The contract must have been drawn up 
by Hoiland’s attorney. It is but justice to Mr. 
Law to suppose this. 

The agreement stipulates that the American 
Stone & Brick Preserving Company shall (in 
the language of the agreement): 
sub- 
stances from decayed parts, crevices, and face of 
walls of said Court-House and clean down the 
same. 

2. Restore the stone to a smooth surface. 

3. Arrest and prevent progress of decay as pro- 
duced by acid and atmospheric influences or any 
other natural causes. 

4. Harden and preserve the stone. 

5. Close the pores and waterproof the stone, 
and giving thereto a uniform natural color, and 
to furnish labor and material for all of said work. 

The said work to begin as soon as the weather 
Will permit, of which party of the first part is to 
be the judge, and to be completed on or before 
the th day of October, A. D. 1886, unless the same 
shall be delayed or suspended without fault of 
the first party. 

Any person who carefully examines this 
agreement will atonce see that the first and 
second of the above stipulauons amount to 
exactiy the same thing, If **incrustation and 
foreign substances are removed from the 
face of the walls and the same are * cleaned 
down,“ must not the stone bave a smooth 
eurface? Does it not necessarily follow? Yet, 
for doing the first thing Holland charges seven 
cents per square foot, and for doing the sec 
ond thing. which is just the same, Holland 
charges five and three-quarter cents per 
square foot, and the County Board contracted 
to pay the same. This is paying two prices 
for the same job. Isn't it, Mr. Ringsters? 

But perhaps the most astounding part of the 
contract is embodied in the thira, itourth, and 
fifth stipulations. They mean exactiy the 
samething. For surely, if the new process, a3 
it is called, “arrests the progress of decay.“ it 
does it by “hardening and preserving the 
stone,“ or, what is tne same thing, “closing 
the pores and waterproofing the stone.“ 
Three prices are paid for this one thing, and 
the County Commissioners contracted todo 
the same. 

Some of the County Commissioners pretend 
that the contract is bard on Holland & Co., and 
they try to excuse the big price because of the 
enormity of the bond. The bond is only for 
$20,000, and yet $98,811 has been paid on the 
job already! The bond, moreover, is not 
worth the paper it is written on so far as the 
county is concerned. The principal stipula- 
tion in it is tnat— 

The said H. L. Holland, agent of the American 
Stone & Brick Preserving Company, shall in all 
respects well and truly keep, and perform said 
contract on his part, in accordance with the 
terms thereof, and further shall indemnify and 
save harmless the said County of Cook from any 
loss, damage, costs, charges, or expenses to 
which said County of Cook shall be subjected by 
reason of any failure of the said H. L. Holland in 
the premises aforesaid, then this obligation shall 
be nulland void, otherwise to remain in full 
force and effect. 

There is nota word as to the efficacy or 
durability of the neu process.“ The stone 
may begin to disintegrate again tomorrow, 
but the Holland alias McDonala Company 
cannot be kept out of their price in conse 
quence. The agreement is a specimen of the 
kind the ringsters usually enter into. 

The first recommendation of the new process 
was by Warden McGarigie, it may be observed. 
It may also be observed that if the “new 
process were applied to tne Court-House at 
the same price as it was applied to Mr. Leiter’s 
Lakeside Building it would have cost only 
$28,000. Thatis the testimony of Architect 
W. L. B. Jenney. who had an office in the Lake- 
side Building when the process was being ap- 
plied. Only $1,400 was paid by Mr. Leiter 
for treating his building, and he gave 
the contractors “all they asked,” he says 
But it may be asked: Does the new process’ 
preserve? Architect Boyington says it does 
not. Hesars be restored a building at Fifth 
avenue and Monroe street treated by Lund- 
berg, which was a failure and bad to be done 
over again. It might be that there had been 
added some new elements to the * preserva- 
tive.“ he said, the old article having proved a 
failure, but if so the new process was an 
experiment, just as the old was a failure.

A BREEZE ON ’CHANGE. 


A Cincinnati Trade Paper Raises a Howl 
from the Board, 

The Cincinnati Price Current, a commercial 
weekly which has a large circie of subscribers 
on the Chicago Board of Trade, bas put its 
foot in it, and 80 badly, it is said, as to threat- 
en a serious curtailmentof its circulation. An 
editorial in its Thursday issue entitied ** Buck- 
et-Shops,”’ in which serious reflections are cast 
upon the business methods and integrity of 
Chicago Board of Trade men, raised a perfect 
howl on Change and brought the editor a 
sboal of telegrams intimating withdrawal of 
subscriptions. Reputable Chicago. brokers 
don't like to be told by a Cincinnati editor that 
their exchange is pretty much on à par with 
the bucket-shov, and have baseless and irre- 
sponsibie insinuations thrown out against the 
bonesty and integrity of their business 
methods. It 16 peculiarly galling to the 
Board of Trade to be publicly told 
by the Cincinnati censor that it might advan- 
tageousiy direct its attention for awhile to the 
work of ** seif-purificanon,”’ when it must be 
within the knowledge of any casual reader of 
the papers that the directory of the board has 
been directing itself most energetically during 
the year to the repression of ail questionable 
and crooked dealing, and bas not paused at the 
suspension and expulsion of prominent mem- 
bers convicted of any kind of dishonorabie 
conduct. Charles B. Murray, the editor of the 
Prices Current, appeared on Change yesterday 
to pour oil on the trouvied waters, but did not 
meet with an overpromtsing or complimentary 
reception. L. W. Murray of E. A. Driver & 
Co. does not feel at all proud of dis namesake, 
and straightiy told bim in the bearing of a 
circle of membets that he had disgraced 
the clan. The general sense of the board on the 
Cincinnati editorial is pretty weil voiced in the 
opinion which President A. M. Wright ex- 
pressed to a TRIBUNE reporter: 

Tho articie in question, said Mr. Wright, 
„eis fullof assumptuons and untruths, and there 
is not a line in it that does not lead up to a he. 
It's simply a kick from the home of the two 
worst bucket-sbops in the country, and, by the 
way. I'm informed that Editor Murray is on 
very intimate terms with the gentieman who 
runs one of the said shops. If Mr. Murray can 
prove, as he certainly insinuates, that members 
of our board deliberately defraud their cus- 
tomers, why didn’t be come to us and report 
“ws cases and we would have expelied 
420 men guilty of such practices, instead 
of publicly undermining «he character of the 
board by bis interrogative insinuations? The 
speculative business is of vast importance to 
Chicago and the country at large. fhe farm- 
ers of the entire West and Northwest got 10 
cents a bushel more fortheir wheat through 
the specuiative tradimg than they would bave 
done under the old ‘supply and demand’ sys- 
tem. This isa pretty small estimate, too. I 
believe this wheat would have sold long since 
at Chicago for 50 cents a busbe! if the specu- 
lative trading bad not absorbed it. Fiuciua- 
tions are not nearly so great under specilative 
trading as they were under the old system, 

‘cornering’ is much more difficult 


when large speculation and capital are 
involved. What Mr. Murray says bout 
rules caliing for uniform rates is 
ali nonsense. The board has no such rules— 


only recommend certain rates. Mr. Murray's 
charges altogether are mean and cowardly. 
Let him but substantiate them and we will 
sbow him now quickly we will dispose of any 
of our members guilty of any dishonorable 
conduct.”’ 


BRIC-A-BRAC DOESN'T PAY. 


The Japanese Development Company in 
Trouble. 

Horace Fletcher and James Hayes filed a 
bill yesterday in the Superior Court against 
the Japanese Development Company, Horace 
W. Avery, and Frank L. Powell, to close the 
affairs of the company. They say that the 
company was organized in October, 1884, with 
acapital of $250,000, which, however, was re- 
duced to $175,000. The object of the company 
was the importation and sale of Japanese 
wares, dissemination of knowledge concern- 
ing Japanese affairs, and exportation of 
American wares. Fletcher took 874 shares of 
the stock of the company, Hayes 2 sbares, 
Avery 573 sbares, and Powell 301 shares. 
Fietcher has made the purchases for the 
corporation and has resided most of the time 
in Yokohama, while Hayes bas run the bus! 
ness in Chicago. The company has also had 
a large branch in San Francisco. For some 


time the stockholders have been trying to 
close up the business, harm closed out 
the stock in Japan and reduced that 
in San Francisco. The business has 
ever since its commencement been carried on 
at a loss, so that the original capital bas been 
exhausted, and the assets are only barely 
enough to pay the debts. The liabilities of the 
company consist of $22,000 due Avery's motb- 
er, $22.000 due Fletcher’s brother, $7,500 due 
Powell, one of the stockboidersa, $24,000 on 
accepted drafts, and $5.000 floating debts, mak- 
ing an aggregate oi $80,000. The only assets are 
$7,500 cash in the Metropolitan National Bank 
and the stock in Chicago and San Francico, 
valued at $70,000 or $75,000. A few days ago 
Avery, the Treasurer, forbade Hayes to pay 
any more money on account of the corpora 
tion, and notified the bank not to cash Hayes’ 
checks, the object being, as is cleimed, to ena- 
ble Avery to get enough money to pay his 
mother in full. The chief trouble in the com- 
pany and the chief cause of its losses has been 
the ill feeling between Fletober and Avery, 
and it was finally agreed to close up the busi- 
ness. .Compiainants are not willmg Avery 
should have control of affairs, and they ask 
the court to appoint some one to dispose of 
the company’s assets and pay its debts, and 
that Avery may be restrained from interfering 
with the business. 


SUBURBAN. 


Hyde Park, 

The railroad struggle for control of tne ter- 
ritory along the west border of the village bas 
been partially settled by the passage and ac- 
ceptance of an ordinanve giving the Chicago 
City Railway Company the righ to lay a cabie 
line on Cottage Grove avenue, between Thirty- 
ninth and Sixty-seventh streets, and on Fifty- 
fifth to Lake avenue. The ordinance is so 
drawu that the rights of the property-owners 
and those of the public are carefully guarded, 
and everybody interested is apparently satis- 
fied4 There is a prospect of a row, however, 
over a new move contempiated by the com- 
pany. At the last meeting of the Board of 
Trustees it presented a petiton asking for vor- 
mission to construct a loop line about the two 
blocks bounded by Fifty-fifth ana Fifty-sev- 
enth streets and Jefferson and Lake avenues. 
One of the points made by the objectors 
is that it wili interfere materially with the 
Fifty-seventh entrance to Jackson Park, the 
east South Park. It is, therefore, urged that 
ii the company needs a loop line one biock is 
as good as two for its purpose. 

The Kenwood Club membership bas grown 
to within a few ot its limit, 300, and its 
spacious olub-house at Kenwood some time 
ago became too small for its wants. 
It is just completing an addition to cost 
$11,000, and the remodeled house will be 
opened the evening after Thanksgiving-Day. 
The Park Club of South Park is now erecting a 
handsome brick elub-house at the corner of 
Fifty-seventh street and Rosalie court. It gave 
an opening reception in Rosalie Musio-Hall re- 
cently, and expects to occupy its new quarters 
in the spring. The Woodiawn Park Club for- 
mally opened its rooms at Woodlawn Park 
Thursday evening. The Mendelssohn Club, a 
defunct organ zauon devoted to chorus work, 
is to be revived in connection with 
the new Hyde Park Conservatory of Music. 
The Rev. E. C. Ray of the First Presbyterian 
Church will lecture before the Young Men's 
League Monday evening in the church pariors 
on the subject, “Humors of a Trip Abroad.“ 
the incidents of which were doubtiess suggest- 
ed by Mr. Ray’s recent European trip. The 
name of St. James’ Episcopal Church bas been 
changed to Christ Church, as a St. James’ 
Church already exists in this diocese. 

The subject of the numbering of the houses 
bas stirred up a vast amount of discussion 
during the last two years. Hitherto the egst 
and west streets have been numbered from 
State street to the lake. As north of Thirty- 
ninth street the opposit plan was followed a 
stranger found bimeelf at a loss south of Thir- 
ty-ninth street. Hereafter the numbers will 
run from the lake. 

Walter J. Gray, son of Joseph H. Gray, one 
of Hyde Park’s oldest settiera, was married 
Wednesday afternoon at the residence 
of Mrs. E. E. Jones, Fifty-eighth street 
and Washington avenue, to Miss Flora C. Muir, 
of Streator, III., the Rev. L. Applegate of that 
piace officiating. The ceremony was private, 
only relatives and friends being present. Mr. 
and Mrs. Gray left on a bridal trip to the Hast 
and will be at home to their friends Dec. 9 and 
16 at No. 3111 Fifty-third street. Frank C. 
Lewis of Chicago was married Tuesday even- 
ing to Miss Mamie Phillips, daughter of John 
A. Phillips. The ceremony whs pertormed at 
6 o’clock at the home of the bride’s parents, 
Cornell avenue and Fifty-fourth street, by the 
Rev. Dr. W. M. Lawrence. Relatives and friends 
were present to the number ot about eighty. 
After the serving of a wedding supper Mr. and 
Mrs. Lewis left for the East, and will be “at 
home during January. 

The Supreme Court has decided against the 
Village in the special drainage district case at 
Woodlawa. About a year ago, upon petition 
of residents, the Board of Trustees created a 
special drainage district at Woodluwu and at- 
tempted to levy an assessment to pay for the 
construction of asewer and pumping works. 
The ordinance also contained provision for an 
annual assessment upon the property benefit- 
ed for the payment of the expense of main- 
taining the pumping works. It was the first 
district created under the new Drainage act, 
aad was bitterly fought in the County Court, 
which decided against the village.

CINCINNATI, O., Nov. 20.—([Special.|—The 
American Humane Association, which has 
been in session during the week, closed to- 
bight.

Dr. Dandridge, find- 
ing that heroic treatment was necessary, per- 
formed the extremely difficult operation of 
inserting a tube into the abdomen and passing 
food into the stomach in this way. The case 
has proved a perfect success, and the little 
patient appeared before the Academy of 
Sclence this week, where she was able to take 
nouristment before the assembled physicians.

SIX WEERS AMONG THE INDIANS. 


What Commigsioner Atkins Learned by Fer- 
sonal Inquiry Among the Tribes. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 18.—Indian Com- 
missioner Atkins returned today from a six 
weeks’ trip to the West and Southwest, where 
he visited a large number of the agencies and 
spent the greater portion of bis time io a per- 
sonal inquiry into the actual condition and 
needs of his charges. He gave particular at- 
tention to the Indians located in the Indian 
‘territory, most of whom are included in the 
somewhat extended recommendation in his 
last annual report of allotments of lands in 
severalty. In conversation today regarding 
his trip the Commissioner said: * 

“loome back more profoundly convinced 
than over that the ground J have taken in my 
report relative to the allotment of lands is the 
correct ore. I did not visit the five civilized 
tribes, the Cherokees and others. 1 visited 
them last year, ana I cnow well the opposition 
to this proposed allotment that existed among 
them. I went, however,. among the less civil- 
ized and less educated tribes, notably the 
Osages, Otoes, Inspaw, and other remnants of 
tribes whose members have gathered some 
property. Among the squaw-mern, halt- 
breeds, and weaithier ones there is an unalter- 
able opposition to the allotment system, al- 
though the full-bioods are showing a disposi- 
tion toward lands in severalty and work and 
education. The squaw-men and balf-breeds, 
however, wield the influence and show a polit- 
ical talent that would do credit to an Kas tern 
ward politician. I tound that they had lately 
deposed the old Chief of the Osages, who was 
kindly disposed toward the allotment system, 
and elected an Indian who had not property, 
who was bankrupt, and who was dependent 
upon a wealthy Indian for the food he ate. 
This wealthy Indian iately sold 400 head of 
steers, and must have owned a large berd. He 
completely controlled this newiy-elected Chief 
and dictated his policy thoroughly. I hada 
talk witb the latter and found bim utterly 
opposed to the severalty system, although 1 
showed him that by it be could secure for bim- 
self a tarm, stock, a house, and comfort. He 
did not want it, and shrewdly pointed out to 
me the treaty, by which the Government had 
guaranteed to them their land in common to 
long as grass should grow and water ow. He 
was simoly the mouthpiece for the wealthy 
Indian who controlled bim, and who bad 
accumulated bis wealth by the common system 
of holding land. by which vast ranges are tur- 
nished free tc Indians who can get stock and 
vast farms to those who will cultivate 
them, and the poorer Indians are ground 
mid the dirt. Here were a million and a halt 
of utres and only fifteen hundred Indians on 
them, and all the land used and controlled by 
a few squaw-wen and half-breeds. In other 
tribes I found the inolination toward educa- 
tion and civiflizahon very stroug among the full 
bioods, but the disposition among the halt- 
breeds ane others js decidedly against a division 
of the land or sale of the surplus. If peopie 
with sentimental notions, whose interest in 
Indian traditions leads them toward the im- 
practicable, and whose desire tor a preserva- 
tion of tribal customs is stronger thun their in- 
terest in the advancement of the Indian. would 
stop their talk for a while: we would get on 
faster. But that we shall always have to con- 
tend against, and in any event our progress 
must be necessarily slow. I1iound all the Iu- 
diane peacetul and well disposed, che ir cond !, 
tion generally good, and our agents, to a man 
nearly, in sympathy with tbe policy of the 
department.“ 


THE DEATH OF TERENCE BEGLEY. 


Great Pressure Brought on the Grand Jury 
to Indict the Pinkerton Men. 

As stated in Tun Trispune Friday the grand 
jury failed to bring in any indictments against 
tne Pinkerton men charged with the shooting 
of Terence Begiey at the close of the Stock- 
Yards strike early in October. the report yes- 
terday that au indictment had been found to 


the contrary. It is positively known that the 
most persistent efforts 

to induce the jury 

a bill against Frank Joy 

ofthe Pinkerton men who admitted baving 
fired from the train as it crossed the intersec- 
tion of Fortieth and Halsted streets the day 
Begley was killed. Several of the jurymen 
were almost rabid on the subject, and it is now 
said that they begged the obdurate ones to 
find a bill, giving as a reason that important 
political questions were involved, and that the 
salvation of several local politicians depended 
on an indictment being returned. The reply 
was made that the jury was not a political 
body in any sense, and that its members would 
be just as guiity of a violation of their oaths 
to bring in a bill where the testimony did not 
justity it as if no indictment were found 
ip a case where the evidence was clear that a 
certain person bad committed a certain crime. 
Nearly all tue local politicians of the Town of 
Lake Were more or less interested, and a mem- 
ber of the County Board manifested the ceep- 
est concern in the work of the juryinthis par- 
ticular case. In addition to the political sig- 
nificance the case was invested with, rivai de- 
tective concerns took a band in hunting up 
witnesses and furnishing testimony. 

It is now a settled fact that tne present grand 
jury will refuse to do anything turtHer in the 
matter, but it can be set down as certain that 
the next one will be called upon to investigate 
all the circumstances, and it is not improbable 
that the December grand jury may bring in the 
indictments so ardently desired by many. 


Medical Experts. 

CaIcAGo, Nov. 19.—| Editor of The Tribune. 
—In view of the expert testimony given in the 
Burrus trial as to bis mental condition at the 
time that he made his murderous assault upon 
two helpless and defenseloss women it is not 
a matter of surprise that such so-called medi- 


cal export evidence excites the scorn, ridicule, 
and contempt of the thinking and reading 
public. Whatevidence or proof of the ex- 
istence of petit-mal did Burrus give at or 
subsequent to the assault? He has shown 
no symptoms of that afflicnon since his at- 
tempt at mutder. and so far as evidence was 
given on the trial he never had a symptom of 
it before bis cowardly attack. Was the petit- 
mal at its hight when he was loading his re- 
volver? Or was it just budding into deadly 
activity while he was lying in wait for his 
victims? 

One of the mighty guessers said that petit- 
mal was the most dangerous form of epilepsy; 
that it worked in the blood-vessels, and was 
fairlg furtous in the brain; that it lurked in 
the cells, and skipped as apimble messenger 
to the fingers’ ends when a cowardly murder 
was about to be attempted. As expert guess- 
ers claim that petit-mal is the more dangerous 
form of epilepsy, why did the French physi- 
clans call it petit-mal instead of gtand-mal? 
Do those learned guessers think that the less 
contains the greater? 

Hugblings Jackson, who, I believe, is the 
bighest authority upon such matters, says 
that epilepsy 1s supposed to be an irregular 
discharge of nerve force emanating from the 
brain or spinal cord, and makes itself mani- 
fest by convulsions in most cases, and op- 
erates from the nerve centres, hence is not 
confined to the blood vessels; but even Prof. 
Jackson does not knov, he oniy supposes. 
But, of course, Dr. Jackson enjoys no such 
reputation as the Burrus experts; if he only 
knew nhalt as much ot petit-mal, grand-mai, 
or any other mal as tose Clairvoyant seers, 
he would promptly retire from the considera- 
tion apd investigation of neuratic diseases. 

Now. as a matter of fact, the whole evi- 
dence of the so-called experts was naked and 
undisguised guesswork; thé real pathological 
condition of the cadaver’s brain who has suf- 
fered all bis life from epliepsy reveals notb- 
lug to ind:cate how or Why he was tue sub- 
ject of convulsions. This fact 1g well known and 
never denied by the most distiNguisbed path- 
ologists; yet the so-called experts in the Bur- 
rus case, dodging the insanity dodge; resurrect 
apetit-mal as a shield and a retreat where- 
by a murderous scoundre! escapes @ justly se- 
vere sentence. Expert medical testimony is a 
travesty upon science and a farce and a 
mockery in a court of justice. LAWYER.

The **Chonaus,” which Mme Modjeska 
produced at the Union uare Theatre two 
weeks ago, has been crowding that place of 
amusement to the doors every night. e piece 
is a dramatization of Balzac’s novel, and offers 
Modjeska a part entirely different from any in 
which she has yet been seen by the American 
public. The Chonaus,“ it is said, could run 
through the entire New York engagement, which 
is for — weeks, but Modjeska intends to pro- 
duce at least one more new play, called “ Deu- 
iella,’’ which will break the run. This will give 
Modjeska a répertoire for ber American tour of 
eighteen pieces, the largest possessed by any 
actress now before the public. 


Mr. Daly has taken his new piece now 
running in New York from Le Bonheur Con- 
jugai,” by M. Albin Valabregne, a playwright 
whose efforts until recently have been confined 
to the production of short pieces.

MUSICAL MATTERS, 


“Victor the Bluestocking”—Miss de Lus- 
san and Others of the Boston Ideals. 

A very pretty, frivolous thing is ** Victor the 
Bluestocking.”’ Absurd, purposeless, and all 
that sort of thing, to be sure, but absurd 
things are charming at times. One doesn’t ob- 
ject to woman because she is an absurdity; 
one marries ber instead. Of course this little 
opera bas no purpose: it teaches nothing; one 
is neither better nor worse for the hearing of 
it. Why should one be? The comic opera 
stuge is not the pulpit. it may be a pity, but 
itistrue. It may be a pity that the lilies do 
not spin. Some time or other one may teach 
them this. A school io art is trying to do it 
today. It wants to preach through the mar- 
bie lips of Venus and nt a sermon on the 
face of one of Velasquez’ toddiing youngsters. 
It bopes to biow morality through a trombone 
and turn the piccolo into a piping John Knox. 
This is all very admirable, and when it comes 
to pass art will doubtless sour into virtue 
forthwith. In the meantime it is pleasant to 
be amused, and “ Victor the Bivestocking ” is 
amusing. The music isa trifle, light and com- 
mon as wool, but the wool is tinged with 
bright, concordant colors and woven into a 
graceful pattern. One bears the little opera 
und carries nothing away, save a memory of 
something glittering and jingling. It has 
lightened a dull evenmg. This is the onl; 
purpose to which it can pretend. Itis one of 
the lilies that do not spin. 

Miss de Lussan—a Greek, with a French name 
and an Oriental face—appeared a year or so 
ago. One hardly knows where she came from. 
At one time she was not, and then of a sudden 
she was. One never had the pleasure of watch- 
ing her grow. Some one struck a match, lit the 
lamp, and the light was there. It was not a 
very large light, nora very steady light, but it 
was bright enougu to be seen through smoked 
Klass. In the frivolous arts—the genre paint- 
ing Of music or the operatic comedies—it is not 
so much necessary to do better tban others au 
début as to do differently. Ot course if this 
difference is an affectation the débutante is 
carried away by it, as wicked actors and ac- 
tresses of oid were carried away by tne 
Devil and nothing remained but an un- 
lovely sulphurous odor. It the difference 
is suggested by nature and followed with 
thoughtful conservatism, one bas found a star 
that will flicker or shine with what light may 
be. One may find, for instance, Bernbardt or 
Langtry—genius or a satiny throat. Miss de 
Lussan au début had a voice bright and fluent, 
a dark, oval face, lit by expressive eyes, a 
graceful presence, and some histrionic or 
rather mimetic talent. She has ali these now 
and two years’ experience to boot. She has 
not done differentiy from otners; she has not 
followed the other path and done better. She 
is still Miss de Lussan, a gracious, well-trained 
singer—a pretty voice in an engaging costume. 
Nature is generous and there are many such. 

Miss Kessner—wasn’'t she the little Viennese 
who as “ Gillette de Narbonne sang away 
half tne hearts in Vienna ?—bad not one-half 
the gifts Mies de Lussan has, but there was 
„nobody like ner.“ She tied ber lonely little 
talent up in a mauve and crimson napkin and 
juggied it as never talent was juggied before. 
She knew the demands of frivolous art. 
One does not want an obtrusive, perpetual 
personality, Dut an adaptiveness that slips 
into the cold, dead shell of a stage Adina and 
makes it flusn and palpitate. One follows 
tradition and is the singer and not the charac- 
ter. Tradition is the Moloch of art. There 
never lived two women who should interpret 
a character—be it Elsa or Martua—in the same 
way. tor to each it will show a different face, 
if it bave aught to shew, or the artist have 
eyes to see. 

But to come back to * Victor the Bluestock- 
ing,’ to Mr. Macdonaid, Miss Huntington, Mr. 
GBarnavee, and all the rest. The opera proved 
the best card played during the engagement. 
Aitbough the weather did ali it could to keep 
peopie at the fireside, the houses were uni- 
formly good. In fact, the Boston Ideals 
played a very successful engagement. This is 
a peculiarity of the Boston Ideals. 


The American Opera Company Opens Its 
Season. 

The American opera company opened its 
season in Pufladelpma Monday night. The 
list of the operas given during the week was 
Faust.“ Orpheus and Eurydice,” * Lakmé,” 
* Lopengrin,” “The Flying Dutchman,“ 
Ada.“ and Galatea.” In ai réview of 


Faust.“ the first performance, the New York 
Tribune says: 


The standard of judgment invited by the repre- 
sentations of the National, otherwise Awerican, 
opera company is a severe one, and if applied in 
the presentcase would compel more condemna- 
tion than I feel disposed to pronounce. It is bet- 
ter, perhaps, in view of this fact, that opera in the 
vernacular is a feature of musical culture which 
all patriotic music lovers in America ought to 
feel bound to encourage. to treat the rep- 
resentation from the conventional point of 
view. The representation in fact was a 
conventional one, differing not at ali 
in essense from the thousand and one répresenta- 
tuons of the past, modified only in the addition of 
a few spectacular features, which, in truth, do 
not add beauty or interest to Gounodis master 
work. The feature which commended unquali- 
fied admiration from the connoisseurs in the 
audience are summed up in the tone-quality (not 
the playing) of the orchestra, the stage acts 
(barring a few extravagances of the,kind to which 
Herr Hock has accustomed us) the ballet, and, 
better than all else, Mr. Ludwig's impérsonation 
of Mephistopheles. A revision of this estimate 
after two or three performances will undoubted- 
ly inciude Miss Juch's interpretation of Mar- 
guerite in the list, for it was full of admirable 
points, and there is no question that the gifted 
young woman has qualities which with a little 
more experience Will make her imperson; 
beautiful and reiined one. = —— 2 


The First Concert ot the Ameriean Con- 
servatory of Music.

Patti’s Voice Still Glorious. 

In view of the coming of Patti the following 
report of ber recent concert at Albert Hall, 
from the London Musical World, will be of in- 
terest: 


In our opinion Mme. Patti's organ is more 
sonorous, more mellow, and more capable of 
varied expression than it was when she took the 
town by storm twenty-five years ago, and it is not 
surprising in such circumstances that amateurs 
have long ceased to care what she sings, as long 
as she sings at all. Were she to perform the 
chromatic scale or vocal exercises to words of 
her own invention they would be just as pleased, 
and their indifference as to a matter 
all-important in 1 general sense is 
not perhaps wholly unaccountable in 
the case of an artist whose every grupetto, every 
shake, and every run. staccato or legato, are so 
many triumphs of vocal skill. The only draw- 
back is that Mme. Patti herself has no induce- 
ment to attempt those higher tasks for which she 
is qualified. We are not certain that she would 
not be one of the finest Elsas in Lohengrin“ 
ever seen on the stage were she to throw herself 
into that part heart and soul. In the meantime 
we must be satisfied with such renderings of 
*Caro nome and O luce di quest’ anima,” as 
she gave to the delight of the audience, which 
reached its climax after the familiar strains of a 
beautiful popular ballad. The duet, Da quel 
di.“ also from Linda di Chamouni,” sung in 
conjunction with Sig. Nicolini, completed Mme. 
Patti's share in the proceedings.

M. Léon Roques, a musician, and formerly 
conductor of the orchestra at the Theatre 
Bouftes, Paris, has just invented a metronome 
which can mark all the movements in music, 
with from thirty to 236 oscillations a minute. M. 
Valpian, the perpetual secretary to the Academy 
of Science, brought this instrument under the 
notice of his colleagues at a meeting of the Acad- 
emy the other duy, and the invention was re- 
ceived with favor. 


Mr. Clarence Eddy of Chicago last night 
gave the first of two recitals [the second may be 
heard tomorrow afternoon] on the new organ re- 
cently built for the South Church, at Fifth ave- 
nue and Twenty-tirst street. Mr. Eddy is known 
to be one of the finest organ-players in the coun- 
try, and his playing last night justified his repu- 
tation in every respect. His program was long 
and varied and ingeniously calculated to display 
the power and beauty of the instrument. It be- 
gan with Bach, of course, as every self-respecting 
scheme for an organ concert should, and after 
Mr, Eddy had made the instrument discourse in 
the language that is most native to it and noblest, 
he played a number of transcriptions of piano- 
forte and orchestral compositions. Of these one 
of the most effective was the prelude to Lohen- 
grin in which the orchestral effects, notably the 
high notes of the divided violin, were capita)! 
transiated. His playing was brilliant.—New Tor 
Tribune, Nov, 17. 


Apropos of Verdi’s 73d birthday the Ital- 
ian writer, A. Gramola, publishes reminiscences 
of the composer's youthful days, when he was 
still a pupil of Maestro Lavigna, a member of 
the orchestra of the Scala, and at the same time 
adeaierin wine. Giuseppe Verdi and Natale 
Perelli were his favorit pupils. Perelli, the father 
of the present deputy of that name, was the son 
of a well-to-do winedealer, and paid for his tui- 
tion in so and so many barrels of wine. Verdi 
was us poor as a church mouse, and paid as best 
he could. He showed from the beginning’ an ex- 
traordinary talent for choral composition, and 
soon became a prominent member of the Societa 
Filarmonica of Milan, where his “Normans in 
Furis was performed for the first and perhaps 
only time. Perelli subsequently became the 
leading tenor of the Scala. His son told Sig. 
Gramola that when he was a child his father 
often said to him: Verdi will become the giory 
of Italian music.” 


The Paris Figaro relates that the libretto 
of Planqueétte’s “Cloches de Corneville was 
originally to have been set to music by Hevré, 
who, however, rejected it as too serious. The 
manager of the Folies Dramatiques then ad- 
dressed himseif to Lecocq, who declined for the 
same reason. Then some one connected with the 
theatre thought of Planquette, who was then 
only known as the author of the musical accom- 
paniment of the one-act farce. Planquette, who 
was told to furnish the r as soon as possible. 
wrote it in twelve days, but was so exhausted on 
its completion that when the actor of the part of 
Grénicheux categorically demanded an entrée 
couplet he was utterly unable to write another 
line. His mother, a former opera singer, who 
had assisted him in his task, noticed his despair, 
and on the spur of the moment improvised the 
Farewell, Sailor!” one of the most melodions 
airs ofthe work. The manager and singers of 
the Folies were not favorabiy impressed with the 
*Oloches,” and even after its enthusiastic recep- 
tion did not think it would live to see more than 
fifty performances. However, it was recently 
sung there for the thousandth time, and in Lon- 
don it was performed for three years in succes- 
sion. The publisher, Bathiot, who paid the com- 
poser 33,000 francs for his score, sold more than 
200,000 copies, and made a large fortune. Plan- 
quette himself has received in royalties from 
various European countries nearly 1,000,000 
francs.

THE LAST DAY OF THE BIBLE AND 
PROPHETIC CONFERENCE. 


A Paper on the Importance of Prophetic 
Study by the Rev. J. D. Herr of Mil- 
waukee— Walking in the Light the Sub- 
ject for Consideration in the Sunday- 
Schools Today— What the Ministers Will 
Talk About. 

Saturday was the closing day of the Bibie 
and Prophetic Conference, and as many of the 
members were forced to be at bome for Sun- 
day engagements the attendance was some 
what emailer than usual. After the usual 
prayer by the Rev. J. M. Orrock of Boston and 
the singing of Gospel hymns, the Rev. J. D. 
Herr, D. D., of Milwaukee engaged the atten- 
tion of the conference with an address upon 
tne Importance of Prophetic Study.” The 
testimony of Christ was the spirit of prophecy, 
and we, the speaker claimed, who bad faitn in 
Him, could not afford to ignore prophetic 
utterances. The address closed with a most 
earnest appeal for prayer for the conyersion 
ofthe Jews. The meeting concluded with 
experiences by different speakers, and closed 
with prayer by the Rev. Mr. Freshman, who 
stated that he was preaching Christ to the Jews 
of New York and tnis city and asked for 
prayers for the work. 

Mr. B. F. Jacobs presided at the afternoon 
meeting. The Rey. G. H. N. Peters of Spring- 
field, O., author of “The Theocratic King- 
dom,” spoke on * The Covenants in Their Re- 
lation to the Kingdom.” Before beginning bis 
address hg remarked that the united testimony 
of all thé preachers in tue power and majesty 
of Christ was gratifying. It was necessary 
that the covenants which embrace the 
subject of the div ne redemption 
given {to Abraham, David, and Isaac 
should be, accepted entire. A correct 


knowledge of these covenants was to be 80 
grounded in the faith that the future was real- 
istic. Their fulfiiiment was unfailing. They 
gave the absolute assurance that the subse- 
quent covenants will ve fuifilied. They also 
proved that some of the later covenants couid 
not be accepted while others were rejected. 
Premillenniarians accepted the covenants just 
as they were written. The promises must be 
interpreted in the plain grammatical meaning 
of their words. It was not reasonabie to believe 
that the meaning of the covenauts was to be 
discarded for one that wus to be inferred. 

Prot. Jobo Gustav Princell next gave an ad- 
dress entitled. Waiting, Watching, Working.” 
He believed the millennium might come at any 
time, and he eloqueatiy urged his hearers to 
be prepared for its coming. 


WALKING IN THE LIGHT, 


The Lesson to Be Discussed in the Sunday- 
Schools Today. 

Since the events of the last lesson nearly 
forty years have elapsed. The Aposties have 
spread the Gospel throughout the whole earth. 
The Romans had destroyed Jerusalem, and put 
many Jews to death. The place of writing was 
probably at Epnesus, or Patmos, between 90 
and 100 A. D. The lesson is as follows: 

1-5. And this is the message which we have 
heard from Him, and announce unto you that 
God is light, and in Him w no darkness at all. 
6. If we say that we bave fellowship with Him, 
and walk in the darkness, we lie, and do not 
the truth. 7. But it we walk in the light, as 
He is in the light, we have fellowship one with 
another, and the blood of Jesus His Son 
cleanseth us from all sin. 8. If wesay we 
have no sin, we deceive ourselves, and the 
truth is notin us. 9. If we confess our sins, 
He is faithtui and rightevus to forgive us our 
sins, and cleanse us from ali unrighteousness. 
10. If we say that we have not sinned, we make 
Him a liar, and His wora is not in us. 

2-1. My little children, these things write I 
unto you, that ye may not sin. Aud ii any 
man sin, we bave an advocate with the Father, 
Jesus Christ the righteous: 2, and He is the 
propitiation for our sins; and not for ours 
oniy, but also for the whole world. 3. And 
hereby know we that we know Him, if we 
keep His commandments. 4. He that saith I 
know Him, and keepeth not His command- 
meuts, is a liar, and the truth is not in him; 
5, but whose keepetb His word, in him verily 
hath the love of God been perfected. Hereby 
know that we are in Him; 6, be that saith he 
abideth in Him ought bimseif also to walk 
even as He walked. 

The epistics of John are three in number, 
addressed to believers in general. He also 
wrote Revelations. *‘As Peter tounded and 
Paul propagated, so John completed the 
spiritual building.” One writer, speaking of 
this epistie, said: It appears to be the tone 
not 60 much of a Father talking with His be- 
loved children as of a giorified saint address- 
ing mankind irom a higber world. Never in 
any writing bas the doctrineot beavenly love, 
a love working in stiliness, ever unwearied, 
never exhausted, so thoroughly approved 
itself, as in this epistie.”’ 

Mauy arguments are here given for a godly 
life, or, as it is here expressed, for walking in 
the light. We see an argument in the charac- 
ter of God. Because God is light, therefore, 
the believer should be light and should be in 
the light. Weseean argument in the blessings 
secured. It is Worth while to walk in the light, 
tor thereby one has communion with God, fel- 
lowsbip with Christians, and freedom from 
sin. Wesee an argument in man’s weakness 
and need. Because of the deceit and strength 
ot sin, man is powerless unless he have the 
divine help: and this is secured only as he 
abides in and with God. We see an argument 
in the wonderful provisions of grace. God 
has done all possibie to lift us into His light 
and love. Not only has Christ died, but now 
He intorcedes For man, thus securing the min- 
etry of the Spirit to seek bim out and save 
him. Wesee an argument in the conditions 
of Christian assurance. The prime condition 
is obedience, and ovedience is possible only by 
being in the light. We see an argument in tne 
believer's profession, Very consistency de- 
mands that the believer walk in the licht. The 
golaen text is: “If wewalk in the light as He 
is in the light, we have fellowship one witht an- 
other, and the biood of Jesus Christ His Son 
cleanseth us from all sin.“ —I. John, 1-7.

TOO MUCH SPECULATION. 


NOT ENOUGH ATTENTION PAID TO THE 
LEGITIMATE GRAIN TRADE. 


A Well-Posted Board of Trade Man Ex- 
plains the Causes of the Trouble Now 
Afflicting the Business on ’Change—The 
Reasons Why There Have Been Fail- 
‘ures, Dishonesty, and Scandal Among 
the Members—How the Matter May He 
Remedied. 

“ The trouble with the 1,800 men on the 
Board of Trade, said Mr. P. B. Weare yester - 
day, is that they sit and wait for business to 
come to them. They bave become quite too 
respectable to get out and ‘hustie’ for trade, 
and the young men of the West and Nortu- 
west are right out in the field. They are the 
same class of men who came to Chicago 
thirty years ago and made by their push and 
energy this market what it nowis. They are 
the Armours, and the Wheelers, and the Doles 
of that region, and they work for their towns 
with a vim which would surprise some of these 
people on the board. They get hold of the 
grain—the actual stuff—and they handle it. 
Our people have been taking too much alto- 
getner to the option business. It is much 
cleaner, and they can have elegant offices. The 
business is easily done through the olearing- 
house of the board, and there is no running 
about with samples and rubbing against the 
actual stuff. But it does not bring the grain 
itself to us. 

‘*I venture the assertion that if President 
Wright, who now complains about tke grain 
trade leaving Chicago, had worked as bard to 
buiid up a trade in grain for himself he would 
have 250 cars a day now to handle, and 
would not bewail the fact that the trade was 
going elsewhere, Lremember the time when 
William T. Baker was sending corn to every 
corner of New England, but be doesn’t doit 
now. The nice option business is what took all 
the leading Board of Trade men, and they be- 
gan to despise bandiing the grain. Their en- 
ergies were put forth in fitting up elegant 
offices in New York, and they thought more of 
a 100,000-bushel order which a clerk got in a 
hotel at night than they did of a shipment of 
grain. They have neglected the whole basis of 
our trading and taken up the speculative part 
of it, while men who went over the grain fleids 
of the West and Northwest with an eye which 
couldn't see anything but the grain itself and 
the way to get bo.d of it for their towns have 
been at work night and day They say the 
trouble is with our carrying oharges, be con- 
tinued. * Now I don't believe a word of that. 
Chicago has always done business at a profit, 
ana I believe that is the secret of our success. 
The trouble bas nothing to do with elevator 
charges. Did the reduction in the charges for 
the first storage of grain in our houses 
make any difference in our business? 
Not a bit of it. There is not a busbel more 
handied now than before that reduction. The 
elevators do not make any larger profit than 
they should make. Mr. Wrigat is mistaken in 
his figures as to what they cost. Besides, the 
money they make stays here in Chicago and 
helps to build it up. The charges on grain, you 
will find, are no greater than on flour, and are 
not at ail excessive compared with other stor- 
age. No one ever found any fault until these 
two years of bear markets, with wheat going 
down all the time, and then people began to 
find fault. They were not making money, 
and the commission men, with heavy 
expenses, bad no trade to speak of, ana the 
little tney bad they did for so small a commis- 
sion that they had better not done it at all. 7 

* When I was on "Change today this one and 
that one said they were doing nothing and 
wanted to know what I was ga busy about. I 
willtell you as I told them. I went into the 
country and tried to get the Dbusiness—tried to 
get hold of the grain. It wasn’t so nice, of 
course, to haulover samples as to receive a 
clean telegram, but there was a good deal 
more in it. Of course my firm is a émaii affair 
compared to the great firms. and what we can 
do is also small, but I would rather bave a 
trade in grain ata quarter cent commission 
than all this option business ata sixteenth. 
There are men en tbis floor today who vou. d 
sell 200,000 bushels of stuff for nothing if I 
were mean enough to ask them to do it, just 
so that they could make a show of doing some- 
thing and be somebody in the pit. 

“There bas never been so much rascality 
unearthed on the board as this year, be said 
reflectively, as he looked about him, “and it 
is allowing to the fact that men are being 
driven to this sort of thing to keep up appear- 
ances and save themselves. They are only 
dishonest because they must be so or go un- 
der: and yet tney stay here year in ana year 
out waiting for business to come to them. Do 
you bear that Marsbail Field's business, or 
Henderson's, or Farwell’s ie falling off? No, 
you do not; but they do not sit in their offices 
and expect trade to come to them. They are 
right out in the field watching every chance, 
and they more than bold their own against 
these new Western towns. They do not com- 
plain. They keep at work all the time. 

„As tor Northern points, Chicago cannot 
expect to get the actual grain here. It is 
against the iaw of commerce. Duluth is al- 
most as near Buffalo as weare. It hasa 
waterway of its own, and it cannot be expect- 
ed that we can bau! grain up and down the 
Wisconsin bills for 250 miles to get it bere. 
But what is the difference for Chicago whether 
the grain comes bere or not, so long as Chica- 
go money handies it? Wheat tow at Duluth 
is being carried by Armour’s money, by 
Hutchinson's, and by that of other men. We 
can get and hold that trade as well from Chi- 
cago as it tbe grain itself came here it our 
Board of Trade men were alive to the situa- 
tion—in other words, if they paid the same 
attention to itas they do to their option 
business. 

The time is coming when Chicago will see 
more cieariy than she does now that the real, 
substantial basis of the grain trade is grain 
and not the speculative part of it, which is but 
its bay-window. The bay-window is ali rigbt, 
but when all the energies are expended upon 
it and the rd of Trade men forget all about 
what this speculation is founded upon they 
getinto justthis trouble they are now in. 
When the grain begins to go to other points 
they see that the speculative interests go 
there with it, That's why these 1,800 men are 
finding fault with the earth, and they wili con- 
tinue to do so uatil turn about face and 
make a fresh start. 


A WONDERFUL DISCOVERY. 


A Way of Making a Million Feet of Gas 
from a Barrel of Oil. 

CANTON, O., Nov. 19.—|Special.|—There ig 
important news here today which is well cor- 
roborated of a gas-making process that prom- 
ises to outdo natural gas. The news comes in 
response to an inquiry to Mr. W. . Sutler, a 
neighbor of the inventor, J. J. Johnson of 
Columbiana, O. Mr. W. B. Sutler is a promi- 
nent manufacturer of thai piace. Mr. Sutler 
replies to a letter addressed him by a Canton 
business-man and says Johnson has been work- 
ing on the invention for some time and bas suc- 
ceeded in pertecting bis process to such an ex- 
tent that wonderful results were accomplished. 
The principle of tbe machine isa system of 
sipbons, and air is forced alternately through 
water and through oil, resulting ip gas. The 
tests made by Mr. Johnson with the machine 
first finished by him resulted in getting 450,000 
cubic feet of gas from a barrel of oil. After 
this immense quantity of gas bad been made 
the reste of oil, as a lubricator, is said to be 
worth as much as the barrel of oil originaily. 
It is cheaper than daylight, for after getting 
the light and fuel you bave the original value 
of material you get it from. Mr. Jobnson 
made a trip to Boston and had a conference 
with capitalists regarding the sale of the 
right to the invention. After bis representa- 
tions chemists from Harvard College were sent 
to Columbiana to investigate. They reported fa- 
vorably upon it, and Jobnson was given $1,000, - 
6000 for the right in the United States, with the 
exception of Pennsylvania, Ohio. Indiana, and 
lilinois, Later be sold the right to these four 
States, with the exception of Columbiana 
County, to a Pittsburg syndicate for $500,000. 
The men from Boston who examined the ma- 
chine said that when perfected no aoubt a 
million feet of gas could be produced from a 
barrel of oil. As an illuminant it is said to be 
far superior to the gas manufactured under 
the ordinary process, and as a fuel is vastiy 
better than natural gas. Its heat is intense. 
A bar of lead was turust into the blaze and 
immediately fell apart. From a pipe from 
Jobnson’s laboratory issues a blaze eight feet 
long that makes an intensely brilliant light. 
When knowledge of the invention gets abroad 
it is expected to create a sensation, as it wil 
completely revolutionize the matter of fue! 
and lighting. The parties who have gained 
control of the invention bave been endeavor- 
ing to keep it quiet until they were ready to 
beglu operations.
